MOST FIRES CAN BE 
AVOIDED 


The financial lossses incurred 
through fire are usually covered 
by insurance.But insurance can 
never fully compensate for loss 
of life, loss of job, or loss of a 
successful -business. Often this al- 
so means that the city will lose 
taxable property, because today 
after a fire the owners often use 
the insurance money to relocate 
in some other more suitable loca- 
tion. 

Last year the dollar volume of 
fire losses in the United States 
climbed to a new high of $1,023, 
190,000, up 3.4% from 1956. Dur- 
ing the past ten years, the annual 
dollar value of fire losses has 
jumped 43.9%. Of course, infla- 
tion of building costs has been an 
important factor in this increase. 
Nevertheless, the sad fact is that 
losses of life and of property from 
fire are excessively and unnecess- 
arily high. And the losses will 
trend higher unless something is 
done soon. 


IMPORTANCE OF SPRINKLERS 


Except for those caused by ex- 
plosions, narly all fires could be 
smothered at their start if people 
would not get panicky and if they 
had proper fire - extinguishing 
equipment available. Fire losses 
could also be cut if we would learn 
how to use more fully the various 
fireproof building materials and 
kome and office furnishings now 
on the market. 

During the past winter, I have 
been shocked at the losses of life 
and property which have occured 
in a series of fires in factory 
buildings. The New York blaze, 
above mentioned, snuffed out 24 
lives. All of these lives could have 
been saved if the factory had haa 
a “sprinkler system.” Of course, 
regular fire drills are helpful; but 
factory workers get panicky and 
forget what drills taught them. 
The only answer is stricter fire 
laws which would compel sprink- 
lers which would put out fires be- 
fore they could gain headway and 
become unmanageable. 

Sprinklers afford the only real 
protection in factories employing 
more than 50 people. They are not 
costly to maintain once 
they are installed. The install - 
ation investment in sprinklers is 
also profitable financially because, 
to a certain extent, their cost is 
offset by lower insurance rates. 
Wken you or one of your family 
accepts a job, see if he or she is 
protected by sprinklers. Small 
factories are the very buildings 
which constitute the greatest fire 
hazards, with corresponding loss 
of life and jobs. If their ‘owners 
will not act voluntarily to remove 
these unnecessary fire risks, then 
we must have stricter fire laws to 
make available to every reader 
the protection that only sprink- 
lers can give. 


GREAT °PPORTUNITIES FOR 
LABOR UNIONS 


Most of our newer buildings, 
whether large or small, resident- 
ial or commercial, arg equipped 
with various fire resistant fea- 
tures. Fire proof doors are now 
fairly common. These safeguards 
will confine a fire, but they will 
not eliminate its destructive pow- 
ers to life through panic and 


smoke, Now that labor unions are

After patient consideration and debate, Richard Henry 
Lee, speaking for Virginia, introduced his famous resolution: 
“That these united colonies are, and of rigkt ought to be, free 
and independent states, 

In tke debate that followed it developed that some of 
the colonies were not yet ready for such decisive action. A com- 
mittee was appointed to draft a more complete declaratoin 
that might be more fully considered. 

Thomas Jefferson of Virginia, John Adams of Massachu- 
setts, Benjamin Franklin of Pennsylvania, Roger Sherman of 
Connecticut and Robert R. Livingston of New York were the 
members of that committee. 

Jefferson was appointed to write the declaration, which 
he did. The committee approved, and so on the Fourth of 
July, 1776, the Declaration of Independence, one of the im- 
mortal documents of all history was adopted. 

The war with England, already begun, dragged on for six 
long years before the mother country was ready to ackniwledge 
our independence. 

That was our Nation’s birthday. All that we have become 
in tke years that have passed, had its beginning on that 
“Glorious Fourth in 1776, 

We must never forget. The Fourth of July must always be 
a sacred day to all of us. We must not fail to teach our chil- 
dren,

PRIMER FOR AMERICANS 


- 


ou live in the United States of America. You are an 
American, 


Real Americans like their country. They are proud of it. They | 
think it is a good place to live. And they want to keep it good ; 


—to keep it getting better all the time, 


Why is America the way it is? What makes it a good place | 


to live? The answer is simply this: 
Throughout our history most Americans have believed 
that every person has certain rights and duties and re- 
sponsibilities. 
Americans have believed that there are certain things people 
Should do, and things they should not do. 
They have also believed in certain things that people are, 
and are not. 
These things that people believe are called principles. This 
book is an attempt to state the Principles of America in simple, 
primer fashion so that you can understand them, learn them, 
and remember them. 

This is important. It was because earlier Americans believed 
in these principles and guided their lives by them, that America 
has grown to be the good place it is. 

If all of us learn and remember these principles—if we also 
guide our lives by them—then we can help to keep America 
growing better, and better, and better. 

And if we follow these Principles of America, we can help 
make the world a better place to live in, too. 


The Principles of America are these... 


1. Each Person is of Importance and Value as an 
Individual. 
This is the cornerstone . . . the foundation of all our other beliefs in 
@ person’s right to live his own life, to speak for himself, to choose 
and change his leaders. 

From it comes our hatred of those “isms” under which the indi- 
vidual has no value or importance as a person, but is only one of 
many unimportant people who have to live the way their leaders 
tell them to. 

Coming directly from that first principle are two others that 
are also part of the foundation of Americanism. 


2. We Believe that All Men should Enjoy Per- 
sonal Freedom. 


3. We Believe that All Men are Created Equal. 
Ik is worth noting that the Declaration of Independence expressed 
the bolief that “all men are created equal.” It did not state or imply 
a belief that men develop equally or have equal ability, or that they 
should ever be forced to an exact equality of thought, speech or 
material possessions. 

‘That would be equality without freedom. Americans have always 
delieved the two should go together. 
{n our Constitution, and in other laws of our land, there are 
set down principles to protect the rights and freedoms and 
equality of individuals, ° 


4. The Right to Freedom of Speech. 


This includes freedom of the press, of radio, of motion pictures, of 
every means by which man may express his thoughts. 


5. The Right to Freedom of Assembly. 


As we believe in the right of individual action, so we believe that 
individuals should be free to act together. 


6. The Right to Freedom of Worship. 

Not only is the individual free to worship as he will, but religions 
themselves are free and equal. 

7. The Right to Security of Person and Property. 
Not just one, but three Amendments to the Constitution (4th, Sth 
and 14th) proteet against illegal search and seizure, or loss of life, 
liberty, or property, without “due process of law.”

Springfield-Chosen City of Abe Lincoln

Lincoln Home—Springfield, Il. 


HERE are two things about Springfield, Illinois, that are known 

to virtually every American; Springfield is the capital of Illinois 
and the chosen city and final] resting place of Abraham Lincoln. These 
are separate distinctions, but both eventualities are a part of the 
heritage of the great President. 


During the 1836-37 session of the 
Illinois General Assembly, one of 
the chief matters at hand was the 
selection of a new site for the Cap- 
itol. Five cities were under con- 
sideration. Abraham Lincoln, a 
young lawyer representing Sanga- 
mon County, introduced a bill pro- 
viding for removal of the Capitol 
of Illinois to Springfield. He was 
backed by eight fellow members 
who with him were known as the 
“Long Nine,” because all were 
over six feet in height. Springfield 
was selected (Vandalia had been 
the Capitol) and the State Legisla- 
ture first assembled in Springfield 
in 1839. 

The Capitol at Springfield was 
completed in 1853. It took 15 years 
to build and cost $260,000. Con- 
structed of cut stone brought from 
@ quarry six miles away, it was 
considered one of the architectural

MONTGOMERY, Advocates of 
the Coosa-Alabama River System 
,for navigation see new hope for 
early action as a result of the 
navigation features of the dams to 


jbe built by the Alabama .Power 
; Company on the Coosa during the 


next ten years. 

At groundbreaking ceremonies at 
the Weiss Dam site recently, every 
speaker on the program empha- 
sized the importance of this river 
full improvement of this river 
system of the 275-mile long series 
of navigable lakes which the dams 
will create. Except for the missing 
locks, the Coosa River will be fully 
navigable to barge transportation 
from Wetupka to Rome, Georgia, 


will have to be constructed by the 
Corps of Engineers. 

With navigable water from We- 
tumpka to Rome assured, there re- 
‘mains to be improved only that 
stretch of the Alabama River 
from its junction with the Mobile 
River and the Warrior-Tombigbee 
Waterway to Wetumpka. 

This improvement would be ac- 
complished by some channel work 
below Claiborne, and the building 
of three dams at Claiborne, Millers 
Ferry and Jones Bluff. 

The first of these dams, accord- 
ing to Corps of Engineers plans, 
would be the Millers Ferry Dam, 
near Camden in Wilcox County.....

BABSON DISCUSSES GOLD 


As I have already expressed my- 
Self in these columns, I do not ex- 
pect any skooting war to be start- 
ed by Russia, and probably no 
chemical war. I do expect an 
intensified economic war and be- 
lieve we are now in such an ec- 
onomic war, started by Russia 
some months ago. One of the 
weapons Russia will use is Gold. 


RUSSIA’S GOLD SUPPLY 


Although over 50 percent of the 
free world’s annual production of 
gold comes from South Africa, 
Russia is now reported to be pro- 
ducing five hundred million dollars 
worth a year; to have on hand 
eight billion dollars’ worth to use 
as a weapon against us This gold 
could be a real factor in breaking 
commodity prices and prolonging 
our business depression. 

Probably Russia has in mind’ 
establishing a gold ruble which/| 
would have a constant value in 
foreign trade all over the world. 
This could make a great impression 
on both our allies and the back- 
ward nations. It should be an im- 
portant weapon for Russia in the 
economic war in which we are now 
engaged. It seems, however, that 
as the next step in making a Rus- 
sian ruble universal for trade, Rus- 
sia must agree to the British in- 
sistence on mutual freedom of 
travel and communications and 
cease radio-jamming anything re- 
lated to business or finnace. | 


VALUE OF THE DOLLAR 
Previous to 1934 the American 
dollar was based on gold at a 
price of $20.67 per ounce. Under 
the Roosevelt Administration, the 
price was increased and the dollar 


diluted. It is said that Mr. Mac-!- 


millan and President Eisenhower 
discussed the problem at their re- | 
cent conference. They agreed that 
it should also be discussed with | 
friendly nations; but this might 
cause them to become frightened 
and lead them to withdraw gold | 
from the United States, which 
American investors do not want 
done. | 

Interfering with the price of 
gold would certainly cause more 
inflation. Many people tkink in - 
flation is a bullish argument in 
the stock market; but it may a 
be so. If foreign nations withdraw 
very much gold, the bearish fact- | 
ors could offset the bullish. 


THE TRUE STASTICS 

Since 1950 Europe has increased 
its gold holdings to $8 billion, 
some from mining and purchasing 
in the open market and some by 
withdrawals from other countries. 
This especially applies to West 
Germany, the Netherlands, and 
Belgium. The latter country has 
also benefitted from its large 
uranium holdings in Africa, Dur- 
ing the last few months, our gold 
supply has been reduced $1 1/4 
billion At this rate we would lose 
over $3 1/2 billion’s worth during 
1958. 

A statistical analysis of this 
loss shows that it has been dué to 
a change in our foreign trade sit- 
uation. Up until recently, our ex- 
ports exceeded our imports, and 
our stock of gold increased. Now 
this tide has turned and our im- 
ports of raw materials and = 
ufactured goods exceed our ex- 


ports. 


WHAT ABOUT GOLD SHARES? 

Naturally there has been an in- 
crease in the price of gold shares 
which are traded largely on the 
London Stock Exchange in Toron- 
to. There are two reasons for this 
increase: (1) When business is in 
@ recession, as at present, the 
eost of mining gold decreases. 
Since the price of gold after it is 
mined does not decline, this in - 
creases the profits of good gold 
mines, These profits have not been 
very satisfactory during the past 
few years ‘and the prices of gold 
shares have been abnormally low. 
(2) The current talk about de- 
valuation of the dollar has also 
been a factor, but this is a very 
speculative factor.

‘Census Work Going 


Under New Plan 


In a joint program with the 
State of Alabama and each of its 
counties, the Bureau of the Cen- 
sus is establishing areas known as 
“Census County Divisions”, for use 
in statistical reporting. These 
areas will be used to replace the 
election precincts previously used 
as a census reporting unit. 

Frank Bartley, a member of tke 
Census Staff has been in Shelby 
County to consult with county of- 
ficials and to solicit their advice 
in regard to the proposed areas 

Census County Divisions skould 
be useful for local statistical pur- 
poses, They are based on the popu- 
lation centers which serve as a 
focal point of each division. The 
statistical data collected for these 
divisions in coming censuses will 
serve to measure the sphere of in- 
fluence exercised by the popula- 
tion centers. It is believed that the 
Census County Divisions will be 
a handy tool for the use of coun- 
ty officials, local newspapers, and 
business organizations. 

Mr. Bartley says the county -di- 
visions set up by the Bureau of 
the Census will not interfere in 
any way with existing govern- 
mental units of the State or coun- 
ties.

T HAD been an excellent day for 
fishing. The big lake was nei- 
ther placid nor turbulent. As twi- 
light closed in on the busy boat 
docks, fishermen stood around to 
compare their catches and their 


tales about the ones that got 
away. Then, suddenly, the happy 
setting changed to a scene of 
tragedy. 

A fishing boat pulled into the 
dock with the body of a young girl 
who had drowned and with word 
that three more bodies were un- 
der water across the lake. A day 
of fun in the world outdoors had 
turned into a horrible nightmare. 

It might have been caused by 
an unavoidable accident. Or, by 
the fact that too many people 
were fishing from a small, un- 
safe boat. Speeding or some form 

| of carelessness may have been 
the cause. Perhaps the occupants 
of the boat were four people who 
could not swim—and did not in- 
vest a few dollars for the safety 
of life preservers. But, tragedy 
had struck. 

Summertime fun, whether it be 
water sports or other activities in 
the world outdoors, can be dan- 
gerous for the foolhardy. There 
are safety rules for the water- 
ways just as for the highways 
It’s smart, not ‘“‘sissy'’ to pro- 
tect yourself with a life pre- 
server when boating on big wa- 
ters. Swimming alone may be fun, 
but it is also highly dangerous. 
Hiking in the woods is a pleasant 
and healthful hobby, but it can 
lead to uncomfortable moments, 
even tragedy, when one ventures 
from familiar trails. 

It is habit on the part of all of 
us to suggest carelessness when a 
hunter shoots himself while climb- 
ing through a fence with a loaded 
shotgun; and at the same time 
we often term as “accidents’’ the 
many lives that are lost each 
summer in swimming and boating

From Mrs. Geraldine Kendall, 


Auburn, California: I remember 
when I was a very young wife 
with two babies . . . we lost our 
home due to crop failures and 
low prices in the nineties. We and 
a brother had four hunderd eighty 
acres of wheatland in Oregon. 

My husband then worked on a 
farm for 75 cents a day, while I 
cooked for five men for my board. 
There was no money in circula- 
tion so we took farm produce for 
pay: hams, bacon, flour and other 
provisions. 

We loaded our heavy wagon and 
with our two babies left for Idaho. 
We had two cows and fhree horses. 
I drove the loaded wagon over 
mountains and valleys. My hus- 
band rode one of the horses and 
drove the cows. After three weeks 
we stopped long enough for my 
husband to work in hay harvest to 
provide enough provisions to go 
on, While there, our best cow died 
of rattlesnake bite, At night we 
camped by the small streams 
with fresh water for camp and 
stock. We cooked by campfire and 
baked in the large dutch oven. 

When we arrived in Idaho my 
husband worked in the mines. After- 
wards, we homesteaded. We had a 
dugout for a house, the top made 
of peeled logs and new lumber for 
the ceiling. The walls were cov- 
ered with unbleached muslin. We 
had a small wood stove which we 
fed sagebrush. The brush grew 
thick and with stout stumps, mak- 
ing fine heating wood for the stove. 
Once in a while there was a rare 
trip into town, seventeen miles in 

‘a wagon fer provisions. 

Next year we went to the mines 
and my husband earned fo:  dol- 
lars a day with the team. We tived 
in a good-sized cabin, had neigh- 
bors and a small store to shop 
nearby. We did well and had the 
friendship of neighbors and winter 
evening parties.

TEENAGER (15) from. South 
Carolina writes that her par- 
ents will not allow her to date a 
college freshman in a nearby col- 
lege. She explains rie is allowed 
to date high school boys, but in- 
sists she wants to go steady with 
the college man. 
She asks, ‘‘What is wrong with 
me dating or going steady with a 
college freshman?" 


LTHOUGH overshadowed by 
concentration on the defense 
establishment and economic im- 
pact of military spending, U. S. 
Government expenditures on pub- 
lic works have developed a marked 
uptrend after several years of 
comparative stability. 


As a result, public works pro- 
gra are becoming an important 
tacfor'y the rise in Federal spend- 
ingto reCord peacetime levels, and 
a significant counter-recessionary 
force at the same time, whether 


or not they satisfy the advocates 
of massive pump-priming. 


A Bureau of the Budget analysis 
of public works programs of re- 
cent years and their cost show 
that such Federal expenditures, 
civil and military combined, ranged 
from around $ billions a year in 
the 1952-57 fiscal periods, with the 
high point set in the 1953 fiscal 
year. 


For the latest fiscal year, there 
will be a rise of more than a bil- 
lion dollars over the 1957 period to 
a total estimated at $5.7 billions 
for the year, and the probabilities 
are that this increase will be 
equalled or exceeded in the 1959 
fiscal year starting July 1. The 
last official Government figures 
for public works spending placed 
the total at $6.7 billions for the 


1959 ‘fiscal year, but steps taken to 
accelerate some of these programs 
as an economic stimulant indicate 
a substantially larger expenditure 
total than originally estimated. 

The figures show that Federal 
public works spending will rise 
about 50 per cent in a short period 
of two years, and that they will 
come close to being the equiva- 
lent of a tenth of total annual Gov- 
ernment budget spending. Such to- 
tals were exceeded only once be- 
fore in.the nation’s history, at the 
peak of Federal spending during 
World War II. Then the dominant 
public works factor was military, 
with civil public works held to a 
minimum, This time the big push 
is coming from civil public works, 
led by the highway program. 

The Bureau of the Budget analy- 
sis states that direct Federal con- 
struction currently constitutes 
about 6 per cent of the total value 
of new construction. Federally- 
aided State and local public works 
represent another 5 per cent. But 
this is only a partial indication of 
the Government's impact on the 
key construction industry. Govern- 
ment action stimulates private con- 
struction in a number of ways, 
through incentives’ to farmers, 
homeowners, and businesses in the 
form of loans, loan guarantees, 
tax concessions and grants.

BABSON DISCUSSES 
STRIKES 

Ever since I was assistant to 
the Secretary of Labor 
World War I, I have carefully fol- 
lowed labor conditions with spec- 
jal reference to wages and hours. 
In fact, during the past ten years 
I have had a list of the leading 
strikes placed upon my desk each 
month, and have given an analy- 
sis of these strikes and the out- 
come of each. 

HISTORY OF LABOR 
MOVEMENTS 

Few readers realize that very 
little attention was given to labor 
matters by employers or govern- 
ment officials until 1913 wnen the 
Department of Labor 
formed and W. B. Wilson was made 
its head and a member of the 
President’s Caiinet. Mr. 
was a friend of mine and I wrote 
his biography, published by Bren- 
tano’s in 1919. 

The founder of the labor union 
movement in the U. S., Samuel 
Gompers, was also a_ friend of 
mine. Forgive me for rehearsing 
these details, but I know most 
readers of my weekly columns are 
members of labor unions. I want 
them to trust me and listen to 
what I say. I have always been 
labor’s friend, and defended labor 
when many of its friends were 
viewed as so-called pink com- 
munists are today 
LABOR LEADERS VS. 
PREACHERS AND TEACHERS 

In those days, most preachers 
and college professors were un - 
friendly to labor demands. As a 
result labor leaders lost con - 
fidence “in ckurches and colleges. 
‘Vhey wete told that Protestant 
theological schools and most col- 
leges were endowed and support- 
ed by employers and the “capital- 
ists,” so-called. Hence, they did 
not listen to what these preachers 
and teachers were telling their 
students. Furthermore, if too many 
boys mentioned that their economic 
instructors defended labor unions 
and strikes, such instructors often 
lost their jobs. 

In the meantime, the labor lead- 
ers were constantly getting more 
pay for their wageworkers for 
fewer hours of work. Hence, the 
wage-workers’ respect for labor 
leaders increased as their respect 
for preachers and teachers ue - 
creased. Moreover, these labor 
leaders were under attack from 
other ambitious workers who 
strove to get their positions. As a 
result, the lasor leaders were com- 
pelled to win higher wages and 
shorter hours every year, or they 
would not be re-elected and the 
plum would go to others. These 
plums were worth from $10,000 to 
$25,000 per year. This is the sit- 
uation at present. 

LABOR BEING INVESTIGATED 

Finally, many labor leaders were 
not content to provide “feather- 
beds” for their union members, as 
has so successfully been done by 
the leaders of railroad unions, but 
too many of them did feather their 
own nests. This has resulted in 
Congress’s making investigations 
of both large and small graft. 
Senator Kennedy’s bill has been a 
timid step to stop suck graft. 
had ween succeeding until the Sher- 
man Adams episode nearly wreck- 
ed Kennedy's good intentions. 

This is especially unfortunate, 
coming at a time when Russia has 
thrown the U. S into a business 
recession which employers as well 
as wageworkers are now suffering. 
Yet this is a time when a Senator 
or Congressman thinks he can 
help his re-election by claiming 
that capitalism is the cause of the 
recession. All of this is most un- 
fortunate. Although government 
appropriations and other gim- 
micks may temporarily help em- 
ployment, they will not be a per- 
manent cure. 

HOW TO PREVENT STRIKES 
NOW 

Solution of the threatened strike 
problems and shortening of the 
present recession depend upon all 
parties, labor leaders, employers, 
and consumers forgetting old

A map of Alaska, laid over a 
map of the United States, would 
reach east and west from Florida 
to California, 2500 miles; and 
1500 miles north and south from 
Canada almost to New Mexico. 


The population of Alaska is only | 
Wa8/ 212,500, but that is more than} 


double the population of 1946. 

Alaska is a rich country. State- 
hood will open up to 100 million 
acres of land for homesteading, 
and much of tke land is said to 
Ke very fertile. Thirty one of 33 
“strategic minerals” are found in 
Alaska and oil has been discovered. 
Oil companies are planning to 
spend 100 million dollars pros- 
pecting for oil in the next two) 
to three years. 

Since the United States bought 
Alaska in 1867 700 million dollars 
in gold has been mined. The pur-| 
chase of Alaska was arranged by 
William H. Seward, Secretary of 
State, and the price was $7,200,000. ' 
So unpopular was the transaction 
in that day that it was called, 
“Seward’s folly.” 

There are 16 million acres of 
spruce, hemlock and cedar in 
Alaska. Already a 64 million dol- 
lar pulp mill, one of the most 
modern in the world is in opera- 
tion. 

Anchorage-ts the largest ° city 
in Alaska with a population of 
94,500. It is the third busiest air 
city in the U. S. and stands be- 
hind only Chicago and New York 
in the number of planes landing 
and taking off. 

Alaska was organized as a terri- 
tory in 1912. It took 46 years to 
work up from territorial status to 
statehood. When the people heard 
the news, that they were to become 
a state, they staged one of the 
biggest celebrations in all history. 
In Anchorage there was a giant

WORLD OUTDOORS 


ETTING off to a good start 

makes any task seem well 
worth the effort. And, where the 
sport of fishing is concerned, noth- 
ing will make a devoted angler 
any quicker than a few catches of 
fish. 

Fishing is not always produc- 
tive. And, this is good. If a fisher- 
man caught his limit every time 
he went out, he would soon turn to 
a sport that offered a bit more of 
a challenge. 

The period of waiting and sus- 
pense between strikes or bites 
helps to make the big moment of 
the catch even more enjoyable. 
For the artificial bait fisherman, 
there is speculation with every 
cast that this may be the time, or 
if not, then on the next cast there 
will be a swirl of water and the 
big popping bug will disappear be- 
neath the surface quicker than 
the wink of the eye. Every time 
the cork bobbles on the line of the 
live bait angler, he feels that he 
is about to catch that really ‘big 
one” that will look so well mount- 
ed over the cabin fireplace. 

Too much waiting between bites 
makes fishing boresome for the 
beginning fisherman. He wants ac- 
tion, and needs it to get acquainted 
with the thrills of the sport. The 
beginner should start with the pan 
fish—sunfish, crappie, bluegill, and 
shellcrackers. While these fish will 
take artificial lures, the angler is 
more sure of a catch if he uses 
worms or grubs for bait. 

Pan fish are often caught quite 
easily around boat docks and piers, 
tree stumps, logs and other such 
places which provide them with 
shelter and overhead protection. 

Depending upon water tempera- 
ture, available cover, and the deep- 
ness of the lake or stream, pan 
fish may be caught at varying 
depths. A bit of experimenting 


will help locate them.

The people of Alabama must be 
disturbed at the large number of 
counties in which election irregu- 
larities have been reported since 
the May-June Democratic primary 
elections were held .. 


Such irregularities have been 
reported in Elmore, Choctaw, 
Narshall, Fayette, Lamar and 


other. counties, 


In Choctaw county ike impor- 
tant office of Probate Judge is 
at stake. Illegal voting was re- 
ported in the absentee box. A 
number of people who lived in 
Moltile are said to have voted ab- 
sentee ballots in Choctaw. It is 
claimed that some of these were 
not legally registered to vote 
anywhere. 

In Elmore county, a candidate 
for representative was shown by 
the official count to have been de- 
feated by one vote. He had heard 
of irregular voting, so he filed a 
contest. The recount showed that 

« some ballots had not been counted 
at all. The result gave the nomi- 
nation to the man who had been 
declared defeated by one vote. 

Then the grand jury took over to 

investigat.e 

In some counties, the Circuit 

Solicitor, heard of irregular vo- 
ting, and himself asked for a 
grand jury investigation. In La- 
mar county, it is said, it has been 

47 years since an election con- 

test was filed.

| Welk of ABC-TV ... The Welk 
success story began with his birth 
.. . His father, Ludwig Welk, an 
accomplished accordionist, had 
fled from his native Alsace-Lor- 
raine in 1878 and settled on a 
| small farm in Strasburg, North 
| Dakota . . . One of eight children, 
Lawrence mastered the accordion 
and at 15 was playing for com- 
munity dance and church events. 
A few years later he brought to- 
gether an “‘orchestra’’, consisting 
of only drums and an accordion 
and made his inaugural broadcast 
over Radio Station WNAX of 
Yankton, S. D.... Later he added 
a piano and saxophone and his 
group played under such names 
|as ‘‘The Hotsy Totsy Boys,” ‘“‘Law- 
| rence Welk and his Honolulu Fruit 
| Gum Orchestra” and “The Big- 
gest Little Band in America.”

The location of this work is from 
a point just south of Alabaster on 
US 31 northeasterly via Simms- 
ville to the intersection with US 
280 (highway 91) near the Mount- 
ain View Lumber Company. A 
spur was also compieted from Pel- 
ham on US 31 east to the inter- 
section with the Simmsville kigh- 
way. The Simmsville highway will 
be designated at County 11. The 
completion of tnese projects ef- 
fect important links across this 
section of Shelby County. 

Eventually a connecting link will 
be established from Alabaster on 
US 31 northeasterly yia US 230 - 
State 25 (Vandiver) - to US 78 
near Pell City. Access to the new 
Shelby County Hospital (soon to 
be constructed) at Alabaster will 
be more easily reacked from the 
US 280 area. I urge the citizens

About Privileges and Obligations 


The cases occurred during the 1952 
field trials of gamma gobulin as a 
polio preventive. Three were con- 
sidered as gamma globulin fail- 
ures, the authors said. 

Whether the enteroviruses iso- 
lated in the six cases were the re- 
spective causative agents is not 
unequivocably established, they 
said. However, they were isolated 
during the acute phase of illness, 
and, in the past, the demonstra- 
tion of a polio virus infection dur- 
ing the acute phase has been ac-- 
cepted as diagnostic. 

In addition to six cases of para- 
lytic disease, the researchers 
studied 10 cases of aseptic menin- 
gitis and a group of normal in- 
dividuals for the antigen-antibody 
response produced by the entero 
viruses. They found that Coxsackie 
and ECHO viruses have antigenic 
constiution similar to thet of polio 
viruses. 

(An antigen is a protein foreign 
to the body, which when it enters 
the blood stream causes antibodies 
to be produced to fight it.) 

On the basis of their study, the 
researches said that in certain 
situations, the Coxsackie and 
ECHO viruses may produce dis- 
ease similar to polio. These <a 
uations would be a combination o 
the unusually rapid spread of the 
viruses in the body and/or unusual 
susceptibility of the human. 


HE development of paralytic 

cisease after the individual has 
received polio vaccine doesn't 
necessarily mean the vaccine 
| failed. 

' The disease may have been 
caused by a virus other than a 
polio virus, a recent University of 
Pittsburgh study has shown. 

Two properties heretofore be- 
lieved to be unique for polio vi- 
ruses—the ability to produce par- 
alytic disease manifestations and 
the ability to produce similar anti- 
body responses in the body—were 
found to be shared by ECHO and 
coxsackie viruses. 

The researchers explained that 
polio, Coxsackie, and ECHO vi- 

| ruses are all enteroviruses, which 
have many properties in common, 
including the ability to multiply in 
the human gastrointestinal tract 
with or without producing disease. 

Disease when it does occur, 
most frequently involves the cen- 
tral nervous system. Polio viruses 
have been believed to be the only 
ones to cause paralysis. ECHO 
and Coxsackie viruses have been 
associated with aseptic meningitis. 

In their study, the researchers 
found that six cases of paralytic 
disease orginally diagnosed as po- 
lio were probably caused by Cox- 
sackie and ECHO viruses. These 
viruses, but no polio viruses, were 
isolated from the affected patients.

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BABSON DISCUSSES 
NEAR EAST 

Babson Park, Mass., July 24 \— 
I do not know Lebanon, but I have 
for many years studied Egypt. Al- 
though Russia may be aiding Nas- 
ser, the latter is the brains of the 
present Lebanon-Iraq troubles. As 
i explained a few weeks ago, Nas- 
ser is trying to form a federation 
of the five nations whick sell huge 
quantities of oil throughout the 
world. Nasser wishes to be the 
selling agent for all this oil rather 
than have these countries compete 
with one another. 


HISTORY OF 
NASSER’S PROGRAM 

Egypt is a very poor country al- 
though it is one of the oldest ex- 
isting nations. Its people are very 
poor. It had been ruled by Farouk, 
a playboy king who never was in- 
terested in the welfare of the peo- 
ple. Nasser, who was a high of- 
ficer in the Army, saw this condi- 
tion and determined to rectify it. 
He first dethroned the playboy 


king and then started some con- | 


structive plans to get more mon- 
ey for his people. His first at- 
tempt was to build the great As- 
wan Dam on the Nile River and he 
thought that England, France, and 
the United States had agreed to 
finance it. Suddenly this under- 
writing was withdrawn. This was 
a great disappointment to me al- 
though my friend, Mrs. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, after a return from 
Egypt personally told me that our 
tepublican Administration probab- 
ly did right by withdrawing. 
Nasser’s next attempt to get 
funds was by raising the tolls of 
the Suez Canal. This again brought 
tke United States into the picture 
in a way to get the ill will of all 
these countries — England, France, 


and even Egypt. Readers will re-; 


member how the canal was blocked 
and everyone lost money. Although 
our Administration agreed to Nas- 
ser‘s imcreasing (the tolls, ship- 
ments declined so that Egypt did 
not get any mdre rea' money. 
Thereupon Nasser attempted to 
form the “oil empire” described 
above. The first nation to fall in 
line was Syria, which has since 
been followed -by Iraq. 


OIL CAUSE OF TROUBLE 


Ever since the Crusades of cen- 
turies ago, every war has been 
claimed to have been started for 
some great moral purpose. All 
nations in the Near East conflict 
claim that they are fighting for 
freedom. President Eisenhower in- 
sists that if the people of Iraq had 
peacefully voted to depose their 
king, no U. S. marines would be in 
Lebanon today. To hope, however, 
a rebel band murder the king of 
Iraq and his premier is contrary 
to the Eisenhower Doctrine. 

Let me, however, say that if 
there were no oil in the Near East, 
there would be no marines in Leb- 
anon! This conflict will not result 
in a shooting war with Russia as 
Russia has all the oil that she 
needs. The kings of all these Near 
East nations are controlled by the 
world’s big oil companies. These 
big oil companies will 
despise Nasser for stirring up this 

trouble. It, however, might be 
much cheaper for the United States 
to provide some other means for 
Nasser to get funds for his people. 

Readers kave been wandering 
how this situation will affect their 
oil investments. The large oil com- 
panies are divided into two groups: 
The international oils, such as 
Standard of New Jersey, Socony 
Mobil, Texas Co., and Standard of 
California, which get large quan- 
tities of their oil from the Near 
East; and the «domestic oil con- 
cerns, led by Phillips, Shell, Conti- 
nental, and Union Oil, which get 
most of their oil from North and 
South America. 

Theoretically, the stocks of the 
companies depending on the Near 
East should decline, while the 
stocks of companies getting their 
oil from the United States, Canad 
and Venezuela should increase in

Jesus declared to Pilate that his 
kingdom was one of truth, and be- 
cause Jesus lived, taught and | 
preached the truth, he was put to 
death by those who, like Pilate 
did not know what truth really | 
was, refused to accept it. 

But the truth for which Jesus | 
was crucified, for 
Paul and many other missionaries

Just knowing the truth is not 
enough.

early adult life. The rate being 1.2 
per 100,000 at ages 10-14 to 3.1 
per 100,000 at ages 20-24. The 
majority of these fatal accidents 
occur in motor-driven boats, and 
largely of the outboard type. This 
does not necessarily mean that 
this type is more dangerous but it 
is by far the most common in use. 

According to insurance records 
nearly three-fifths of all the deaths 
in small boat accidents occurred 
among people who were out fish- 
ing. This clearly indicates that 
there should be more caution taken 
among fishermen, 

Insurance data also _ indicates 
that many lives are lost in small 
boats because of such dangerous 
practices as shifting positions, 
overloading, speeding and 
turning. Many of these 
were non-swimmers. 

There aré other causes which 
contribute to the causes of such 
accidents, such as sudden squalls 
and treacherous currents. 

All people going fishing in small 
boats should observe sqme safety 
measures, avoiding speed, do not 
overload the boat, once seated in 
the boat remain there, know how to 
swim, always carry adequate life- 
saving equipment, and avoid swift, 
treacherous water. Unless one is 
an expert boatman he should not 
be doing tricks, and turning short 
with the boat. and even then is is 
a dangerous procedure.

pH golden promise of the 
atomic age—nuclear power— 
may be just around the corner, but 
it isn't a very short corner. Some 
serious technical problems will 
have to be solved first. 

A more economical means of 
producing nuclear power must be 
devised before it can Decome com- 
petitive with conventional power, 
according to Darwin Krucoff, of 
Armour Research Foundation of 
Illinois Institute of Technology. 


Krucoff, supervisor of the re- 
actor systems section in the ARF 
physies research department, 
pointed out that the economics of 
power reactors has become as 
complex as the reactors them- 
selves 

“Until the technological com- 
plexities are solved, the over-all 
problem of economics may fore- 
stall the benefits of nuclear power 
to man for five to ten years,” he 
said. 


The reactor system section cur- 
rently is working in two areas— 
reactor safety and advanced re- 
actor concepts—to solve some of 
these problems It is concerned 
with all phases of reactor design 
and development. including re- 
search, test. power, and propul- 
sion reactors. 


This : esearch has resulted in the 
development of a new power re- 
actor concept with interesting pos- 
sibilities, according to Krucoff 
Known as the “Armour Dust Fu- 
eled Reactor,’" the concept in- 
volves a new fuel form—fissionable 
dust carried in an inert gas 


THE CORN IS LEAN .. 


“The dust fueled reactor concept 
has the advantage of greatly re- 
duced corrosion and inherent high 
temperature capability, as well as 
all the advantages of fluid fueled 
systems,”’ he said. 

“Its unusual safety features and 
simple design appear very promis- 
ing for the preduction of competi- 
tive nuclear power," he added. 

In addition to research in re- 
actor design and development. the 
reactor systems section also en- 
gages in reactor hazards analysis. 
Physicists investigate occurrences 
which could produce overheating 
aud resulting damage to the re- 
actor. 

These occurrences can result 
from a variety of accident condi- 
tions, Krucoff explained, and may 
be followed by chemical reaction 
and unusual steam generation 
rates. 

This research is aimed at modi- 
fying reactor design to minimize 
hazardous conditions and to en- 
able the design of adequate con- 
tainment structures within the re- 
actor.

A recent ruling of the Internal 
Revenue Service permits annual 
royalties from patent rights to be 
treated as capital gains for tax 
purposes.

There are two charged with 
driving while intoxicated.

Only 
a few miles away are many of the 
world’s most famous thoroughbred 
stock farms with bluegrass pas- 
tures and clean white fences. On 
one of them is the monument to 
the great horse, Man O’ War, 

Traditional 

The story of Louisville includes 
much of the things most frequently 
associated with Kentucky—the tra- 
ditional thoroughbreds, beautiful 
ladies, fine bourbon whiskey, and 
the puff of homegrown tobacco. 

Robert Cavalier, Marquis de La- 
Salle, first saw the present site of 
Louisville around 1670. The city 
was founded in 1778 by General 
George Rogers Clark, who halted 
at the Falls of the Ohio with 150 
raw militia bound for the conquest 
of British posts in the [Mlinois 
country.

Clark spent his last years in the 
Louisville country. His remains 
rest in Cave Hill Cemetery, a 
botanical, garden-like cemetery, 
regarded as one of the nation's 
most beautiful. At the edge of the 
city is the tomb of Zachary Taylor, 
twelfth president of the United 
States. It is located on the grounds 
of his former homestead, which 
still stands today, It was in this 
home that Taylor's daughter was 
married to Jefferson Davis, the 
only president of the Confederacy, 
who was a Kentuckian. 

Center of Activity 

In the days when river traffic 
was the vogue, Louisville's posi- 
tion on the Ohio River gave it 
prominence. During the railroad 
era (particularly during the Civil 
War) it became known as “The 
Gateway City’ because its facili- 
ties were used generously in trans- 
porting men and equipment.

_A FARM’S INFINITE VARIETY 


Editor’s Note: The Editor of the 
Alabama Journal writes a most 
interesting account of a recent 
visit to the farm of Senator’ 
David L. Yarbrough. Senator 
Yarbrough’s Shelby county 
friends will be interested in read- 
in the account. 

That farm of State Senator 
avid L. Yarbrough between Pratt- 
ville and Robinson Springs is an 
example of abundance and variety 
that is inspiring. 

Mr. Yarbrough has hundreds of 
acres of magnificent corn about 
made, and hundreds of acres of cot- 
ton which looks fine but whose 
outcome is uncertain here as else- 
where because of the excessive 
Talins. 

The pastures were never so lush 
or the cattle more sleek. Mr. Yar- 
brough has a barn half full of hay 
Jeft over from last year and doesn’t 
expect to undertake to cut any 
more this year. 

Senator Yarbrough has 13,000 
acres in his farm which gives ex- 
ceptional opportunity for variety 
in crop production, Diversification 
is a natural with him, and the fail- 
ure of one crop or overproduction 
of another is not so disturbing. 

There is a grove of nearly 50 
Chinese chestnut trees planted 
some 15 years ago, and they are 
loaded with nuts. He kas a waving 
field of the star millet now becom- 
ing popular as a grazing crop 
for cows and hogs. 

His airplane was busy yester- 
day dusting the cotton. His 10-year 
old grandson, Larry Avant, whose 
highest ambition is to go to Au- 
burn and then be a farmer, was 
seated in his stand at the roadside 
with peaches, apples and ice-box 
watermelons for sale. 

But tke crowning glory of this 
great farm just now is the peach 
crop. Mr. Yarbrough has a thou- 
sand trees in an orchard no one 
side of the road and a thousand

How 
much happier some of the present 
and recent officials of our country 
would be if they had refused te 
accept gifts from their admiring 
friends. 

Especially should all officials ot 
government heed the advice oi 
Paul, “Abstain from every form 
of evil,” especially when it appears 
as a favor from some person who 
might seek a greater one.

Amos appeared in the history

Certainly Paul was not urg- 
ing loyalty to the inhuman Nero 
and the other debased Roman of- 
ficials whose edicts meant hor- 
rible persecution and execution of 
thousands of residents of Rome 
whose only offense was that of be- 
ing Christians. 

Paul knew, as did Moses, that 
if men were to live together hap- 
pily and usefully they must have 
cules for dealing with each other 
and that there must be officials 
for administering these rules. They 
also knew that such officials were 
entitled to the respect and loyalty 
of those whom they served. 

If Paul were living today, he 
would have little respect for those 
misguided people who are contin- 
ually finding fault with their po- 
litical officials, for he would know 
that fear of undeserved and per- 
sistent criticism keeps many good 
men from accepting public office 

“Authorities are ministers of 
God,” Paul wrote to the Christians 
of Rome, and urged them to “Pay 
all of them their dues, taxes to 
whom taxes are due, revenue to! 
whom revenue is due, respect to 
wkom respect is due, honor to} 
whom honor is due.”

ITH the 1959 fiscal year only 
a matter of weeks old, Wash- 
ington economists are predicting 
that it will not only come to an 
end with the $8 to $11 billion na- 
tional deficit that has been fore- 
cast, but that it shall accomplish 
little to keep the fiscal year 1960 
from continuing the big spread 
between government income and 
outgo. 
The only thing that could offset 
; the anticipated 1959 deficit would 
be a tremendous ‘‘boom’’—and 
there is not too much possibility 
of such a boom taking place. 


Actually, the government is in a 

| rather puzzling position. Some of 
the things it might do to help the 
economy cannot be done for fear 

| they would either bring about a 

| further downward trend in busi- 
ness or else increase the federal 
deficit, 


Economists are pointing out that 
a tax cut would provide only tem- 
porary relief. They say that it 
would make the federal deficit 
even greater, without offering any- 
thing of the type of long-range 
| stimulant that is needed for eco- 
nomic recovery. 


They also say that it is unwise 
for the government to reduce its 
spending. Reductior in govern- 
ment spending would cut away 
support for long-range programs, 

| reverse the slowly rising consum- 

er buying movement and unem- 
ployment would spiral again at a 
much faster rate. 

No one anticipates a quick re- 
newal of the boom-type prosperity 
our country enjoyed before the re- 
cession. This, of course, is the 


only easy remedy for the current 
economic situation. With no “pain- 
less’’ relief in sight, observers con- 
clude that it will be necessary for 
the government to raise its arbi- 
trary debt limit, borrow more 
money from its citizens, and pump 
this back into federal programs to 
give the economy a boost. 

Under this situation, observers 
say, Congress will probably have 
little reason to smile when next 
January the President submits his 
fiscal 1960 budget, which includes 
estimates of both income and 
spending. 

Unless something happens in the 
meanwhile to make the anticipated 
deficit for fiscal 1960 smaller than 
the deficit at the end of fiscal 1959, 
observers say that Congress will 
have to knuckle down to the task 
of doing something about it. And 
this, in another language, means 
serious consideration of an increase 
in taxes. With the 1959 elections 
out of the way, observers say, Con- 
gress will most likely be in the 
mood to approach the problem in 
a realistic manner.

In 1957 the 
Supreme Court had reversed the 
death penalty of a convicted rapist 
on the grounds that he was held 
too long between arrest and ar - 
raignment and that, because of the 
delay, his confession had to be 
disregarded. 

For almost 120 years, the U. S. 
Supreme Court held that a state 
law was valid as long as it was 
not in direct conflict with a fed- 
eral law on the same subject. How- 
since 1941 the Court has 
made a number of decisions in 
whick it held that when Congress 
passes a law on any subject it in- 
tends that all state laws on the 
same subject he superseded, re- 
gardless of whether or not there 
is a conflict between those laws.

Acreage for har- 
vest, estimated at 544,000 is the 
smallest of record for Alabama, 
and indicated production is the 
lowest since 1868.

Life insurance ownership per 
family rose to $8,300 in 1957, a 
gain of 9 per cent in the year 
and a 57 per cent rise in five 
years. The current average 
per family was reported as 
being equivalent to about 18 
months ef curreat disposable 
income. 

These figures, based on life in- 
surance owned with the legal re- 
serve companies, are reported in 
the 1958 Life Insurance Fact Book 
prepared by the Institute of Life 
Insurance, 

Altogether, life insurance issued 
by the companies covered 109,- 
000,000 Americans for over $458,-

Farm crop 
acreage in 25 years has dropped 
from 7 million to 4% million. Peo- 
ple as well as crops have ch-nged. 
Writes Mr. Gregory: 

“In 1930 there were 166,000 ten- 
ant farmers, There are now less 
than 60,000. There has been a great 
drop, as you know, in the number 
of colored farmers since 1930. More 
than one-half of the colored farm- 
ers have left the farm. We have 
lost 48,000 colored farm families 
of the 94,000 that we had in 1930.” 

Since 1930 Alabama’s cotton 
acreage has dropped from 3'4 mil- 
lion to % million, but the yield per 
acre increased from 188 pounds 
to 346 pounds last year. Where 
25 years ago most farmers used a 
mule and a “Georgia stock”, to- 
day the same farmer kas a $4,000 
tractor and $10,000 worth of tools 
to hitch behind it. There are 65,000 
tractors on Alabama farms today; 
in 1930 there were only 5,000.

From The Barnesboro Star, 
Barnesboro, Pa.: Alaska has be- 
come the 49th state in the Union 
through an Act of Congress this 
week, although for more than 40 
years Congress has been petitioned 
to admit Alaska as a state. 

Statehood bills for Alaska had 
been vigorously supported for the 
past 12 years to no avail until the 
recent session of Congress. 

Alaska now is the largest state 
in the Union, succeeding Texas 
which heretofore had claimed this 
distinction. 

Why should Alaska have been 
admitted as a state of the greatest 
nation of the world? 

It has been a possession of the 
United States for 91 years and its 
wealth in minerals, coal and oil 
make it most desirable. Further- 
more, it is a land of mountains, 
lakes, trees, Aleutians, Indians, 
Eskimos and 200,000 Americans. 

A big oil strike in July of last 
year by the Richfield Oil Company, 
whose well produces 900 barrels a 
day, has started a land boom of 
amazing proportions. Residents, as 
a result of the wildcat well. have 
applied for more than 27 million 
acres of mineral leases on poten- 
tial oil land. Oil rentals alone, at 
25 cents per acre, are expected to 
give the new state six million dol- 
lars in new revenue within a 
couple of years, 


FOR AND ABOUT TEENAGERS 


Alaska as a state is of great im- 
portance to the nation in regards 
to national security. It is strategi- 
cally located. At one point it is 
only 50 miles from Asia, and this 
fact alone is one of great merit 
from a military standpoint. 

Anchorage, the largest city in 
Alaska, has a population of about 
100,000, considering its metropoli- 
tan area. It has a daily newspa- 
per, the Daily Times, whose edi- 
tor and publisher is Robert B. 
Atwood, who saw the town grow 
from 2,500 to its present popula- 
tion. The climate of Anchorage is 
comparable to Chicago. 

The Alaskan shores are warmed 
by the Japanese current in the 
Pacific Ocean, similar to the fa- 
mous Gulf Stream which flows 
through the Atlantic Ocean. Be- 
cause of the long days in summer 
time, grain crops grow very rapid- 
ly, as do garden vegetables. 't is 
truly the Land of the Midnight 
Sun, which adds great splendor 
to the new state. However, this 
is offset by the long winter nights. 

Its salmon fisheries in the pan- 
handle, an island-studded coastal 
area, is one of the new state’s 
money-making assets. The climate 
in these islands is comparable to 
the Pacific Northwest states, and 
in many respects is about the 
same as the west coast of the state 
of Washington,

“Oats are planted in the fall 
graded in late fall and winter, and 
harvested for grain, hay, or silage 
in late spring or early summer.” 
“Following the oat harvest, the 
land may be prepared and planted 
to soybeans, millett, sudan grass, | 
grain sorghum, or some other 
summer crop.” 

Some suggestions for getting 
the most feed from oats. 

(1) Do not grow oats on the 
same land more often than once 
every three years. Oats are adapt- 
ed to a wide variety of soils but, 
like other plants, grow best on pro- 
ductive soils. 

(2) For early grazing, or where 
there is a lot of litter, break the 
land, then disk and harrow it. It 
is best to prepare land six to 
eight wedks before planting. 
Following cultivated crops, such 
as corn, cotton, or grain sorghum, 
oats may be drilled in the middles 
without additional soil preparation 
Many farmers are successfully 
seeding oats with sod seeders on 
established sods or on row-crop, 
land after frost. Where oats are | 
to be harvested, the land should be 
left smooth. 

(3) Best yields are made when 
oats are planted from September 1 
to November 10th. However, in} 
some years good yields are made 
when oats are planted as late as 
December 15. For maximum yields 
of grazing, plant at the earliest 
date recommended. 

(4) Fertilide according to soil 
tests. Otherwise, use the general 
recommendations as follows: 

For grain and grazing or graz-} 
ing only, apply 400 pounds of 4-, 
12-12 per acre before planting. 
Top-dress with about 34 pounds of 
commercial nitrogen as soon as 
the oats are up to a_ stand. Stop 
grazing and top-dress again the | 
latter part of February with 50 
pounds of commercial nitrogen per 
acre. | 

When growing oats for grain 
only, apply 200 to 300 pounds of | 
0-14-14 per acre before planting 
and top-dress the latter half of 
February with 50 pounds of com- 
mercial nitrogen per acre. When 
oats follow a heavily fertilized 
crop, complete fertilizer may be 
omitted. 

INO} 0} 2014} [Ip 10 ysvopeosg 
bushels of pure, properly treated, | 
wellmatured seed per acre. When | 
growing grain only, use two to| 
three bushels per acre. Use only | 
recommended varieties. If you buy 
seed, get certified seed. Avoid 
grazing when soils are wet and | 
boggy.

In 1636, Roger Williams, exiled trom Massachusetts for his indi- 
vidualisti¢: religious beliefs, came with a small band of. followers to 
the forests at the head of Narragansett Bay. This event is of histori- 
cal significance because here in the wilds Williams founded a settle- 
ment “in commemoration of God's Providence.” 

In the generations that followed, the city of Providence, Rhode 
Island has with courage and initiative built upon a sturdy foundation 
of liberty and opportunity, 


Settlers with similar motives 
founded other communities on Nar- 
ragansett Bay, leading to the Eng- 
lish Colony of ‘Rhode Island and 
Providence Plantations; under 
Royal Charter provided with “full 
liberty in religious concernments.”

|For ‘59 Conservation 
‘Reserve Program 


Alabama’s basic rate for annual 
rental payments under the Soil 
Bank's 1959 Conservation Reserve 
program has been set at $12.00 
per acre. For previous years of the 
| program, the State’s basic annual 
| payment rate was $8.00 per acre. 

Average annual payment rates 
for Alabama counties, based on the 
1959 Btat erate, will be an- 
nounced later. These county rates 
will vary according to land pro- 
ductivity, rental value, and the 
fixed costs farmers will have to 
meet to comply with the program. 

Individual farm rates within a 
county will vary along the same 
lines, except that no farm may ex- 
ceed 20 per cent of the value of 
the land in the farm: 


The 1959 Conservation Reserve | 


includes additional  in- 
centives for farmers to “reserve” 
all their eligible land on _ their 
farms for at least 5 years and a 
priority system for accepting Con- 
servation Reserve contract appli- 
cations. “Eligible land”, in gen- 
eral, is cropland which is regularly 
used for cultivated crops or tame 
hay. 

As in former years, two types of 
payment will be made under the 
program — a cost-share payment 
for carrying out a _ conservation 
practice on the “reserved” land and 
annual rental payments during the 
life of the contract. 

The Conservation Reserve is be- 
ing opened early this year, since 
the other phase of the Soil Bank 
the Acreage Reserve — will 
not be in effect in 1959. While 
a definite opening date has not 
yet been announced for the pro 
gram signup, it is expected to 
start around tke first of Septem- 
ber.

Continuing the drive toward ad- 
journment, both houses of Con- 


gress are making an effort ta 
complete action on “priority” 
legislation. Groups of conferees 


appointed by the House and Senate 
are working daily to draft compro- 
mise versions of bills that have 
been passed by both chambers but 
in conflicting forms. 

Included among the compromise 
measures that received Congress- 
ional approval last week was 
a record peacetime defense ap- 
propriation bill, containing $39.6 
billion. The bill provides extra 
funds for large bombers, for long- 
range missiles, and for the con- 
struction of six new atomic- 
powered submarines capable of 
firing the Polaris intermediate 
range missile. 


Congress also gave final ap- 
proval to two other compromise 
measures of importance. One 
authorides $1.7 billion for military 
construction. The other provides a 
four-year extension of this coun- 
try’s reciprocal trade program. 


— Debt Limit Raised — 


Members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives were also concerned 
last week with major legislation 
other than compromise bills. They 
voted, 286 to 108, to authorize the 
President to ig rease the. perman- 
ent national debt limit from its 
present $275 billion ceiling to one 
of $285 billion. The President had 
requested the higher ceiling be- 
cause budget officials now estimate 
a federel deficit in the vicinity of 
$12 billion for the present fiscal 
year, most of those who voted 
against the debt, increase did so as 
a protest against deficit spending.

B. Brown, Tyn- 
an, Texas: I remember when we 
had no screens on our windows 
and doors and sometimes a stray 
dog would get into the house. My 
aunt refused to screen her home, 
claiming that screens made the 
house hot. My father rigged a fan 
over the dining table to keep the 
flies away while we ate. He pro- 
pelled this fan with his foot. Imag- 
ine! There was no electricty. Our 
neighbors used a long limb and 
waved it over the table to keep 
flies away when we ate there. 

We butchered our own hogs 
every winter and every farm home 
had its smokehouse with cured 
meat hanging from the ra‘(ers.

Edwards Farm Shows 
Work Of Rebuilding 


The recent meeting of Soil Con- 
servation workers on the farm of 
Harry Edwards, near the’ Bibb 
county line, drew attention to the 
extensive program of development 
and improvement Mr. Edwards has | 
carried on since he acquired the | 
place five years ago. 

Wken Mr. Edwards bought the 
place it was a body of worn out 
lands, with nothing that even 
looked like a pasture. Here and 
there were patches of scrub pine 
and oak. The place had long been 
out of cultivation. The deadly pro- 
cess of erosion had been freely at 
work through the years and big 
open ditckes had been washed | 
across the fields. These ditches 
told of the neglect that had pre- 
vailed, 

To look over the farm today it 
is hard to believe that such con- 
ditions had ever prevailed. The 
farm today is one great pasture 
of several kundred acres with 
every variety of grasses and clov- 
ers, that have been discovered and 
developed, some in recent years, | 
for better pastures. 

There are 45 acres of coastal 
bermuda and 121 acres of sericea 
lespedeza, both fields over 
planted with rescue grass and but- 
ton clover. 

There are 200 acres of Pensa- 
cola Bahia grass; 100 acres of 
crimson clover and 60 acres of 
oats for hay. 

One field of 15 acres of rescue 
grass and Mike clover furnished 
grazing for 38 cows from mid- 
November to the middle of April. 
When the cows were taken off 
they were in good condition and 
the grass was waist high. 

This fall Mr. Edwards / will 
plant 30 acres of alfalfa. Other 
plans for the future include the 
development of his woodlands of 
which there are several hundred 
acres. His pasture will be extended | 
to certain areas now in trees, that, | 
he thinks will be better for grow- 
ing grass than for growing trees. 

Mr. Edwards has worked in close 
cooperation with the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service throughout his whole 
program of developfent and imi- | 
provement. |

HERE’S no extra cost in harvesting high- 
quality cotton. Yet it'll pay you bigger 
dividends. 

Growers throughout the state will recall 
the disastrous harvesting season in 1957. This 
cotton, still in our warehouses, is the poorest 
crop on record. The grade index was 91.7 
(middling white=100). That’s almost two 
full grades below middling white cotton. 

Now, due to the big lot of low-grade cot- 
ton, our supply is out of balance. Conse- 
quently, the discounts for low-quality cotton 
will be greater this fall than last year. On 
the other hand, producers who have high- 
quality cotton for sale will receive larger 
premiums this season than they got last year. 
So it’s very important to turn out clean, bright 
cotton at picking time. 

Of course, if weather is bad again this 
year, there is little you can do to offset the 
damage. However, if you follow a few sim- 
ple practices and weather permits, you can 
turn out a high-quality product. 

One of the first things growers should do 
is to control weeds and grass. Grassy bales 
of cotton are heavily penalized on the mar- 
ket. What’s more, grass in cotton fields may 
cause chlorophyll stain on the lint, particular- 
ly where mechanical pickers are used. 

Remember that insects may also cause spot- 
ted cotton. A good insect control program 
followed up until top bolls are about three- 
fourths grown not only will increase your 
yield but also will improve your grade. Leaf- 
feeding worms may also stain cotton if they 
are feeding while the cotton is opening. Con- 
trol of these pests will improve your grade. 

Defoliation may be profitable in areas 
where excessive vegetative growth is prolong- 
ed by rain or irrigation. Check your fields, 
by walking through them, to determine if boll 
rot is a problem. If you find two or three 
bolls per stalk rotting, be sure to stop irrigat- 
ing and defoliate to let in air and sunshine. 
Remember, boll rot can destroy the bottom 
crop faster than you can put on a top crop. 

Boll rot causes reduced grades as well as 
reduced yield. Itcan be areal problem when 
conditions are favorable for its development. 

If boll rot isn’t a problem, irrigated cotton 
should receive water until about three-fourths 
of the bolls are mature. After irrigation is 
stopped, defoliation may be in order unless 
leaves drop naturally. 

Pick cotton as soon as possible after it

Birmingham (state) _________.September 29-30 
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opens. Be sure to keep the lint dry and clean. 
If cotton is dew-damp when picked, spread 
it on a sheet to dry. Then put this picking 
on top of the bale. This will permit drying 
in the field and on the way to the gin. Keep 
trashy, oily, or dirty cotton separated from 
clean cotton. Use only plain duck or plastic- 
lined pick sacks. Never contaminate the cot- 
ton fibers with tar by using asphalt-coated 
sacks. 

In areas where hand-picked and machine- 
picked cotton is ginned at the same gin, it 
will be to the advantage of both farmer and 
ginner to group bales in the gin line accord- 
ing to the method by which they were picked. 
Here’s why. Hand-picked cotton and ma- 
chine-picked cotton contain different amounts 
of moisture. If dryers are set to properly dry 
machine-picked cotton, hand-picked cotton 
will be overdried. On the other hand, driers 
properly set to handle the hand-picked crop 
will not do a good job of cleaning machine- 
harvested cotton. In either case, one group of 
farmers suffers a loss because of improper 
drying of their product. If the cotton is group- 
ed on the gin yard according to the method 
of picking, the ginner can adjust his drying 
equipment between lots to properly dry all 


This means extra money to all con- 


cotton. 
cerned. 

Finally, insist on having your ginner send 
a sample from each bale to the cotton class- 
ing office for free classing. When your green 
card is returned showing grade and staple 
length of your cotton, sell the bale accord- 
ingly. 

These practices cost you nothing, yet they 
will help you get extra income from your cot- 
ton crop in 1958.

Alabama’s Wheat Crop Is Growing In Popularity; 
You May Plant For Grazing Despite Controls

LABAMA’S wheat acreage increased ten- 
fold during the past 10 years. 

Acreage controls on other cash crops, in- 
creased interest in livestock production, and 
higher-yielding varieties of wheat are largely 
responsible for renewed interest and larger 
acreage of wheat in Alabama. 

Farmers over the state harvested 130,000 
acres of wheat in 1957. And despite a re- 
duction in wheat acreage this year, due to 
poor seeding conditions last fall, production 
is estimated at 1,300,000 bushels—only 
slightly less than the 1957 harvest. Surveys 
and observations indicate an average yield of 
23 bushels per acre. However, many farm- 
ers in the state harvested between 30 and 40 
bushels per. acre. 

Wheat plantings are expected to drop con- 
siderably this fall, since Alabama is consid- 
ered a commercial wheat state and the crop 
will go back under acreage controls with the 
fall planting. The state’s allotment for the 
1958-59 crop is 43,779 acres. 

Growers who have been harvesting wheat 
will get allotments based on plantings in 
previous years (1954-1957). Any producer 


is permitted to plant a maximum of 15 acres 
to be harvested for grain. However, the grain 
will not be eligible for government loan un- 
less the acreage is kept within the allotment, 
but it may be sold through commercial chan- 
nels. Farmers may get a permit to grow up to 
80 acres if the crop is not to be marketed but 


grown and fed to livestock on the farm. 

Where the crop is to be grown for graz- 
ing only and is not allowed to make grain, 
there are no restrictions on the acreage to be 
planted. 

Following are recommended practices for 
those farmers interested in making top yields 
with their next wheat crop. 

1. Plant on well-drained, productive clay 
loam to sandy loam types of soil, Avoid plant- 
ing on deep sandy soils. 

2. Plant on a well-prepared, firm seed- 
bed. Finish breaking land in August and al- 
low rain to settle the soil. Disk and harrow 
to firm and smooth the soil. A smooth seed- 
bed, free of stalks and other litter, will give 
you a better stand and also make machine 
harvesting much easier. You can also drill 
in row crop middles without additional soil 
preparation. Wheat can be seeded on estab- 
lished sods with regular sod-seeding equip- 
ment. + 

3. Use one of the recommended varieties: 
Anderson, Coker 47-27, Atlas 66, or Coastal. 

4. Use one to one and a half bushels of 
plump, well-matured seed per acre that have 
been treated with one of the recommended 
seed protectants, It is best to use certified 
seed with a high germination rate. 

6. Plant at the right time. In Northern 
Alabama—for grazing and grain, plant from 
Sept. 15 to Nov. 1; for grain only, plant Oct. 
1 to Nov. 1. In Central and South Alabama 
—for grazing and grain, plant Oct. 1 to Nov. 
15; for grain only, plant Oct. 15 to Nov. 15. 

Later plantings usually result in lower 
yields. Early plantings are often damaged 
by insects.

6. Lime and fertilize according to soil 
tests. See your county agent for shipping 
cartons and complete information on soil test- 
ing. 

If you do not have your soil tested, these 
general recommendations should be followed. 

For grain and grazing or grazing only: use 
50 pounds of N (nitrogen) per acre and 40 
to 50 pounds each of P.O; (phosphate) and 
K.O (potash) before or at planting time. You 
can give your crop these amounts of the need- 
ed elements by applying 400 pounds of 4-12- 
12 before planting and following with 34 
pounds of nitrogen as soon as the crop is up 
to a good stand. Or you may use 600 pounds 
of 8-8-8 per acre before planting and omit the 
fall top-dressing. In either case, remove cat- 
tle and top-dress Feb. 15 to March 1 with 50 
pounds of nitrogen. 

For grain only: use 200 to 300 pounds of 
0-14-14 per acre before planting and top- 
dress with 50 pounds of nitrogen in February, 
The 0-14-14 may be omitted when wheat fol- 
lows row crops that received at least 500 
pounds of complete fertilizer.

BeesHidGarmerswith Crop Pollination 


ZRO HUCKABY just couldn’t get away 
from serving the farm people of Cham- 
bers County, even after retirement as rural 
mail carrier. Now, he has close to 30 bee- 
hives with thousands of bees buzzing every- 
where to help pollinate crops for farmers in 
the county. 

Huckaby started With a couple of beehives 
as a hobby back during World War II. It was 
the shortage of sugar that got him interested 
in honeybees. Mrs. Huckaby used the honey 
from his hives to sweeten desserts. “My wife 
still uses honey in preference to sugar with 
many of her recipes,” he pointed out. “We 
especially like pies and cakes sweetened with 
honey.” 

The LaFayette Rt. 3 beekeeper has 28 hives 
of bees, with 18 of the colonies near his home. 
Ten hives were loaned to farmers in other 
sections of the county to aid with crop pol- 
lination there. Huckaby gets the honey from 
the hives and the farmers get their crops 
pollinated. 

County Agent E. L. Stewart, who advises 
Huckaby on his bee project, said that bees 
will work a two-and-a-half-mile radius. That 
means farmers should have a few hives of 
bees about every five miles for best crop pol- 
lination. 

Huckaby is convinced that a person should 
have not less than two hives on his farm, if 
he is going to keep bees. His reason is simple. 
If you lose the queen bee from one hive, you 
can take a super from another and the colony 
will raise its own queen. 

Looking at samples of Huckaby’s honey it 
was noted that the color was perfect. When 
asked how he managed to get such clear, 
light-colored honey, Huckaby replied, “First, 
let me explain my bee hives. Normally, I 
place two or more supers on top of each hive. 
A super is about the same thing as a shallow 
hive without a bottom. It contains 10 frames, 
which can be removed when full and replac- 
ed with empties. Research and experience 
have taught me that the highest quality 
honey comes from the supers. So I collect 
the honey I use at home or for sale from the 
top two or three supers.” 

Huckaby never robs the hive or the first 
super. Honey stored here is left for the bees 
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to feed on during the winter. However, dur- 
ing severe winters, the food supply is likely 
to run short and the bees should be fed. Along 
about Christmas or soon afterwards, Huckaby 
checks the weight of each hive by lifting it. 
If the hive is light, he knows there is not 
enough honey in the frames to carry the bees 
through the winter. Then he supplements 
their supply by preparing a mixture of one 
gallon of strained honey to four gallons of 
water. A burlap sack is laid on the surface of 
the mixture so the bees can feed without 
drowning. This procedure is carried out a 
couple of times during the winter, depending 
on weather conditions. 

The honey is marketed in quart jars with 
a large hunk of honeycomb in each jar, and 
in the frames just as the bees put it there. 
Frames are lifted out of the super and en- 
closed in cellophane wrappers to protect the 
comb and honey until the purchaser gets 
ready to use them. 

Huckaby harvests four pounds per frame 
or 40 pounds per super. He said he had gotten 
as much as 120 pounds of honey per hive. 
Normally, bees are robbed only once each 
year.

Application: for most rapid fall growth, 
put down fertilizer and seed at the same time 
with a combination fertilizer and grain drill 
which places the fertilizer close to (partially 
contacting) the seed. Band placement of fer- 
tilizer is ideal, but equipment for this is 
scarce. 

7. Drilling is the best way to plant wheat 
seed, but they can be broadcast and disked 
in. If broadcast, it is best to follow the disk 
with a section harrow and cultipacker. 

With a three-row or two-row drill, you can 
plant wheat without land preparation in cot- 
ton, grain sorghum, or other row-crop mid- 
dies. Or, using a sod seeder, you can plant 
on pasture. Spacings of 16 to 20 inches 
give about the same forage as 8- to 10-inch 
spacings, and the wider spacings do less dam- 
age to the sod. 


HAT one farmer does is of interest to 
other farmers; and it’s of more interest 
if what he does is better. This is why I’m 
writing this article. It’s based upon on-farm 
observations that I made recently in Qhio, 
Illinois, Iowa, and South Dakota. 

First, I observed farmers who are alert in 
their operations and keen for information as 
to how to improve all that they do. In brief, 
they’re good farmers. 


We visited a dozen farmers and were told 
about others. Each is cultivating 100 to more 
than 400 acres of land and producing high 
yields per acre. 

Corn is a major crop on each of these 
farms. Yields vary from around 50 to 80 
bushels per acre. With corn they have soy- 
beans, wheat, oats, and bar- 
ley, plus alfalfa and other 
crops for livestock. 

All of them are ‘animal 
farmers’ in that most of 
what they produce on the 
land is consumed by cattle, 
hogs, and sheep. This is not 
true of soybeans and of flax 
produced by South Dakota 
farmers, 

They are making good use 
of fertilizer. The party of 
10 people who made the trip wanted to see 
how TVA fertilizer is being used and how it 
is serving farmers for better farming and 
better living. 

Soil testing stood out. It is a must with 
them, and they make full use of the informa- 
tion gained by testing. 

We were told that Ohio farmers use, each 
year, twice as many tons of lime as fertilizer. 
Soil testing is the key to better use of fer- 
tilizer as well as lime. The same is true in 
Alabama, and much more soil testing is need- 
ed. 

Organizations of farmers are used in con- 
junction with their cooperative. For example, 
the Farm Bureau in each state sponsors co- 
operatives and they work together as a team. 
Neither is complete without the other. 

We studied in South Dakota an association 
of 45 farmers, each paying $100 a year to 
help the Extension Service employ a man to 
work with them on all of their problems. This 
man works as an assistant to the county 
agent. 

These farmers are really good farmers. 
Each has around a half section of land and 
very little of it isn’t used. They’re highly 
mechanized so that one man can do a lot of 
work and also obtain a high yield per acre of 
each crop produced. 

The farm and the family are a unit. At 
each farm that we visited, we saw the entire 
family, including the farmer, his wife, and 
their children. We observed also beautiful 
homes, well-furnished and modern, the same 
as the farm is well-equipped and modern. 

Livestock follow feed. They have grazing 
and grain before they get animals; and their 
feed appears to be adequate. Several of them 
mentioned a surplus of feed this year because 
they have exceptionally good crops. 

So we see many good lessons in what these 
farmers are doing for each farmer in Ala- 
bama because they are good farmers. Their 
production per man is big because each man 
cultivates many acres and gets a high yield 
per acre, thereby giving each farmer that we 
visited a big gross income and a high net in- 
come.

nine years ago, John Branyon of Fay- 
ette County is showing the old hands a thing 
or two about selecting high-producing dairy 
animals. 

As Assistant County Agent Charles Baskin 
tells it, one of John’s cows topped all the 
other animals in the county, according to 
Weigh-A-Day-A-Month records. The dairy 
cow making this record production of 9,605 
pounds of milk was a grade Guernsey named 
Lady. She competed against 178 head in the 
program. 

This fine record didn’t just happen; John 
has been building up to this point ever since 
his dad gave him his first heifer calf to raise 
as a club project. Since then, the Fayette 
Rt. 1 clubster has been keeping all the best 
heifers from that cow and, in the meantime, 
has bought three high-quality registered ani- 
mals. At present he has a herd of nine grade 
animals and four purebred Guernseys. 

“Four of my cows are on the milk line 
now,” says the 17-year-old 4-H’er, “and I’m 
marketing the milk through my Dad’s grade- 
A route. Over the last four or five years I 
have been building up my own route until I 
now have 20 customers that I supply every 
other day. The money I get from the sale

VER a million and a quarter acres 
will go into cool-season grazing 
crops this fall. 

Small grains, including oats, wheat, 
and rye, will take a lion’s share of the 
acreage—some 600,000 acres. Leg- 
umes will grab off another 450,000 
acres, and the rest will go into grasses 
and mixed crops. 

Such an acreage will call for tons 
of good seed before planting season 
gets under way, and with few excep- 
tions, good seed of recommended va- 
rieties are available. It’s up te you as 
a grower to check with your county 
agent for proper varieties and make 
arrangements with local dealers for 
your needs. 

The oat crop is expected to be larg- 
er this ne up the slack that’s 
sure to be created by 
fewer acres of wheat 
to be planted. North 
Alabama farmers 
should be on the look- 
out for Victorgrain 
48-93 and Arlington 
varieties. Supply will 
be adequate and the 
price about the same 
as in 1957, but don’t 
take chances by wait- 
ing too long to locate 
the seed you need. 

Recommended varieties for Central 
and South Alabama are Suregrain and 
Victorgrain 48-93. Seed of Suregrain 
will be on the short side, since this va- 
riety is new (released in 1957) and 
has not had a chance to build up a 
supply. Late seed hunters could find 
seed of the Suregrain variety scarce 
and more expensive. 

Abruzzi rye is recommended for all 
parts of Alabama. Seed of this crop 
is expected to run short of needs, and 
the price will be somewhat higher 
than in 1957. So get on your horse

and start looking for the amount you 
will need before the supply is gone. 

Wheat should be plentiful with the 
price being about the same, maybe a 
little less than last year. Recommend- 
ed varieties are Anderson, Atlas 66, 
and Coker 47-27 for all sections of the 
state. 

Getting into winter legumes as 
green manure crops, we find crimson 
clover will be plentiful from a nation- 
wide standpoint, and farmers will be 
able to get all the seed they want at 
about the same prices as last year. 
However, Alabama production was 
short during the past year, which 
means that many of the seed you buy 
will be from areas outside of Ala- 
bama. 

Reseeding varieties are Autauga, 
Auburn, Talladega, and Dixie. Com- 
mon is the only annual variety recom- 
mended. 

Stick to hairy, smooth, Willamette, 
and wooly pod vetch varieties 
throughout the state for best results. 
Supply as a whole is adequate and the 
price is a little cheaper. 

There’ll be plenty of Austin win- 
ter peas, and you can buy them for 
about the same price you paid last 
year. 

Kansas common, Oklahoma com- 
mon, Buffalo, Williamsburg, Atlantic, 
Narragansett, and Vernal are the rec- 
ommended varieties of alfalfa to 
plant. You won’t have any trouble 
finding seed of these varieties, and 
there’s been no change in price. 

As for white clover, only the large 
and intermediate varieties are being 
recommended this year. These include 
ladino (large) and Louisiana §-1, 
Louisiana white, and Alalu (inter- 
mediate). There won’t be as many 
seed as there were a year ago, and 
the price is likely to be some higher. 

Ryegrass seed will be plentiful, with 
the price running a little higher. On 
the other hand, rescue grass seed will 
be short and the price somewhat high- 
er. 
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SUREGRAIN SEED SUPPLY SHORT 


Suregrain oat seed will still be on the short side this year, 
but chances are you will be able to get a few if you check with 
dealers now. A little over a year ago W. A. Womack of Houston 
County, along with several other farmers over the state, partici- 
pated in a program for multiplying registered stock seed of the 
suregrain variety. Womack planted some 150 acres of the crop 
and yields ranged from 55 to 68 bushels per acre. Above, the Ash- 
ford cattleman (right) shows County Agent George McMillan 
some of the suregrain seed he had sacked and ready for market 
last fall. Although few farmers were able to obtain seed of this 
variety last year, the supply has been increased through the same 
procedure, and a fairly good supply will be on hand. 


<_,} Are Your Hog Profits Melting Away? 
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Ea a thermometer handy? You can gauge 
the amount of feed it takes to put a 
hundred pounds of gain on your hogs by the 
temperature of the weather around your ani- 
mals, declares API Extension Hog Specialist 
G. B. Phillips. 

But no matter how you measure it, he says, 
the fact remains that the hotter the weather 
gets, the more feed it takes to put gains on 
your hogs—if you don’t do what is necessary 
to keep them cool. In 60-degree weather a 
200-pound hog requires 360 pounds of feed 
to make 100 pounds of gain (see chart). But 
when the thermometer reaches 90 degrees, 
the hog uses 1100 pounds of feed for a 100- 
pound gain. 

Smaller hogs don’t suffer as much from 
temperature extremes, he points out, and 
don’t take as much feed. Still, note that even 
100-pound animals require more feed as tem- 
perature goes up or down. 

There’s only one answer, continues Phil- 
lips. Protect your hogs from the hot weather 


and, in turn, your feed costs will go down. 

Water is the best “‘cool season” substitute 
for your hogsin summer. A cool stream near 
the cornfield or self-feeder is ideal. (Marshy, 
stagnated, poorly drained areas are danger- 
ous from a parasite and disease standpoint.) 

Spray nozzles are fine to use when feed- 
ing on concrete in summertime. Portable 
wallows are good where water is readily 
available. If water pressure is handy, a drip- 
ping garden hose, close by shade, will keep 
your hogs cool. And remember, damp sand 
is a better bedding for concrete-floored far- 
rowing houses in summer than straw shav- 
ings. 

By all means provide plenty of shade, 
either natural or brush arbor, insists the spe- 
cialist. A simple shed roof, with lumber 
decking and building paper between decking 
and aluminum roofing, is good. Galvanized

How Many Eggs Do You Eat? 


T’S common knowledge that the more 
money we make, the more we spend. The 
same can be said about eggs in our daily diet. 
The more eggs we have, the more we eat. 
At least that’s what researchers at the API 
Agricultural Experiment Station found out in 
a recent survey on egg consumption. Facts 
were obtained from a study of household use 
of eggs in Gadsden and from data gathered 
by Agricultural Economist J. H. Blackstone 
and Ruth A. Hammett, assistant in agricul- 
tural economics. 


These studies showed that John Q. Public 
does not need to be sold on the place of eggs 
in the family diet. Instead, income of some 
families was a limiting factor in household 
egg use. Families composed only of adults 
used the most eggs per capita and those with 
children 12 years old and under used the 
smallest number of eggs. 


Sixty-nine percent of the family members 
ate eggs nearly every day, 27 percent oc- 
casionally, and four percent never ate eggs. 
Males were the largest and most frequent 
consumers of eggs, and the percentage in- 
creased with increases in egg production. 

The need for new egg use ideas is impor- 
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tant, especially since poultry has stepped up 
to the number-one cash crop position in the 
state. Producers and retailers will want to 
study ways and means of getting the house- 
wife to use eggs in meals other than break- 
fast. 

One of the best ways to do this is to use 
recommended production and marketing 
practices to insure that every egg sold is of 
good flavor and quality. 

Not that producers aren’t already giving 
consumers a top-quality egg, but the best is 
not good enough for an ambitious producer. 
He should always be, and is, interested in 
making his product better. 


Only a few years ago the idea that there 
isno demand for top-quality eggs in the South 
was generally accepted. At the same time, 
a sizeable percentage of eggs consumed in 
the South were shipped in from the Middle 
West—not grade-A, but grade-B. 

Of course, this situation is changed some- 
what today. More of Alabama’s eggs are be- 
ing produced on Alabama farms, and certain- 
ly the quality is better than when consumers 
could find nothing but so-called cold-storage 
eggs on the market.

the last of August. The 
millet will then be turned 
under and the land plant- 
ed in oats.

LL cattle follow cotton? If there’s any- 

thing to the old adage, “‘History repeats 
itself,” cattle producers could wind up get- 
ting hurt again as they did in 1952. 

Instead of sending fewer cattle to market, 
as growers are doing now, they should stick 
to their procedure of the last five years. Fol- 
lowing the 1952 crash in cattle prices, farm- 
ers began the hard climb upward again. And 
now, after five years of poor markets, they 
have succeeded in bringing good prices back. 

But holding out on the market and build- 
ing big herds in order to sell more cattle dur- 
ing the next few years could bring about a 
recurrence of the "52 crisis, pointed out API 
Extension Livestockman Bob Farquhar. 


It’s not a matter of cutting back on opera- 
tions, he said, but merely a warning that herd 
expansions should be made with caution. Ex- 
pansion might be excellent for those who 
have extra grazing and feed, as well as home- 
grown heifers. But increasing operations 
could be a great risk for cattlemen who have 
to overstock their land and buy feed and 
animals, 

Farquhar advises us to continue following 
an orderly marketing plan. When animals 
reach 500 pounds or so and are in good finish, 
they should be sold.

UZZING around us: Horn flies and house- 
flies are major problems on most farms. 
However, these pesky little fellows can be 
chased away, or even better, you can destroy 
their breeding places, says API Extension En- 
tomologist W. A. Ruffin. 


Malathion in baits makes a deadly menu 
for these insects. Or you can dust manure 
piles with a five percent malathion dust to 
destroy the breeding place of the housefly. 

Malathion has short residual effect, but it 
gives control of horn flies on cattle. One to 
one and a half gallons of 50 percent emulsion 
of malathion in 100 gallons of water will do 
a good job of controlling flies for about one 


week. 
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ISH and Wildlife Camp: Hundreds of 4- 

H’ers from all sections of the state have 

just completed their sixth annua] 4-H Fish 
and Wildlife camp at Camp Tukabatchee. 

While there the youngsters enjoyed swim- 
ming, fishing, and wildlife movies. But most 
important was the training they received in 
safe use of firearms and other hunting and 
fishing equipment. Instructors taught them 
fox trapping techniques, snake identification, 
boating and swimming safety, and other safe- 
ty precautions. 

API Extension Fish and Wildlife Specialist 
Ear] Kennamer, camp director, said this 
year’s group of boys was the finest ever. And 
he urged each member, upon returning to his 
respective county, to set up demonstrations 
on the various subjects studied in camp. This 
way, clubsters who were not chosen to at- 
tend camp will have a chance to share in the 
knowledge gained by county winners of the 
trips. 

Instructors who assisted with the five-day 
camp were assistant agents W. E. Williams, 
Dewitt Estes, Tom Gerald, Robert Horn, W. 
H. Kinard, James McLean, and Ray Helms. 
County Agent Matthew Sexton, Extension 
Forester Ike Martin, State 4-H Leader Han- 
chey Logue, and William H. Edwards also 
shared the teaching load. 
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FARROWING JACKETS SAVE PIGS—Farrowing 
jackets on O. L. Mitchell’s hog farm in Marshall Coun- 
ty helped the farmer save 168 pigs out of 173 pigs 
farrowed.

Hogs Are Chosen As Number One Crop 
In Marshall County Farmer's Operation 


HERE’S been a lot of pork across O. L. 

Mitchell’s dinner plate since he produc- 

ed his first hog. And with the present pro- 

duction rate of better than nine raised pigs 

per litter, he’s likely to see a lot more of the 
same, 

“Tt all started about 50 years ago,” said 
Mitchell, “when I was keeping two or three 
sows to produce hogs for home use. Of course, 
I had several dairy cows, a row crop program, 
and some layers along with my hog opera- 
tion. But hogs just seemed to be my choice 
of farm enterprises,” he deducted. 

The Albertville Rt. 3 producer did well 
with his diversified farming program until 
about eight years ago, when his health forced 
him to reduce the load, That’s when he start- 
ed easing up on the dairy and row crop pro- 
grams. He gave a registered Jersey cow to 
each of his five children. Now they’ve turn- 
ed the foundation stock into five grade-A 
dairy businesses. The rest of Mitchell’s dairy 
herd was gradually sold off through regular 
market channels. And row crops took a back 
seat—with the exception of corn, which fits 
in with his hog production program. 

In the revamping process, the White Oak 
community farmer decided to hang onto the 
layer-hen business. In fact, he began expand- 
ing this program along about the time he re- 
duced the overload of dairying and row crop- 
ping programs. The dairy barn was convert- 
ed into a layer house of 1000 birds, and for 
three years Mitchell thought this number of 
layers was just what he wanted. But lack 
of labor ruled this time; Mitchell and his wife 
found the layer operation just too much for 
them to handle along with the hog setup. 

So he salvaged the building by turning it 
into a farrowing house for his sows. Things 
were going along fine until fate dealt him a 
low blow—the farrowing house burned and 
carried with it 20 head of registered hogs.

Not to be outdone, however, Mitchell visit- 


‘ed around over the county looking at neigh- 


bors’ hog houses and farrowing systems until 
he came up with the type he wanted to build. 
And he decided the old concrete slab where 
the original dairy barn had stood was the 
ideal place to construct the new hog house. 
By using scrap materials from around his 
place and by cutting some of the timber from 
his farm, the hogman was able to finish the 
30 by 50-foot new building ‘at a cost of only 
$250. 

The building has seven farrowing units, 
where Mitchell has succeeded in raising 168 
out of 173 pigs farrowed. That’s an average 
of nine and one-tenth pigs raised per litter. 
But it’s easy to see how Mitchell successfully 
carried out his hog program. In the hog 
house, he has an area for creep-feeding the 
pigs at one end of the pens. At the other 
end of each pen a 10-foot concrete apron pro- 
vides an ideal setup for automatic feeders 
for the sows. Too, each sow has only one 
gate to pass through before reaching green 
grazing. 

A farrowing jacket in each pen protects 
pigs from being mashed during infancy and 
heat lamps provide warmth during cold 
weather. 

Mitchell produces breeding stock from his 
six Yorkshire sows bred regularly to register- 
ed Yorkshire boars. Meat hogs are a product 
of Mitchell’s crossing the Yorkshire boars 
with Spotted Poland China and Duroc sows. 

Diseases are kept at a minimum by disin- 
fecting the pens and farrowing jackets and 
applying new litter before each sow enters 
a jacket to farrow. 

“T’m well pleased with my hog production 
system,”’ declared Mitchell, “and my wife 
and I can handle this project without extra 
labor.”

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LOOKING AHEAD IN DAIRY BUSINESS—Larry 
and Merle Malone are keenly interested in the dairy 
business, especially since their parents, Mr. and Mrs.

This is definitely in their long- 
time plans because their father has already started 
helping them purchase registered stock, and he hopes 
they will take over his dairy operation someday. 


A Look Behind The Dairy Scene 


LABAMA’S newest Dairy Princess, Ca- 

mille Dunkin of Marion Junction, along 
with her predecessor, Kitty Walter Garrett 
of Montgomery, will be the standouts in Ala- 
bama’s milk and milk products promotion 
programs for the coming year. 


But who’s going to promote the dairy proj- 
ect behind the scenes? That’s simple—the 
same ones who have been promoting it all 
these years, the members of farm youth or- 
ganizations of the state. Right now hun- 
dreds of 4-H members are busy fitting and 
grooming their animals for the county and 
district shows coming up this month and next. 


At any time now you have only to drop in 
on one of these youngsters and most likely 
you will find the young dairyman out at the 
barn working with that prized animal, leav- 
ing not one hair unbrushed before show time. 

Just any one of them could be spotlighted 
as a shining example of Alabama’s future 
dairy industry, but let’s look in on Larry and 
Merle Malone of Portersville. These DeKalb 
County clubsters are headed for top billing 
in the dairy industry as sure as we are liv- 
ing. 


Larry, a fifth year 4-H’er, has already 
shown animals for three years and copped 
first place among the junior yearling division 
entries in the Holstein class at the state show 
in Birmingham. He will enter five animals 
in county and district events this year. 

Nine-year-old Merle, who is not quite as 
experienced as Larry, 13, will enter her first 
animal in show competition this year. But 
Larry says she’s learning fast and will prob- 
ably squeeze him out of the running if he 
isn’t careful. 

Jack Malone, father of the youngsters, 
says, “I’m starting Larry and Merle with reg- 
istered cattle because I want them to take 
over the business some day.” Young Larry 
already has nine animals and Merle has re- 
ceived seven. Malone explained that he is 
buying the best purebred stock he can find 
for the money. He’s even gone as far as the 
state of Illinois for some of the stock. 

The Malone milk producers are using an 
artificial breeding program with their animals 
and are saving replacements for the herd. 
Their 60-cow unit is on grade-A basis, and 
33 of the animals are walking the milk line 
these days.

2 farmer is work- 
ing that plan to keep his 
35 acres of pine trees in 
good condition while get- 
ting a cash return from 
them each year. He selec- 
tively cut trees from 
about four acres this win- 
ter and will cut about the 
same amount each year.

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PHOSPHATE FERTILIZERS. Large quan- 
tities of phosphate fertilizers have been ap- 
plied to many fields over a period of years, 
causing an accumulation in the soil. Results 
of tests at the API Agricultural Experiment 
Station show that accumulated phosphorus 
has a definite residual value, which is in pro- 
portion to the amount added. Although some 
phosphate should be applied to most crops 
for best results, the amount used may be re- 
duced where rather large quantities of phos- 
phorus have accumulated as a result of past 
applications. A soil test to determine the 
need for phosphate will pay.

OAT DISEASE CONTROL. Results of ex- 
periments at the API Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station show that crop rotation and 
seed treatment with such fungicides as Ag- 
rox, Ceresan M., and Panogen will control 
Victoria (Helminthosporium) blight on sus- 
ceptible varieties of oats. This treatment is 
not effective where large acreages of suscep- 
tible varieties are grown in an area.

CONTROL OF ZINC DEFICIENCY. A 
foliar spray of zinc sulfate at the rate of four 
pounds per 100 gallons of spray corrected a 
condition resembling zine deficiency on four- 
year-old peach trees at the Wiregrass Sub- 
station in mid-summer 1957.

ORGANIC MATERIALS INCREASE 
YIELDS. Use of 2,000 pounds per acre of 6- 
8-8 gave a two-year average yield of 15,251 
pounds of green onions in tests by the API 
Agricultural Experiment Station. Addition 
of 20 tons of sawdust increased the yield to 
22,740 pounds per acre, 24 tons of manure 
increased the yield to 25,652 pounds, and the 
addition of both manure and sawdust increas- 
ed the yield to 30,349 pounds. The organic 
materials were added in 1951, 1952, and 
1953. Yield increases were for 1956 and 
1957.

MULCH PROMOTES GROWTH. Black 
polyethylene plastic used as a mulch more 
than doubled the early vine growth of water- 
melons in tests by the API Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station in 1957. Three-foot strips 
of one and one-half mil plastic were rolled 
onto the rows after fertilizer was bedded and 
watermelons were planted through the plas- 
tic. Mulched plants had runners totaling 
138 feet in length 10 weeks later, while plants 
not mulched had runners totaling only 60 
feet. 
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MARKET NEWS INFORMATION. A re- 
cent survey by the API Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station on market news information 
showed all areas of Alabama were served by 
one or more daily newspapers. Most daily 
newspapers published reports from the pre- 
vious day’s market, providing farmers with 
fairly accurate estimates of livestock prices 
and receipts. These data make it possible for 
farmers to follow movements in prices and 
receipts throughout the year and can be used 
to determine the relative difference in prices 
for comparable classes and grade of livestock 
on various markets.

Benefit payments have been 
made in every state, as well as 
the District of Columbia. For the 
three years, California led with 
$14,857,970, and accounted for about 
one-tenth of total payments. New 
York was second with $12,425,472. 

Males accounted for 89 per cent 
of the claims, females for 11 per 
cent. The largest number of claims 
| involved persons between ages 50 
and 64. Among males, 55 per cent 
of the number of death claims 
and 60 per cent of the amount paid 
fell in the 50-65 age group; and 
about one-sixth of the claims and 
one-tenth of the amount paid in- 
volved persons age 65 and over. 


Over half of the life insurance 
death claims under this plan were 
between $5,000 and $9,999; 42 per 
cent were under $5,000; and about 
3 per cent were $10,000 and over. 

Of the total claims, 85 per cent 
involved active employees, 14 per 
cent retired employees and 1 per 
cent persons who had left gov- 
ernment service, but were still 
under the 3l-day extended cover- 
age period.

SY THE OLD TIMERS 


From Mrs. Mae B. Clepper, 
Apollo, Pennsylvania: I remember, 
by startling contrast, what life 
was like in these United States at 
the beginning of this Twentieth 
Century, especially in the small 
towns. 

In our town there were no very, 
rich nor very poor—excepting for 
the dozen or so families that lived 
across the tracks in a row of 
drab, weatherbeaten wooden 
houses. Just how they managed 
to subsist nobody knew or cared. 
I remember that some of the wid- 
ows with children went out to work 
by the day, washing, ironing and 
cleaning for fifty cents a day. 

When I was sent to the store for 
groceries and other household 
items, the prices, incredible it 
now seems, were “‘dear’’ enough 
then: Butter, fifteen cents a pound; 
eggs, ten cents a dozen; flour, for 
a 50-pound sack, fifty cents; chuck 
or round steak, three pounds for 
twenty-five cents; chicken, large 
hen, twenty-five cents per hen. 
Milk wag sold right from the pro- 
ducer who kept cows at the town's 
edge (and we went for it our- 
selves), and was five cents a quart. 
Everybody baked their own bread 
und I can't remember, as a young 
person, ever seeing a bakery or 
‘bakers’ bread." 

There ‘were no school buses and 
children walked two miles into 
town to get to school. There were 
no public parks, playgrounds or 
libraries; when a girl had a “‘date’’ 
they had no place to go but to take 
a long walk to the cemetery, There 
were no movies, no ‘‘comic '’books, 
no radios or television sets. But I 
never heard of a girl having an 
illegitimate baby in our town, 
There were good books available 
from our own, our teachers’ and 
our ministers’ libraries, for the 
“classics” from which our ambi- 
tions were fired and our 1.Q.'s

Politics and military appropria- 
tions have nothing to do with it, 
either. The culprit is oil. 

Oil and water won't mix, they 
say, but the taking of oil from 
fields which underlie the harbor 
at Long Beach, California is caus- 
ing the United States Naval Ship- 
yard to sink into the sea. 

Since the Shipyard was built in 
the early 1940's, one section of it 
has subsided twenty-two feet as a 
result of depletion of subsurface 
pressures caused by the removal 
of millions of barrels of oil, mil- 
lions of cubic feet of gas and 
large quantities of water from the 
Wilmington oil field, a part of 
which underlies Long Beach Har- 
bor. 

Something may be done about 
it. The Government has filed suit 
against the State of California 
and nearly 400 oil producers, ask- 
ing for an injunction and damages. 
While technically the suit is for 
the purpose of saving the Naval 
Shipyard and other goverrment 
installations from destruction or 
damage caused by subsidence of 
lands in the Long Beach area, the 
injunction which the Department 
of Justice is asking would also 
have the effect of preventing or 
reducing future subsidence in the | 


The cap protects the open 
dstone to which is affixed the 
Explorer satellite into orbit. 


City of Long Beach itself. In the 
past the city has suffered from 
broken mains, sewers, gas and 
other underground conduits. Streets 
and sidewalks and their pavements 
have broken. Building walls have 
cracked and much other damage 
has been sustained, The city has 
been forced to spend millions of 
dollars repairing such damage. 

The filing of the suit is a major 
event in the effort to prevent fur- 

subsidence which have been 
neern to the people of 
the for many years. A num- 
ber of bills designed to provide 
for the abatement of subsidence 
have been proposed to the State 
Legislature. One finally was passed 
in the spring of 1958. The Govern- 
ment’s complaint, however, indi- 
cated doubt that the law would 
provide all the steps necessary as 
soon as they are needed. 

The situation in the Wilmington 
oil field is almost unique. The only 
other oil field in the world which 
is known to be causing subsidence 
on anything like the same scale 
is at Lake Maracaibo, Venezuela. 
Since that field does not underlie 
a thickly populated metropolitan 
area the subsidence there is of 
relatively little importance. 

The Government's complaint 
states the Long Beach Shipyard 
is sinking ‘‘at a.rate ranging from 
two-tenths of a foot per year to an 
excess of one foot per year."

Yet, Premier Mao could drop a 
bomb on it and knock it out ex- 
istence. 


' KRUSHC HEV FEARS MAO 


As I said in my column last June 
there is more probability of war be- 
j tween Russia and China than be- 
tween Russia and the United 
States. I continue to feel that 
| Premier Mao of Red China is a 
chief factor in the actions of 
Khrusckev during the past few 
weeks. The press has told of how 
Mao has been to Moscow and has 
| apparently caused Khruhchev to 
“get off his high horse” and ac- 
date President Eisenhower's de- 
| Sires relative to the Summit Meet- 
|ing. After the Marshall Report, 
Mao was obliged to accept help 
from Russia; but today the sit- 


juation is very different. If 
Khrushchev should attack West- 
|}ern Europe and America, China 


would at once attack Russia on 
the East. In doing so, she would 
receive the help of England, 
America, and the other Free Coun- 
tries. Hence, I repeat, there will 
now be no shooting war between 
the United States and Russia.

Writers often like to picture the 
birds and animals of the great 
world outdoors in a singular light— 
some are killers, others are friend- 
ly; some are wise; others are fool- 


ish. But, birds and animals are, 
like people—there’s a little bit of 
bad and little bit of good in all of 
them. 

We are usually concerned, of course, 
with the matter of whether certain 
animals, fish, reptiles, or birds are | 
beneficial to the aima and needs of 
humans. And perhaps this is why we 
are often misled by the picture that 
artists and writers sometimes draw 
for us. 

For instance, many people think 
that the owl is a wise, kind old bird 
that never brings harm to anything 
except pesky rodents that we do 
not need anyhow, This is generally 
true, with one exception—the great 
horned owl. It would be a rare in- 
stance if you find a wildlife author- 
ity who would not admit that the 
great horned owl does more harm 
than good. Ranking just behind the 
eagle as a powerful bird of prey, 
the great horned owl has a distinct 
liking for game birds and animals. 

The badger is usually pictured as a 
vicious, surly animal. He is mean, in- 
deed, when prodded and has been 
known to take the measure of as.many 
as four stout-hearted dogs at one time. 
A member of the weasel family, the 
badger usually digs for his dinner, and 
the fare ranges from mice, gophers, 
and snakes to squirrels, rabbits, liz- 
ards and skunks. Experts say Badgers 
mate for life and the male helps raise 
the young. 

Stinky, the skunk, another mem- 
ber of the weasel family, is always 
pictured in a bad light because of 
his defensive weapon—an amber- 
colored, of highly displeasing odor, 
which he can spray for about 15 
feet.

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Acre Yield Up... 
MAKE MORE DOLLARS FROM CORN

T the time I am writing this—August 1 

—Alabama seems headed for a record 
corn crop. From what I have seen and from 
what county agents have told me, I feel pret- 
ty safe in predicting a state average of 30 
to 35 bushels per acre, barring a bad turn in 
the weather during early August. 

A 30-bushel average would be four bushels 
better than the previous high, set last year. 
It would be about seven bushels over the past 
five-year average and almost twice that of 
the 1948-52 period. 

Stated another way, with a 30-bushel av- 
erage on our estimated 2,114,000 acres in 
corn this year, we would harvest more total 
bushels than were produced back in the 
1930's, when the acreage 
was nearly double what it 
is today! 

Now that corn has become 
the staté’s most important 
row crop and occupies one 
of every two acres planted 
to row crops, I believe we 
need to take stock of what 
we can do to make more dol- 
lars from corn. Perhaps all 
of us have been concentrat- 
ing so hard on yields that 
we have failed to work hard enough on how 
to best market the higher yields. This over- 
sight has been a costly one. Several million 
dollars could have been added annually to 
our corn crop by using best marketing prac- 
tices. 

What are these practices? Space doesn’t 
allow me to list details, but I do want you to 
think about these points: 

1. The best market for your corn is your 
livestock. Year in and year out, corn sold 
through hogs has brought Alabama farmers 
1% times as much per bushel as corn sold 
for cash. Similarly, corn sold through cattle 
and poultry has brought higher returns. 

I want to emphasize that corn marketed 
through livestock pays well only if the farm- 
er has a sound feeding and management pro- 
gram. I’m sure you’ve seen overfat hogs, 
wormy cattle, or sorry milk cows that weren’t 
paying the market price for corn fed them! 

Over the years Alabama has been a corn- 
deficient state. Hence, we have done three 
things: one, brought in corn to feed; two, 
shipped out livestock to be fed elsewhere; 
three, bought meat and other products from 
corn-producing areas. We will continue to 
do some of all three—but on a more limited 
scale, now that we are producing higher and 
more efficient corn yields. 

Would it pay you to feed more corn to your 
livestock? 

2. In this day of specialized agriculture, 
many farmers prefer to produce corn and let 
others feed it to livestock. These growers 
feel that they are fixed to grow corn, not to

feed it. Or they like to grow it, but don’t 
like livestock or raise too few to eat all they 
produce. 

Plenty of farmers consistently make money 
by selling corn for cash. Most of them, you’ll 
notice, produce high yields at relatively low 
cost and sell corn in spring or summer fol- 
lowing harvest. 

No farmer should sell corn at harvest time 
if he can possibly keep from doing so. The 
market is glutted and prices are at the low- 
est point of the year. Spring and summer 
corn prices usually average 20 percent high- 
er than in the fall. 

Holding corn for a higher market brings 
up the matter of storing the crop. (Of course, 
corn fed on the farm must be stored, too, 
but usually not so carefully as for such a long 
period.) Corn must be stored in a place that 
is tight enough to fumigate for insects and 
rats. The corn itself must be clean; there’s 
no place in today’s highly competitive market 
for dirty, insect-damaged, rat-contaminated 
grain, 


On many farms there is not enough satis- 
factory storage space for this year’s crop. 
Hence, farmers must either build more fa- 
cilities, buy metal bins, or arrange for off- 
farm storage. To assist these farmers, coun- 
ty Agricultural Stabilization and Conserva- 
tion offices are offering corn storage con- 
struction loans and loans on corn stored on 
the farm or off the farm. Naturally, the 
storage facilities and the corn itself must meet 
ASC specifications. 

In past years, many farmers who stored 
corn, either under government loan or on 
their own, made enough on the rise in mar- 
ket price to pay for building or buying stor- 
age space. 

Finally, let’s remember that Alabama is 
rapidly becoming a livestock-and-tree state. 
Livestock calls for better production of feed 
and better management and feeding of crops. 
I think our bumper corn crop should give us 
a fine opportunity to get into a better pro- 
gram of using corn wisely—for the highest 
possible return.

With a good corn crop in the crib and ex- 
cellent chances for sufficient grazing through 
the fall and winter, farmers interested in pur- 
chasing feeder calves have the advantages 
on their side. 

In the fall, stocker cattle are seasonally 
cheaper and the supply is greater than at any 
other time of the year. However, API Ex- 
tension Beef Cattle Specialist W. H. Gregory 
cautioned growers to buy the quality and size 
animals that will fit their needs. 

If no supplemental feeding is to be done, 
medium-quality (one-half or more beef 
blood), thin yearling cattle weighing approx- 
imately 600 pounds should be bought. These 
cattle will make substantial gains on nutri- 
tious grazing and can be sold during spring 
or early summer, 

Where supplemental feeding is to follow a 
short grazing period, high-quality (seven- 
eighths or more beef blood), thin calves or 
short yearlings weighing 450 to 550 pounds 
should be bought. Gains made by these cat- 
tle during fall, winter, and spring will be 
raised in value by a short feeding period, 
with the end result being a high Good or 
low Choice steer. 

For a long grazing period followed by a 
short feeding period, buy high-quality (seven- 
eighths or more beef blood), thin calves 
weighing 350 to 450 pounds. For these calves 
nutritious grazing should be provided during 
the fall, winter, spring, and summer months, 
remembering that continuous gains must be 
made. To raise the value of gains made on 
ae grass, a short feeding period should fol- 
ow. 


> FOR EARLY GRAZING, 
PLANT ABRUZZI 


Abruzzi rye can’t be beat for real early fall 
grazing. That’s what farmers say, and re- 
search conducted by our experiment stations 
bears them out. 

So declared API Extension Agronomist O. 
N. Andrews, adding, ‘Maybe you need to in- 
clude rye in your grazing program. It’s an 
unusually hardy crop and furnishes grazing 
earlier than other small grains, Also, rye 
will germinate with less moisture than other 
cereals and will make fair growth on land 
too thin for wheat or oats. Abruzzi is the 
best variety to use. Florida black rye is used 
for extra-early grazing in the Gulf Coast 
area. 

“One way to handle rye,” explained An- 
drews, “is to plant a small area to furnish 
fall and early winter grazing until oats and 
other crops are ready. Turn the crop in late 
February or early March and follow with an- 
other crop. 

“To get early grazing, plant on a well-pre- 
pared seedbed. Seeding may be done up to 
early November. Drill or broadcast 90 
pounds of seed per acre.” 


> A WORD ABOUT EGGS AND 
BROILERS 


API Extension Poultryman §S. L. Davis says 
that egg prices are increasing as usual and 
are expected to continue increasing through 
the fall and winter months. He says that 
most experts believe that the average price 
received by farmers this fall will be a little 
lower than the average last year. 

Broiler prices are expected to take the 
usual drop this fall. Some are predicting 
14 and 15 cents per pound in November and 
December, Efficiency in production is a 
must during this period. 


Cost-Price Relationship Looking Better . 


ODAY, prices farmers receive for their 
products are rising faster than prices of 
production items farmers buy. If this farm- 
favorable price situation continues—and 
chances are good that it will—net agricul- 
tural income should be about five percent 
higher this year than last. 

The improved cost-price relationship did 
not come suddenly, nor has it helped all farm- 
ers equally, nor will it lessen the need for 
still more efficient production. 

API Extension Economist Foy Helms said 
that agricultural prices generally have edged 
up steadily throughout this year and are more 
than offsetting advances in prices of items 
farmers must buy to produce crops and live- 
stock. This situation seems strange after 
four long years of rising costs that were not 
equalled by rising prices. 

“Farmers have a better chance to end up 
with a profit, now that it looks as if they can 
stay ahead of rising costs,"” commented Helms. 
“That doesn’t go for every farmer, however 
—just those who keep working to lower per- 
unit production costs. 

“No one can be sure how long the price 
situation will remain favorable. Through 
1959 is my prediction,” he said. ‘‘Then the 
farmers will again be struggling with costs 
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that mount faster than prices. 

“In the first quarter of this year the annual 
rate of U. S. net farm income rose to about 
$18 billion, compared with $11.7 billion for 
the same quarter last year and $12 billion 
for 1957,’ continued Helms’ report. “Cattle, 
hogs, cotton, eggs, and vegetables were re- 
sponsible for most of the increased income. 

“Alabama farmers are getting their share 
of the better prices. In fact, the output of 
livestock and livestock products is increas- 
ing, percentage-wise, more in this state than 
in the U.S, as a whole. 

“While average farm prices were rising, 
farm costs also advanced about three percent. 
Net farm income for 1958 now seems likely 
to be about five percent higher than last 
year, even with these increased costs. 

“Generally, production prospects over the 
country are good for crops and livestock. A 
record production of winter wheat and a 
near-record production of hay are in pros- 
pect. Feed grain production is likely to be 
quite high again, as is the production of soy- 
beans, 

“In the Southeast, and in Alabama particu- 
larly, crops are slightly late and prospects 
are not quite as good as for the rest of the 
country.” 


WAY 


AINS have been excessive over Alabama 

this year, especially in July. 

Yet, there is a bright side to the situation. 
The plentiful moisture now in the soil will 
be good for small grains and cover crops 
planted this fall. It will enable farmers to 
prepare a good-seedbed for planting good 
seed at the right time and in the right way. 

And this reminds us that Alabama farmers 
have always been short on winter grazing. 
It may be that next winter will be different 
because of the long period of rainy weather.

The Chase Manhattan Bank, New York, 
says that the total debt of 
everybody, every business, 
and every branch of govern- 
ment from federal down to 
local now totals 750 billion 
dollars, or three-quarters of 
a trillion dollars.

A study of changing uses of land in Ala- 
bama is impressive. For example, the total 
land in pastures of all kinds is now almost 
three times the total in all row crops, includ- 
ing corn, cotton, peanuts, and soybeans. The 
total in all of these row crops is now a little 
less than the total in cotton alone 25 years 
ago. 

Acres in trees have increased as fast or 
faster than pastures. In fact, Alabama land 
has been going rapidly to trees and grass, 
with current indications that this trend will 
continue. 

If we reduce our acres in row crops we 
should try to get a high yield per acre from 
every acre planted. And county agents are 
continually showing farmers how.

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Styles in Pork Also Change - - - 
EXPERT'S VIEWS ON PORK FASHIONS FOR THE FUTURE

UST as the style of ladies’ apparel is con- 


stantly changing, so are the idezs and de- 
sires of our meat eaters undergoing modifica- 
tions. The average homemaker today pre- 
fers high quality red meat with only a mod- 
erate amount of fat. Just as dress manufac- 
turers are affected by changes in styles, so 
are the farmers who produce meat animals 
for our markets. 

Growers of meat animals must produce in- 
dividuals that will yield the style of steaks, 
roasts, and chops that Mrs. Homemaker 
wants for her dinner table. Through a sys- 
tem of breeding and selection for the meat 
type individuals, combined with recommen- 
ded feeding and management practices, chan- 
ges in type can be made in a relatively short 
time with little or no added expense to the 
producer. The encouraging part is that the 
end product means more dollars and cents for 
the producer, simply because he will have a 
product that consumers want and will buy. 

Let’s take a look at the new style in pork. 
You'll be able to get a good look at this new 
design at your local livestock show this year. 
This meaty hog with its long, straight sides 
and trim jowl will be smooth underlined, 
neatly turned over the loin with deep, full 
hams and will take the blue ribbon and prize 
money. What about the short, chuffy pork- 
er that was in the winners’ circle a while 
back? Well, he won’t even place. 

Now here’s how to shift your operation to 
one of meat type animal production. First, 
purchase a production tested, meat type boar 
and use him on your best gilts—those that 
possess meat type characteristics. More than 
likely these animals are the same ones that 
came from large, thrifty litters and gained so 
efficiently in the feedlot. Carefully select a 
boar that came from a large litter and one

these blue ribbon winners. Such carcass quality means 
more lean meat, less fat, and higher yield of those 
cuts most desired by the homemaker. The producer 
suffers when the market isn’t supplied with the lean, 
meaty hams and pork loins that consumers want. 


This Month In Rural Alabama

that gained close to two pounds a day from 
weaning to marketweight. The _ back-fat 
thickness of this meat type boar should have 
probed close to 1.3 inches at 180 days or 200 
pounds. 

Be sure to keep records on the performance 
of sows and litters. If properly kept these 
records will supply information that will be 
valuable in selecting future breeding stock 
and culling poor doers. 

For the most part our markets, as yet, are 
not set up to sort hogs by grade. This means 
that you may have to look around for markets 
that have established price differentials for 
the different grades of market hogs. More 
and more packers are realizing the impor- 
tance of some price difference for meat type 
hogs at the market. This is the result of 
homemakers rejecting lardy pork cuts in

WHICH DO YOU PRODUCE ?—The carcass at left 
carries the U. S. No. 1 stamp and turns out high 
quality lean cuts most desired by packers, retailers, 
and homemakers.

favor of lean pork, beef, or poultry at the 
meat counter. 

Most buyers, even though we don’t realize 
it, discount for those overfat individuals. 
They figure the value of each type represent- 
ed in a pen before making a bid on the over- 
all group, and you can be sure that you won’t 
receive a cent more than the true value of 
the entire group. 

Just why are meat type hogs worth more? 
The answer is simple. In the farrowing pen 
you have larger, more thrifty litters; in the 
feedlot they make faster and more efficient 
gains, They should reach 200 pounds in less 
than six months; in the carcass you'll find 
fifty percent or more of the carcass weight 
in the form of ham, full shoulder, and loin. 
Carcass length should be 29 to 31 inches in 
length and back fat measurements should be 
somewhere between 1.1 and 1.6 inches. In 
the end larger market checks will be yours 
because this type hog is worth more to the 
packer and retailer and he will be able to 
pass some of the increase in value back to you 
in the form of larger dollar and cent returns 
for your market hogs. 

Don’t be satisfied with old styles. Start 
now gearing your pig production operation 
to turn out the meat type market cuts Mrs. 
Homemaker will select for her grocery bas- 
ket. When you’ve accomplished this, you will 
not only be in style but also you will find 
your pocket book in style with present prices. 


STILL WALLOWING IN THE LARD BUCKET— 
If you're still producing animals like this one, don : 
fret if lard starts running out of your ears. Every- 
body knows that today’s homemaker prefers high qual- 
ity lean cuts; therefore, buyers go heavy with the pen- 
alties on overfat hogs at the market. Judges don’t 
bother to look under the skins of these animals. . . 
they won't even place. So get on the “style” wagon; 
ditch this money loser and start with a meat type boar 
followed by good breeding and selection practices,

Alfalfa Supports Several Cash Projects 


AY, grazing, silage, or soil improvement 
—alfalfa holds the crown. Called king 
of the forage crops for a number of years 
now, alfalfa has proved itself in many ways. 
First off, a good stand of this crop will 
last from three to five years, depending on 
management. During a 12-month period 
growers can harvest alfalfa by baling for 
hay, cutting for silage, or grazing by live- 
stock. And, at the same time, the crop pays 
extra dividends by building the land on which 
it is planted. 

Any number of farmers throughout the 
state will sing out their praises for alfalfa; 
but to name a few, here are some quotes from 
Cherokee County. 

Paul Jennings of Centre Rt. 1 said, “I like 
alfalfa so well I’m increasing my 20 acres to 
30 this fall.” Jennings happens to be one of 
those farmers who put a cutting of alfalfa 
away for silage. Because of weather condi- 
tions during the early part of the season when 
the first growth was ready to harvest, Jen- 
mings saw that the only way to save the for- 
age was to truck it to his silo. “Being wet 
due to rains just made it better for silage,” 
declared the Hardin community farmer. 

A Farm and Home Development demon- 
strator, Jennings is trying hard to make his 
dairy farm a show window of agriculture. 
T. C. Owen, assistant county agent in charge 
of FHD work in Cherokee County, pointed 
out that Jennings added 150 pounds of crush- 
ed ear corn per ton of alfalfa silage as a 
conditioner and to improve the quality of 
the silage. The farmer saved 30 tons of silage 
off the 20 acres and baled three cuttings of 
hay. This fall he will graze the alfalfa some 


but will take the animals off in time for the 
crop to make sufficient growth to carry it 
through the winter. 

Over in the Sandrock community, W. C. 
Stimpson was quick to agree with Agent 
Owen that alfalfa is one of the best grazing 
crops for hogs he has seen. “I figure alfatfa 
makes up a pretty high percentage of the 
feed needed to get my hogs to market,” he 
said. 

Stimpson has two acres of alfalfa that he 
keeps hogs on all the time. And he cuts hay 
from the area at the same time. When the 
hogman and Owen got their heads together 
and did a little figuring, they came up with 
166 hog-grazing days and three tons of hay 
on the first two cuttings. Stimpson felt sure 
he would get two more cuttings of one and 
a half to two tons each off the area before 
fall. 

Strictly a hog farmer, Stimpson is produc- 
ing purebred Tamworth hogs and breeding 
the sows to purebred Hampshire boars to get 
his market hog cross. 

J. L. Sentell, who lives on a Menlo, Georgia, 
route, has had to work part-time away from 
home to make ends meet. He believes he has 
now found an answer-to that problem. As- 
sisted by Agent Owen, Sentell studied his re- 
sources and financial position to see what en- 
terprise he could add that would replace the 
part-time industry job. They agreed on a 
1,000-hen egg production project. And here 
again alfalfa helped the picture. Less than 


two acres of the crop will serve as a grow- 
ing range for Sentell’s pullets. 

When asked if there would be any danger 
of the chickens killing the stand of alfalfa 


by overgrazing it, Sentell replied, “From 
what I’ve heard about the crop, it will be 
worth the investment to get my pullets off to 
a good start toward the laying house.” He 
has between 50 and 60 dollars an acre in the 
alfalfa. 

The newcomer to the poultry world plans 
to broadcast growing pellets in the alfalfa to 
give the chicks extra feed and a balanced 
diet. 

A Farm and Home Development demon- 
strator, Sentell has leaned heavily on truck 
crops as income gatherers. But now, with 
the alfalfa supporting a crop of healthy 
chicks, he looks forward to egg income to 
share the load. 

Now, just how does alfalfa pay off in soil 
improvement? As mentioned earlier, we 
know that a stand of alfalfa will eventually 
play out. And according to API Extension 
Agronomist O. N. Andrews, many farmers 
have plowed under their alfalfa fields after 
four or five years and planted them to corn. 
The payoff came in 50 to 75 bushels of corn 
per acre without applying any nitrogen. The 
specialist pointed out that it is a good prac- 
tice to turn under the old stand when it starts 
failing and plant it to corn, providing the 
farmer has established a new stand in another 
area. This way he will not lose any of his 
yearly feed supply, because the new stand 
will be producing at the same time he is plant- 
ing the old drea to corn. 

Look around you—if there’s a spot of good 
land (good enough for cotton) that is well 
drained, you can grow alfalfa. And if you 
grow alfalfa, you will have hay, silage, graz- 
ing, and better soil. By Roudell Byrd.

Thought

TOO MANY OVERFAT HOGS—Sure, 
we've got a market for lard. Cuba bought 
nearly 53 million pounds of lard during the 
first three months of this year. . . up six per- 
cent from the same period of 1957. About 
98 percent it was ferried from Florida in 
railroad tank cars, packaged locally, and 
sold under ban brand names. 

There’s more room for domestic use of 
lard, too, says API Extension Hog Marketing 
Specialist Ray Cavender, who has plans for 
showing Alabamians the numerous ways this 
product may be used. 

But even then, local and foreign markets 
will continue to stay flooded unless farmers 
put brakes on overfat porkers going to mar- 
ket. Needless to say, pack- 
ers, retailers, and homemak- 
ers prefer animals that turn 
out high-quality lean cuts 
with a minimum of fat. 
That’s the US No. 1, ranging 
in weight from 200 to 225 
pounds, not heavyweights. 
Hogs fed beyond top weight 
take on more than two-thirds 
of the additional gain in fat. 
They also use more feed to 
make these extra pounds of 
fat; and to cap that, the producer is penaliz- 
ed at the market for the extra fat. 

Seems like a set of scales is what the hog 
farmer needs to help him get those animals 
off to market when they reach the “money” 
weight. 


POULTRY DEVELOPMENTS—Alabama’s 
poultry industry has mushroomed in the past 
10 years, until now it’s the number one cash 
crop in the state. 

One of the newest developments is the new 
lighting system for layers. The hens occupy 
a windowless house and never have a chance 
to see daylight. All the light they get is pip- 
ed to them through electric lines, and the 
producer controls the switch. 


Reports from Dale King, head of the API 
poultry department and developer of the 
new system, indicate that chicks from a day 
old up to five months of age are given six 
hours of light and 18 hours of darkness each 
day. Then the amount of light is increased 
18 minutes a week until the end of the pro- 
duction period. More eggs per bird have 
been gathered under this system than under 
normal lighting. 


FALL WEBWORM TROUBLES—Looks 
like we men are letting our “housework” get 
behind. Throughout the state loosely woven, 
unsightly webs can be seen on the ends of 
twigs and large branches. These damaging 
webs are the work of the fall webworm. The 
larva of this pest has been known to attack 
over 100 different kinds of fruit and shade 
trees and shrubs. 

Farmers need to clean house this month by 
treating all infestations on their farms. Where 
webs are small, they may be burned out. 
Large or numerous infestations should be 
Sprayed with a mixture containing four 
pounds of 50 percent wettable DDT in 100 
gallons of water. Be sure to cover all the 
foliage with the material for best results. 


MORE COWS, LESS WORK—It takes 
less time to look after a 30-cow dairy than it 
does for one with only 10 cows. That’s what 
research tells us. One study showed that 129

Cullman Homemaker and Children 
Successtully Operate 27-Cow Dairy 


HEN Hurshel Waldrep took a full-time 

job with the ASC a year ago, his wife 
and children had no idea of quitting the 
grade-A dairy business. 

Waldrep is now away from home most of 
the week, but his family and one hired man 
continue to operate the successful 27-cow 
dairy. Mrs. Waldrep explained that 15-year- 
old Paula does the ‘milking every afternoon, 
and the hired man milks in the morning. Don- 
ny, 11, does the feeding and washes the cows’ 
udders, 


The Waldreps are Farm and Home De- 
velopment demonstrators in Cullman County 
and have been selling milk for 11 years, hav- 
ing had a grade-A dairy for the past six years. 
They own 120 acres in the Fairview commun- 
ity and rent 40 additional acres. Some 85 
acres of the total are in open land. 

“The hired man works three days a week 
looking after the pastures, grazing, and silage 
crops,” says Assistant County Agent O. Y. 
Smith, who works closely with the family. 
And Mr. Waldrep pitches in on the weekends 
to do what he can. “Evidently the system is 
working out,” says Smith, “because the dairy 
is making progress instead of losing ground.” 

Smith explains that the Waldreps have 30 
acres in corn—part of which will be used for 
silage, five acres in alfalfa, 15 acres of seri- 
cea, 15 acres of Starr millet, four acres of 
clover-grass permanent pasture, and six acres 
of unimproved pasture. 

“They have a trench silo in which they put 
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INSTEAD of cutting a lemon for only a few 


drops of juice, just pierce it with a fork 
and squeeze out the desired amount. 


man-hours per cow were needed during a 
year to manage a 10-cow herd. Only 80 hours 
per cow were necessary on the 30-cow dairy. 

Dairy farming is the biggest user of labor 
among all farm operations, except tobacco. 
Latest reports show that it takes 52 man- 
hours of labor on a dairy farm to produce 
$100 worth of product. 


18 acres of corn last year,” Smith adds. “And 
this fall Waldrep will plant 10 more acres 
of alfalfa and 30 acres to a legume-small 
grain mixture for winter grazing.” 

Perhaps the best proof of success in the 
dairy operation is the production figures for 
last year, the agent points out. The average 
production over the year for each of the 27 
cows was 6,000 pounds of milk. 

Assistant Home Agent Jo Ann Lowery 
gives young Paula much of the credit. “She 
can operate a tractor, milk cows, or do any- 
thing else around the dairy,” Mrs. Lowery 
declares. 

In addition to Paula and Donny, the Wal- 
dreps have seven-year-old Claire and nine- 
months-old Teressa who will be able to help 
out someday, 
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NEW LIGHTING PLAN TRIED 
BY BLOUNT COUNTY POULTRYMAN 


N interesting experiment is now being con- 
ducted on the farm of W. D. Faust in 
Blount County. 

The well known hatchery operator has 
built a layer house with no windows and is 
trying to determine what effect the stimu- 
light system will have on hens producing 
hatching eggs. 

The 30 by 100-foot house was built on 
Faust’s Oneonta Star Rt. farm this summer 
and has been stocked with 2000 hens and 
140 roosters. With no windows, artificial 
light is provided six hours a day until the 
hens reach 10 percent production. Then— 
the light period is increased by 18 minutes a 
week until the lights are burned continuously. 

Faust explained that an interesting feature 
of the new house is the method of controlling 
the air. Located on top of the building are 
three evaporator coolers which make a com- 
plete change of air inside the house every 
three minutes. The inside temperature is kept 
from 10 to 20 degrees cooler than on the out- 
side, but the main thing is the movement of 
ae and the control of the humidity, Faust 
said, 

Faust has some 19,000 layers producing 


hatching eggs and is anxious to know how the 
new system will work. And he will work 
closely with Dale King, head of the poultry 
husbandry department of the API Experi- 
ment Station, who developed the system. 
King said that although the stimu-light sys- 
tem has not been tested on breeder hens, it 
should increase their rate of lay and fertility 
and hatchability should not be affected. 

The building on Faust’s place is quite an 
innovation itself and he expects to save a 
good bit on labor. It is completely automatic, 
including automatic feeders, waterers, and 
cleaning equipment. 

A pit extends the length of the building and 
the roosts, waterers, and feeders are located 
above it. Blades move automatically down 
this pit, carrying the litter to a trough at the 
end of the house. From here it is automatical- 
ly moved to a manure spreader just on the 
outside of the house. 

Faust hopes that the stimu-light system will 
increase his egg production without affecting 
hatchability. And he is sure that the new 
house will make it much easier to care for 
the birds.

Tony Burchfield, 16, and his 11-year-old brother, Bobby Joe, built a 10-stanchion dairy barn this sum- 
mer and have been buying cows to start a dairy on their Montevallo Rt. 2 farm. Tony, a 4-H member six 
years, has shown calves for four years. Bobby Joe, a clubster two years, has carried a dairy project both 
years. The two figure they have gained enough know-how to operate the business successfully. 

Assistant County Agent John Jones explained that the boys’ father, L. D. Burchfield, works in Birming- 
ham and Tony and Bobby Joe take care of all the farming. And they convinced Mr. Burchfield and the 


bank that they could be 
successful dairymen. The 
bank loaned them the 
money to build the barn 
and to buy enough ani- 
mals to start a herd of 
about 10 cows. To begin 
with Tony had four calves 
and Bobby Joe two. 


Tony plans to attend 
the Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute to study dairy- 
ing or veterinary medi- 
cine.

HOGS Need CLEAN DINING TABLE Too

IVESTOCK, especially hogs, are “living it 
up” on W. L. Sprayberry’s Delta Rt. 2 
farm. 

In fact, the Clay County farmer is now 
milking about 20 cows, operating a 5000- 
capacity broiler house, and managing a herd 
of six brood sows. 

The hog enterprise, oldest on the farm, was 
started about 30 years ago on a small scale. 
Some 12 years and a lot of market hogs later, 
Sprayberry fed out one of his biggest batches 
—over 500 head—for market. The reason 
for so many that year, he said, was an excess 
of feed for which he needed a market. 


Added Feedlot Shelter 


“That was when I first noticed that my 
hog production facilities were way below my 
needs,” explained the Moriah community 
farmer. “I saw that I had to do something 
about housing or cut down on production,” 
he recalled. “I was feeding my hogs in a 
large lot with no shelter and when it rained 
the place sure got messy. Too, when it came 
time to sell the hogs, I really had a time 
catching them. 


“Another mistake I made,” continued 


Sprayberry, “was not providing some way to 
save waste material from the pigs to use in 
fertilizing my crop land.” 

The hog producer put up with this method 
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of raising pigs until this spring when he built 
a 82 by 60-foot concrete feeding shelter, Most 
of the lumber came from an old barn on the 
place, so the only major costs were the con- 
crete floor and roofing. 

Telling County Agent W. H. Cowan about 
the feed shelter, Sprayberry explained that 
he used oak posts set on a concrete block to 
support the roof. About two-thirds of the 
roof area is covered so the hogs can be pro- 
tected in bad weather. The rest is left open 
to serve as a sun parlor. The concrete slab 
was poured on a slope so that waste could be 
easily flushed to a gutter at the lower side. 
This gutter has a gradual fall to one end to 
carry the waste into a large tank. When 
the reservoir is full, the manure and other 
waste is broadcast over Sprayberry’s fields. 

“My feed shelter will take care of about 
150 hogs at one time,’’ proudly declared the 
producer, “and I have it partitioned off in 
three 20-foot sections so that the animals will 
be easy to catch at market time. I’ve also 
built a loading chute at one end of the pens 
which comes in mighty handy at selling time.” 

According to the Clay County farmer, the 
feed shelter is used primarily for topping out 
hogs. They are kept on grazing until the last 
eight weeks before marketing. 


Breeds For Meat Type 


‘T’'m trying to furnish the market with the 
right type animal by breeding my meaty, 
crossbred sows to a registered Landrace 
boar,” explained Sprayberry. “And if the 


cross proves profitable I will increase my sow 
number so as to keep the feedlot at capacity 
operation.” 

Turning from his hog operation to dairying, 
Sprayberry said that he has been producing 
manufacturing milk for over 13 years. Most 
of the animals in the herd are registered Jer- 
seys and were raised by the producer. Not 
long ago he built a stanchion-type milking 
parlor and added electric milking machines to 
save time and labor. However, since many of 
his neighbors have installed the walk-through 
type parlors, Sprayberry is also thinking of 
switching, to further reduce labor. When ask- 
ed about the income from the dairy unit as 
compared to the hog operation, Sprayberry 
pointed out that it was about equal and that 
both fit in well on his farm. 


Poultry Unit, Too 

Besides these two main income sources, the 
farmer put in a 5000-capacity broiler opera- 
tion not long ago. This unit, plus the hog 
feeding setup and the dairy barn, overloaded 
his water supply. Something had to be done 
quickly, so the livestockman picked a good 
location above the units and had an acre-and- 
a-half farm pond built for about $1000. Now 
he has all the water he needs for the hogs, 
broilers, and dairy animals. ‘The good part 
about the pond location,” says Agent Cowan, 
“is that Sprayberry didn’t have to install a 
pump to get the water to the livestock. He 
uses force of gravity to get the water where 
he wants it.”

During one grow- 
ing season this increase may amount to as 
much as 20 percent of normal growth of pulp- 
wood trees, The increase in diameter growth 
was from the girdle to the crown.

SOIL FUMIGATION. Fall soil fumigation 
to control nematodes has advantages, accord- 
ing to Auburn studies. Weather conditions 
are right for effective results, and there is no 
delay in planting spring crops.

However, if a winter cover crop 
is planted, broadcast application will be ef- 
fective for two crops.

The total would have climbed 
even higher, says Director James 
¥V. Bennstt, but for the shortage of 
transportation funds available to 
United States Marshalls during 
June, with the result that addition- 
al scores of sentenced prisoners 
were held in local jails awaiting 
commitment to federal prisons. 

Although Federal institutions had 
become séncreasingly overcrowded 
in recent years and the abnormal 
1958 population growth compli- 
cated this situation, Bennett said 
the Bureau of Prisons sucessfully 
contained the additional pressures 
imposed upon its facilities and per- 
sonnel complementé Escapes, ris- 
ing slightly in number, remained 
proportionately at the low rate of 
previous years. The severe over- 
crowding created minor tensions 
among prisoner populations, but 
the federal prison system experi- 
enced no major disorders during 
the year.

COSTS OF BUILDING 

Land values kave stood up 
amazingly well during the sharp 
setback met by general business. 
With few exceptions, land is now 
selling for as much as or more than 
it was a year ago. Vacant land 
well located in relation to the 
business centers of most cities of- 
ten commands a premium price, 
especially if zoning laws permit 
it to be developed for parking 
space. Meanwhile, land in the 
suburbs continues upward in price 
as does “close in” farm land. I 
am bullish about most land. A 
severe depression could sometime 
cut land prices, but the long-term 
trend is for higher prices.

| SHALL I BUILD AS AN 
|) INVESTMENT? 

I am not in favor of building - 
or buying - residential property to 
be rented as an investment. Such 
property is usually fairly kigh in 
cost and often does not bring in 
any very large return. It is ex- 
pensive to maintain and can turn 
out to be a big headache if unem- 
ployment becomes widespread, 
forcing people to “double up.” 

A further reason for steering 
clear of investment in residental 
rental units is the tax situation. 
Local taxes on real estate are 
heading higher. They will make 
sharp advances during the next+ 
few years and rent returns prob- 
ably cannot be boosted sufficiently 
to fully offset this additional ex- 
penditure. Also, if war should 
come, rent controls would be in- | 
voked promptly; but there would 
be no ceiling on taxes!

Recommendations — 
For River Program 


ATLANTA, A lock and channel 
improvement program for tke 
Coosa river, to cost nearly 150 
million dollars, has been recom- 
mended by district engineers of 
the U. 8S. Army Corps of Eng- 
ineers. 

The program would be develop~+ 
ed to supplement .Alabama Power 
Company’s 110 million dollar 
construction program that calls 
for the building of four new dams 
and the expansion of one already 
built.

‘SPARKMAN URGES 
DEVELOPMENT OF 
RIVERS IN ALABAMA. 


The following statement was 
prepared by Senator John, Spark- 
man at the request of the Alabama 
River Dévelopment Authority. Sen- 
ator Sparkman’s views are those 
of the entire Alabama Congress- 
ional delegation, all of whom 
actively support full development 
of Alabama's rivers. 

By Senator John Sparkman 

Today a new sound-files across 
our land. It is the rumble of move- 
ment, of change, of a new tomor- 
row breaking through. Our State, 
indeed the whole Southland, is be- 
coming the economic frontier of a 
nation which captures frontiers 
and searches for ever-new op - 
portunities for development, 

One of the essentials of indust- 
rial progress is the existence of 
economic transportation. Abundant 
inland waterways afford us an op- 
portunity to transport raw mater- 
ials and finished goods to. world 
market. 

New markets open up more than 
ever before when new ways are 
found for transporting the new 
commodities which find their way 
over navigation facilities. 

Sometimes I think that we 
Alabamians do not fully realize 
the great blessing that we have 
in our waterways. How many know 
that there are around 1,600 miles 
of potentially» navigable water- 
ways in Alabama? This is a bless- 
ing unique to the State of Ala- 
bama. ; 

This means that; if we conserve 
and store our water, industries will 
seek us out. 

New and expanded industrial 
plants in 1957 meant approx - 
imately 7,800 new jobs for Ala- 
bama workers and an additional 
payroll estimated at over 26 mil- 
lion dollars. These many new and 
expanded operations are located in 
42 of Alabama’s 67 counties. Near- 
ly all sections will be aided to some 
extent by these operations. 

Nationally, during 1956, a total 
of 570 industtie® ~ stibght. sites 
along streams for new plants ‘and 
plant expansions. This set a new 
record. In the first quarter of 
1967, 128 watersites were acquired 
by industry. Most of these were 
multi-million -dollar projects. In 
1957 there were 191 blast furnaces, 
steel mills and coke plants da | 
navigable inland waterways. 

Thus we see that a trend has 
been definitely established in that 
waterways have in the’ past acted 
as magnets to industry. 

To insure that Alabama profits 
by this trend, I am doing every- 
thing that I can to see that Ala- 
bama gets adequate federal funds 
for developing her waterways, 
namely, the Coosa-Alabama, War- 
rior - Tombigbee, Chattahoochee, 
the Choctawhatchee - Pea, and the 
Tennessee river, svsteme as. veel] 
as the proposed Tennesse-Tombig- 
bee canal.

From John K. Morton, Rock Hill, 
Missouri: I remember distinctly, 
when I was 9 yeafs old, I attended 
my first funeral.

HUNTING SEASON DATES 
ANNOUNCEDFOR ALABAMA 


Estimates and observations by 
wildlife specialists point to a crop 
of game as good or better than 
that of last year. 

In Alabama the deeer hunting 
dates vary by locale, but they 
range between Nov. 1 and Jan. 4 
In the main deer-hunting counties 
in Southwest Alabama, the season 
opens on Nov. 10 and extends 
throtgh Jan. 4. In addition to the 
regular season, bow and arrow 
hunting of deer will be allowed 
from Nov. 1*to Nov. 9 in all coun- 
ties and areas open to fall deer 
hunting except in national forest 
management areas. 

Turkey hunts can begin on Nov. 
20 and may be held through New 
Year’s Day. Although the specific 
dates vary, in most counties the 
spring season extends from March 
20 to April 15. 

Here are hunting dates for other 
game: Quail—Nov. 20 to Feb. 15; 
dove—Oct. 1 to Oct. 31 and also 
from Nov. 29 to Jan. 1; squirrel 
Oct. 15 to Jan. 1; rabbit—Oct. 1 
to Feb. 20; duck, geese, coot, rail, 
and gallinule—Nov, 7 to Jan. 15; 
snipe—Dec. 17 to Jan 5; wood- 
cock—Dec. 12 to Jan. 20. 

O’possum and raccoon may be 
hunted as game~from Oct. 1 to 
Feb. 20. 

There are 15 more days in the 
squirrel season and five more days 
of dove shooting this year than last 
and more counties and portions of 
counties are open to turkey and 
deer.

Control Insects In 
Stored Seed On Farm 


By A. A. Lauderdale 
CountyAgent 

Growers should not overlook the 
importance of controlling insects 
in their newly harvested corn, 
grain sorghum, cowpeas, etc. These 
damaged within a few weeks | 
seed can be destroyed or seriously 
being placed in storage. 

Reducing conditions favorable 
for insects is probably just as im- 
portant as is fumigation. The fol- 
lowing practises have been found 
highly effective as preventative 
measures: 

(1) Thoreaghly clean the stor- 
age bin before placing new seed in 
it. 

(2) Fumigate any grain or seed 
held over which may be harboring 
insects. 

(3) Spray bin or storage house 
with 2%% DDT at the rate of two 
gallons per 1,000 square feet of 
surface area. Do’this just before 
storing the seed. 

(4) Make certain that the seed 
to be stored do not have an excess

SUMMER 4-H WILDLIFE CAMP TOPS

“T) OY that’s what I call really living—this 
eating, fishing, trapping, swimming— 
man, that’s the stuff.” 

This statement was as common as hair on 
a dog’s back at the 6th 4-H Fish and Wildlife 
Camp and Short Course held at Camp Tuka- 
batchee near Montgomery. An annual sum- 
me? outing, the camp and short course has 
graduated more than 500 youth and adults 
in the techniques of fish and wildlife man- 
agement during the six years it has been in 
existence. ’ 

Tukabatchee, State Boy Scout Camp, has 
proved to be the ideal setup for wildlife camp, 
thanks to William H. Edwards, Boy Scout ex- 
ecutive of Montgomery, who said the scouts 


-are pleased to share their camp facilities with 


the 4-H’ers. 

This year’s camp brought together 67 en- 
thusiastic 4-H Club members. None of the 
boys were picked from a hat. Basis for at- 
tending the outdoor event depends on each 
clubster’s participation in wildlife projects 
back in his own county. -He should be the 
most outstanding club member in 4-H fish and 


wildlife project work in the county ; he should 
not have attended state camp previously; and 
he should serve as the county 4-H Club leader 
in wildlife work when he returns to his coun- 
ty. 

As a result of the state camp program, five 
assistant county agents are now conducting 
annually their own local wildlife camps, us- 
ing these state camp youth leaders as instruc- 
tors. 

One of the most important subjects we 
taught at camp was woods, water, and fire- 
arms safety. In addition, the boys learned to 
identify snakes found in Alabama and trees 
and plants beneficial to wildlife. They were 
taught how to trap mink, muskrat, and beav- 
er; to use fly, spin, and bait casting equip- 
ment; to properly handle and fire a rifle or 
shotgun; to construct and manage fishponds; 


to plant suitable crops for Alabama game 


species; and to control rats and repel unde- 
sirable wild pests. 

Contests were conducted in the major fish 
and wildlife projects. Those winning the 
prizes are shown above. They are Leo Har- 
den, fly casting champion; Bob Drake, spin 
casting winner; Melvin Barnes, winner in the 
bait casting contest; Richard Bedgood, best 
trapper; and Johnny Bishop, rifle marksman- 
ship champion. 

Proof of these youngsters’ eagerness to

learn of the great outdoors was shown on sev- 
eral occasions. For example, one boy who 
owns his own rifle had been unable to fire the 
piece with any accuracy. We found he was 
shooting from his right shoulder and sight- 
ing with his left eye. Seeing that his left eye 
was his master eye, we taught the boy to 
handle the rifle from the left shoulder. He 
immediately started hitting the bull’s eye andi 
did so consistently afterwards. 

Another incident followed a class period 
where color picture slides were shown to 
teach the boys how to identify snakes found 
in Alabama. Then one of the instructors 
brought in a snake, and it was quickly identi- 
fied by more than half the group. 

More than 85 percent of the campers did 
not realize that a boating crew can upright a 
sunken boat in 15-foot water, empty most of 
the water, climb in, remove the remaining 
water, and get the boat to shore without a 
paddle. 

But regardless of how good the instruc- 
tions, good food will make or break any camp. 
And good food was one of the keys to: this 
year’s successful camp. Breakfast included 
scrambled or fried eggs, bacon and sausage, 
grits, biscuits, pancakes, fruit juices, dry ce- 
reals, comb honey, jelly, and fruit. At the 
noon meal, campers ate veal cutlets, fried 
chicken, or beef stew with homemade soups 
and a variety of cooked vegetables and sal- 
ads, And the evening meal included a steak 
or barbecued chicken with all the trimmings, 
along with all the milk the boys could drink. 
(Average consumption—was-three pints—per- 
person per day.) 

Every activity was directed towards wild- 
life, every movie was a hunting and fishing 
or wildlife conservation reel, and every spare 
moment was used in learning to tie flies or 
repair fishing equipment. Swimming was: 
closely supervised, as were all training and 
recreational courses of the camp. 

Said one assistant county agent helping 
with camp, “Club boys learn valuable stuff 
ee eee never get in high school or col- 
ege.”’ ’ 

The camp was made possible through the 
cooperation of the Federal Cartridge Corp-

RTIFICIAL breeding? Why, that’s the 

dairyman’s short cut to higher-produc- 
ing cows, fewer diseases, and a fatter pocket- 
book. 

Higher-producing cows? That’s right. 
Breeding artificially enables dairymen to ob- 
tain services of high-quality, proved dairy 
bulls that transmit desirable characteristics— 
more milk with higher butterfat content— 
to the offspring. 

Fewer diseases? Sure, diseases résulting di- 
rectly from breeding are completely eliminat- 
ed. The day of the community bull, the only 
method most farmers had for getting their 
milk cows bred, is:just a remembered _ experi- 
ence now. Today, the neighbor’s bulty if he 
has one, is used on his own herd. Only in 
cases where both dairymen have used disease 
prevention practices do they use bulls inter- 
changeably. 

A fatter pocketbook? Well, cows with high 
production records don’t eat any more than 
cows with low production records. So, it’s 
easy to see that the dairyman would have 
more milk to sell while feed costs remained 
the same or lower. Too, the butterfat content 
is higher, giving the producer a higher point 
average—the basis for payment. 

In Lamar County, as in most Alabama 
counties, many dairymen are handing out 
walking papers to their bulls since they start- 
ed using American Breeder Service a little 
over a year ago—April of 1957, to be exact. 

The county association set a goal of 500 
cows to breed the first 12 months, They ex- 
ceeded this number by 200, and yp through 
August of this year they had bred 900 ani- 
mals, Of course, these dairymen claim they 
have the best artificial inseminator in the 
state. He is Hunter Kennedy of Sulligent Rt. 
1. Kennedy has managed to maintain an av- 
erage of 70 percent bred animals on first in- 
seminations. According to Agent Lumpkin, 
the national average is only 60 percent. ’ 


NO HERD BULLS HERE—Although many 
Lamar County dairymen started breeding their 
cows artificially several years ago, a lot of others 
have just become interested in the program. And 

. a little over a year ago they organized the La- 
mar County Artificial Breeders Association. One 
farmer who started back in 1951 using artificial 
breeding service out of Mississippi has now 
switched to the American Breeder Service 
through his county association. He is William 
Phillips of Sulligent Rt. 1. Phillips has 45 head, 
most of which are results of artificial breeding. 
These animals are now bred artificially. At left 
the farmer (center) points out the uniformity of 
appearance in his herd to County Agent Haskell 
Lumpkin.

Kennedy, a young dairy farmer himself, 
responds to calls day or night, including Sun- 
days. And the modest technician’s efficiency 
during his first year proves he is out to help 
Lamar County dairymen set a new record on 
the number of top-quality animals in the 
county. Whether a farmer has only a few 
or a large number of cows, Kennedy is anxi- 
ous to help improve the lot. 

Agent Lumpkin cited Austin Smith as a 
typical example of a small operatear who is 
taking advantage of the ABS. Smith, who has 
only three cows and one heifer, said he could- 
n’t afford to keep a bull for this small num- 
ber of animals. In fact, Smith pointed out. 
that he could breed his cows through the as- 
sociation for only a fraction of the cost of 
keeping a bull for one year. Smith is using 
ABS to build quality and expand his herd. He 
already has one artificially sired heifer. 

William Phillips’ operation shows how ar- 
tificial breeding helps a dairyman with a 
larger group of cows. Phillips has 45 ani- 
mals, including heifers, that are now bred 
artificially. 

Kennedy said that ABS has five proved 
bulls of each major breed of dairy animals— 
Jersey, Holstein, and Guernsey—and two of 
the Brown Swiss breed. Only one proved bull 
is available for each of the two major beef 
breeds—Angus and Hereford.

‘ Lumpkin, who is definitely interested in 
seeing the dairy program in the county rise 
above present standards, urged others in- 
terested in the program to drop by his office 
for details. ‘A small membership fee in the 
association will put you in business with one 
of the best bulls in the nation at the head of 
your dairy herd,” he said.

HERE'S HOW To Ship SOIL SAMPLES 


ARMERS can now ship untreated soil 
samples_from counties under imported 
fire ant and white-fringed beetle quarantine 
to the Soil Testing Laboratory at Auburn. 
A few months ago rules and regulations 
were such that all samples from quarantined 
areas had to be treated. Since, however, an 
agreement has been worked out with the Soil 
Testing Laboratory and the Plant Pest Con- 
trol Division of the US Department of Agri- 
culture so that untreated soil samples may be 
shipped, provided certain requirements are 
met. . , 


These requirements are: (1) The large 
shipping cartons must have certification 
stamps on them. No stamps are required on 
the small, individual soil containers. (2) Only 
soil testing cartons supplied by the state of- 
fice may be used in shipping samples. (3) 
Cartons bearing the certification stamp must 
not be used for any other purpose. 

If your county is under quarantine and any 
of the cartons you have on hand have not 
been stamped, check with your county agent. 
He will assist you in getting them stamped.

Test Those Fields Now... 
Lime Is Your Key To Profits 


J. C. LOWERY

IME to your soil is like a combination 
lock. 


For the lock to work, you need the proper 
combination of left and right turns of the 
dial on the lock. The same is true of lime 
in its relationship to other soil nutrients and 
plant needs. The proper amount of lime must 
be applied to unlock the natural fertilizers 
in soil particles. : 

Just what is lime? Lime is a rock—lime- 
stone—crushed into a granular powder, one 
of its main parts being calcium. Another part 
is magnesium; sometimes a lesser part may 
be phosphorus, if the material used is slag. 

Many of our soils are like grains of corn. 
They have natural fertilizer elements in them, 
but these fertilizers are locked in the particles 
of soil. However, proper amounts of lime 
working in the soil will free these fertilizers. 
Too, lime makes commercial fertilizers do a 
better job of keeping the soil particles un- 
locked and prevents the fertilizer elements 
from becoming tied up with soil chemicals 
that reb plants of needed food. 

The components of limestone have the pe- 
culiar power to cause land to. become more 
granular in texture, thus making it possible 
for the plant roots to grow faster and deeper 
in the soil. This gives plants a better chance 
at water and plant food, resulting in better 
crops. 

Lime also has the power to neutralize acid 
soils, and once the pH of the soil has been 
brought into balance, millions of tiny soil bac- 
teria begin to grow and improve the soil. 
Some of these bacteria gather nitrogen from 
the air; others cause dead roots, stems, and 
leaves to decay quickly and enrich the land. 

Although many farmers haven’t realized 
the fact, lime is the crop producer’s friend 
working behind the scenes to improve yields. 
Results of this mineral on a field of cotton 
or a pasture are not immediately seen. The 
answer is simple: lime does not work over- 
night. Since it is crushed rock, which may 
have been rock for 10 thousand years, we 
cannot expect it to start dissolving the night 
after it is applied to the soil. Applied in 
powder form and in proper amounts and 
worked into the soil several weeks prior to

planting a crop, lime will work faster and 
give quicker results, 

Of course, lime doesn’t replace fertilizer. 
All plants must have nitrogen, phosphorus, 
and potassium to grow properly. Lime is the 
“cop on the beat” that keeps these elements 
functioning properly. 

However, this miracle product, if we may 
eall it that, cannot perform its miracles un- 
less applied in-the proper amounts. Each 
type of soil has a certain amount of acid, and 
the right amount of lime is that amount which 
will bring the acid in the soil up_to the,neu- 
tral point. A soil test is the only way we can 
be sure of the right amount of lime to use. 


Summing it up, there are five important 
ways that lime is valuable to. your land: 


(1) It unlocks natural fertilizers in soil 
particles, 


(2) It conditions the soil to where the fer- 
tilizer we add can be used more quickly and 
completely.

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OVEMBER 21-27 will be national Farm- 

City Week. It will be a week for farm 

and non-farm people to think together, talk 

together, and act together on their mutual 
problems, 

Mutual problems of farm and non-farm 
people include most of the problems of all 
people. The two groups are inseparable. 
Each is vitally dependent on the other, and 
neither can prosper without the other. 

This statement is supported by a few simple 
facts. For example, U. S. farmers normally 
supply about half of their input needs, which 
include land, money, livestock, labor, and sup- 
ervision. Eight million workers are engaged 
in US farming. 

The other half of the input needs—includ- 
ing finance, fuel, fertilizer,.equipment, sup- 
plies and other essentials— , 
come from non-farms. Six 
million people are employed 
in supplying these needs for 
farmers. 

But the story isn’t finished 
with production: It extends 
on through processing, trans- 
porting, storing, and mer- 
chandising farm products. 
Ten million people are en- 
gaged in these operations. 

These figures get us up to 
24,000,000 workers either in farming or di- 
rectly engaged in servicing and handling 
farm products, and only a third of them are 
farm workers. 

The U. 8S. Department of Agriculture is 
authority for a lot of information about farm- 
ers. and, business. For example, U. 8. farm- 
ers buy more petroleum products than any 
other industry. They buy six and a half mil- 
lion tons of finished steel annually, plus. 
enough rubber to put tires on six million auto~ 
mobiles. 

Farmers are also buying chemicals at the 
rate of 50 million tons annually, and they are 
buying more electric power than is used by 
Chicago, Detroit, Houston, Baltimore, and 
Birmingham combined. 

These figures tell us, among other things, 
that there’s a very close relationship between 
agriculture and industry. Each year farmers 
are a $14 billion customer for industry and 
business.. Each is indispensable to the other; 
and each needs the cooperation and friend-~ 
ship of the other. 

It is clear, therefore, that the future prog- 
ress of Alabama will rest upon improvement 
and expansion in both agriculture and indus- 
try. Most of our agricultural progress -will 
be with livestock and poultry. Beef and dairy 
cattle will be largely on pasture and hay. 
Hogs will be, in the main, on grain and graz- 
ing, and poultry largely upon bought feed. 

Several factors point to more industry in 
Alabama. Among them are (1) good labor, 
(2) lots of water, (3) abundant raw ma- 
terials, (4) delightful climate, (5) adequate 
transportation, (6) nearness to the big mar- 
kets, and (7) convenience to the countries 
south of the United States. 

In brief, I know of no other state with con- 
ditions more inviting for wholesome coopera- 
tion and real teamwork between agriculture 
and industry than we have in Alabama. 
Therefore, we have many valid reasons for 
observing Farm-City week, November 21-27,

Management Practices Improved

great change has taken place in the tim- 
A ber management program on T. A. Gan- 
dy’s Morgan County farm since he took over 
the operation in 1916. 

The Falkville Rt. 1 farm has been handed 
down from generation to generation, and dur- 
ing this time very little attention has been 
given to timber production and management. 
“In fact,” says Gandy, “back then, about the 
only use we had for timber was for lumber 
needed on the farm. We sold a little every 
now and then when we wanted a new piece 
of ground to cultivate. 2 

“The first cutting that I can remember,” 
states the Cole Springs community farmer, 
“was back about 1910. My father got a 
sawmill owner to move in and cut about a 
million and a half board feet of timber off 
the 440 acres of woodland. At that time on- 
ly trees 16 inches in diameter and bigger 
were cut.” 

When asked by County Agent Charles Rut- 
ledge how much the timber brought, Gandy 
grinned as he said, “The entire cutting sold 
for only $550.” 

When Gandy took over the farm, there was 
still very little information available on se- 
lective cutting and timber stand improvement 
practices. Nevertheless, the farmer started 
preparing for the day when he would be too 
old to carry on active farm work. And 
through planning and use of new practices, 
timber has become one of the main crops on 
the farm. 

Practically no timber was removed from 
the place until the Depression. And like a 
lot of other farmers at that time,-Gandy had 
to use all his farm resources to make ends 
meet. So he sold about a million board feet 
of timber off the place. This time he got a 


better price—$750. Within a year or two 
after this sale, 100,000 feet were cut. Most 
of this went into farm buildings, but a few 
thousand feet were sold to the local millown- 
er who cut the timber for him. 

“In 1936 I needed more farm land and I 
sold the timber off 40 acres—100,000 feet in 
all—for $5 per thousand. Since that time, 
none of my timber has been sold unless it was 
marked by a forester or me,” declared Gandy. 

“Actually, I didn’t know a thing about 
marking trees until] 1949, when the local 
forester, John Kelly, marked 160 acres for 
cutting. I sold 298,000 feet from this area 
and got $20 per thousand for the pines and 
$12 per thousand for the hardwoods. After 
the timber was removed, I actually had bet- 
ter and faster-growing trees left. This really 
sold me on the importance of good timber 
management.” 

From that year on, Gandy has marked all 
the timber before a single tree is removed. 
This includes- all the young, crooked, or 
crowded trees that are sold for pulpwood. 
In addition, the Morgan County farmer knows 
the importance of keeping fire out of his 
woods and has constructed fire lanes around 
most of his timber land. “Gandy has done 
such a good job of timber management,” says 
Agent Rutledge, “that every year or two Kel- 
ly and I arrange for other farmers to tour 
his place.” 

After a close look at a five-acre stand of 
pines planted 15 years ago, the Falkville 
farmer had this to say about his timber pro- 
gram: “It’s taken me a number of years to 
get my program the way I want it, but from 
now on I can make a good living from timber- 
land, even if I never do any more row-crop 
farming.” 


Shall I SELL at HARVEST or STORE and SELL LATER? 


OR many years, emphasis has-been on the 
importance of marketing the major part 
of a year’s hog, cattle, calf, egg, and milk 
crops during the seasons of their high prices. 
But what about field crops? Can more 
money be made from these by studying prices 
at different seasons of the year; finding the 
low-price and the high-price period, and then 
trying to sell most of the crop during the 
higher-price periods? Let’s look at some 
of our field crops and see. 
Corn prices are lowest during the harvest- 
ing months—October, November, an@® De- 
cember—just as you would expect. They are 
highest in the spring and summer when the 
ae 
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supply of good corn going to market is great- 
ly reduced. The price difference between 
the peak month, June, and the low month, 
November, has averaged a solid 21 percent 
over the past five years. 

Wheat and oats fall to their lowest prices 
in July, their harvest season. The difference 
between the low July wheat price and the 
spring high has averaged about 14 percent. 
For oats, this difference stretched to 24 per- 
cent. 

Soybeans, a relatively new crop in Ala- 
bama, sell for least during the September- 
through-December harvest season. In May, 
their price is about 19 percent higher. 


The sweetpotato, one of our old stand-bys, 
has sold for a whopping 26 percent more 
when marketed during the scarcity months 
of May and June instead of during the har- 
vest month of October. 

Right now we are about to harvest a bump- 
er crop of many of these products. 

The point to think about is this: wouldn’t 
it be better to’provide good storage for such 
crops and hold part of the production for 
sale later, when prices are usually better? 
The success of this plan, of course, depends 
on keeping the product in good condition un- 
til it is sold.

R. PAUL is planning dream-house accom- 
modations for hogs on his 500-acre Gen- 
eva County farm. 

That is, the lawyer-farmer hopes the opera- 
tion will be a “dream” and not a nightmare. 
However, County Agent M. M. Woodham 
says that from the success Paul has already 
had with hogs, he sees no reason for failure 
of the parlor-type operation.: 

Paul explained that he is now completing 
facilities to handle 240 brood sows and mar- 
ket 400 No. 1 hogs a month. And the pork- 
ers will be on concrete from the time they 
are farrowed until they reach the market. 
Paul has been handling 110 brood sows and 
raising market hogs out in a 400-capacity fat- 
tening barn. The quality of the hogs has 
been comparable to any in the country, ac- 
cording to Agent Woodham. 

Although there are interesting things to 
be seen in Paul’s old operation, he wanted to 
explain the new one first. The heart of the 
improved system will be a 50 by 180-foot far- 
rowing house. It has 11 farrowing stalls, 40 
nursing stalls, sun porches on each side, a 
storage room, and an office. The sun porches 
will be screened in and the office and far- 
rowing facilities will be air-conditioned. 

The sows, which stay on green grazing 
most of the time, will be brought to the far- 
rowing house about three or four days before 
they are due to give birth. The pigs will stay 
with the sows for four weeks, at which time 
they will be weaned and moved to a growing 
barn. Then four weeks later the porkers wil] 
be moved to one of three fattening barns for 
a 12-weeks period. Since all of these build- 
ings have concrete floors, the hogs will never 
leave concrete until they go to market at five 
months of age. ” =~ 


NEW VETCH VARIETY 
RELEASED at AUBURN 


new variety of vetch called Warrior has 

just been released by the API -Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. According to API 
Extension Agronomist Melvin Moorer, this 
new vetch was tested under the name of Au- 
burn-common-vetch_and _is-of the same species 
as Willamette, another variety of common 
vetch, which has been used in Alabama for 
years. 

“Warrior is a composite of five lines se- 
lected for seed production and other agron- 
omic characteristics,” said Moorer. “It com- 
pares favorably with Willamette from the 
standpoint of cold tolerance and herbage pro- 
duction,” he continued, “and it is very similar 
to Willamette in general appearance. Under 
Alabama conditions Warrior produces much 
higher seed yields than does Willamette, 
which is one of the major reasons for develop- 
ing and releasing this variety of vetch in Ala- 
bama,” said the specialist.

Moving down the hill from the new far- 
rowing house, Paul explairted the operation 
of the old fattening barn still in use on the 


place. A fog nozzle is located ih each of 
the four pens to keep the hogs cool. Eight 
gallons of water per hour are sprayed, under 
40 pounds of pressure, over the hogs, explain- 
ed Paul. “This cooling is equal to melting 
400 pounds of ice per hour,” he said, “and 
is the main reason I have been able to con- 
tinue marketing 200-pound hogs in five to 
five and a half months.” 

Located on a hillside, the fattening barn 
has a sloping concrete floor. Manure is wash- 
ed into a concrete trough on the lower side 
and flows into a pipe. The pipeline carries 
the liquid manure into a 10 by 100 by 10-foot 
pit. Springs in this pit keep the manure in 
a liquid form all the time. When the pit is 
full, an irrigation pump sprinkles the liquid 
fertilizer over pastures or other crops. 

Paul explained that a ton of hog manure is 
equal to a bag of 12-7-13 fertilizer. And when 
he gets into full operation, in about a year, 
manure from the hogs will be equal to 143 
tons. of 12-7-13, or about $2 per hog. 

After explaining the manure pit, Paul pro- 
ceded to a 10-acre field of suwanee bermuda 
that was planted the first of June and irri- 
gated with 30_tons of liquid manure per acre. 
In addition, 400 pounds of 0-14-14 and a ton 
of lime per acre were used. Less than six 
weeks after planting time, the grass had al- 
most covered the area and was knee-high in 
spots. 

The next stop was a 170-acre field of corn. 
This field. plus another 20-acre patch make 
up the corn acreage Paul planted this year 
for his hogs. He has had to irrigate his corn 
only once this year, and he has not used any 
of the liquid fertilizer from his manure pit. 
However, he plans to use the liquid manure 
in future years. 

Although Paul hesitates to estimate his 
corn yield for this year, Agent Woodham

feels the producer will have plenty of corn 
for the number of\hogs he has. Woodham 
bases his opinion on last year’s yields. He . 
said Paul produced, between 140 and 150 
bushels per acre, especially on his best corn. 
“And I feel he will get that much corn off 
each acre this year,” the agent added.\“When 
he gets into full operation, he may need to 
buy some corn.” Paul says he has storage 
and treating facilities for 50,000 bushels of 
corn. 

“‘There’s one thing I can say about Paul,” 
Agent Woodham commented, “He will really 
be in the hog business when 400 top hogs a 
month are leaving here.” 
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JEFFERSON 
FARMER 
FINDS WAY 
TO 

- COMPETE 
WITH 
NEMATODES 


E, ALLUMS conducted a very convincing 
nematode control demonstration on his 
Jefferson County farm this summer. 

The Bagley community farmer followed 
County.Agent C. H. Johns’, instructions in 
planting two patches of cantaloupes side by 
side. Several weeks before planting time, 
Allums poisoned the soil of one patch, using 
a recommended chemical in the furrow under 
each row and then covering it with soil. The 
other patch was left untreated. 


Later, when the cantaloupe vines had made 
a good growth, Agent Johns and Allums took 
a plant from each patch. They were careful 
to pull up the entire root system of each plant 
so other farmers visiting the demonstration 
could see exactly what effect the chemical 
had on the nematodes. There were plenty of 
nematode knots present on the roots of the 
plant grown in the untreated area. Roots of 
the plant from the treated area were per- 
fectly healthy, said Johns. 

“IT didn’t expect the test to work so well, 
since summer rains kept the ground so wet,” 
commented Johns. He explained that in wet 
weather a plant can put. out additional roots 
dbove the nematode knots and provide nou- 
rishment for the entire plant. 


In-dry weather, surface moisture in the soil 
is unavailable. This condition prevents the 
formation of new roots above the infested 
area of the root system. Instead, roots near

Wood shavings as a Base in the Ite 
to be almost worthless as a protein supple- 
ment. But whete ground corncobs formed 
the base, the litter value went up. As a pro- 
tein supplement in fattening rations for 
steers, the corncob litter contained as much 
as 20 percent crude protein. 

Of course, poultry house [litter will vary 
greatly in crude protein and crude fiber; 
therefore, a chemical analysis should Be made 
of each large batch of litter 
to determine its value and 
the amount that should be 
mixed with a given amount 
of grain. . 

And since wood shavings 
are becoming more scarce as 
a litter material in broiler 
houses, some producers are 
considering using ground 
corncobs, which make good 
litter if they are ground into 
small pieces—that is, pieces 
three-eighths of an inch in diameter or small- 
er. 


NO OFFSPRING HERE, Fifty million ster- 
ile screwworm flies (half of them males) are 
being dropped by planes in the southeastern 
states. The whole thing is a big undertaking 
by southeastern states and USDA to eliminate 
the screwworm problem by pitting these ste- 
rile fellows against native or wild members 
of their species. 

Tests have shown that sterile male screw- 
worm flies can compete successfully with na- 
tive males. A female mates only once, and 
when she mates with a sterile male her eggs 
do not hatch. By continuing the release of 
large numbers of sterile male screwworm flies 
over the infested area, it’s possible to reduce 
the screwworm population and eventually 
eradicate it. 

The technique has been successfully tried 
in three locdtions.. Good results were obtain- 
ed from a field test on Sanibel, a small island 
off the West Coast of Florida, in 1953. In 
1984, the fly was completely eradicated from 
the 170-square-mile island of Curacao in the 
Caribbean. And a pilot-scale operation was 
successful in 1957 over 2,000 square miles of 
area around Orlando, Florida. 


COTTON TO GET METAL BACKBONE, © 

Researchers are out to find whether its 
feasible to use several laboratory-screened 
metal compounds to improve cotton fabrics 
for indoor and outdoor use; - 


If experiments prove successful, cotton 
fabrics will have better resistance to weather- 
ing, mildew, and rot, as well as added flame 
resistance and increased water repellency. 

Metal compounds under study are alumi- 
num, magnesium and cobalt hydroxides, and 
cobalt metaborate. Aluminum and mag- 
nesium hydroxides may increase flame re- 
sistanee, and cobalt metaborate increases 
water repellency.

ouble Potash Use

RE you using the right amount of potash 
under your crops? This question might 
draw an answer like this, “I don’t know,” or 
another, “I guess so,” or still another, “I’m 
using as much as I can afford.” 

But will any one of these answer the ques- 
tion? Certainly not. The only way to know 
whether you’re using the right amount of pot- 
ash is to have your soil tested. Recommenda- 
tions based on soil samples properly taken to 
represent each of your fields will show you 
the exact amount of lime and fertilizer, in- 
cluding potash, needed to make the most re- 
turn for your labor and investment. 

In all the fertilizer used annually in Ala- 
bama, there are only 86,000 tons of potash 
(K,0O). This includes potash in mixed fer- 
tilizers such as 4-12-12, 4-8-16, 0-10-20, and 
others, as well as that in straight materials 


such as muriate of potash. Research shows 
that twice this amount should be used an- 
nually on the present total acreage and crops 
if farmers are to get the highest production 
from their land—assuming, of course, that 
the recommended amounts of lime, nitrogen, 
and phosphate are also used. , 


The importance of controlled fertilization 
of crops may not be appreciated in field 
plantings because a comparison is not avail- 
able here. However, in these pictures from 
experiments conducted at the API Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station, the effect of pot- 
ash on crops can be seen because adjoining 
plots with and without potash were used. 
With each crop, both plots were managed 
identically and received the same lime and 
fertilizer, based on a soil test, except for pot- 
ash, which was not applied to one plot in or- 
der to show its importance. 

The corn showed a much greater difference 
to the eye than it does in the picture because 
the lower leaves of the no-potash plots were 


Picture above, left, 
shows portions of two 
plots of cotton. Each had 
the same treatment ex- 
cept that one received pot- 
ash and the other did not. 
Picture at right shows the 
same experiment with 
white clover. In the no- 
potash plot, the clover 
came up to a good stand. 
But lack of potash in one 
plot resulted in no growth 
of the clover, thus causing 
it to dwindle away to 
nothing. At left can be 
seen the same effects of 
no potash on a corn plot. 


yellow and dying around the edges. This dif- 
ference was reflected in yield last year. 
Where no potash was applied the yield was 
30.9 bushels per acre; with potash the yield 
was 101.7 bushels per acre. 

The cotton plots were located on a field 
where hay had been harvestea for three years 
without applications of potash, and a soil test 
showed potash to be extremely low. The yield 
was only 250 pounds of seed cotton per acre 
where no potash was used, and where over 
120 pounds of potash was applied the yield 
was 1,680 pounds of seed cotton per acre. 

The yield of clover on the first two cut- 
tings amounted to only 875 pounds of dry 
matter per acre where no potash was applied, 
compared to 1,875 pounds with potash. 

Pin-pointing these differences, you can see 
that potash was directly responsible for over 
three times as much corn, more than six times 
as much cotton, and five times as much clover 
per acre. 


Of course, these are extreme conditions, 
but you may be farming anywhere between 
these extremes without knowing why yields 
are not as good as you might expect from your 
land. You can find out if your yield on cer- 
tain fields is limited by fertilizer simply by 
taking soil samples, according to instructions 
that can be obtained from your county agent, 
and sending them to the Soil Testing Labora- 
tory at Auburn, Frequently a eee finds 
that on some fields he has been applying more 
of certain elements than are needed, but less 
of others. By shifting to a grade of fertilizer 
that best fits the need of each particular field 
and crop, he may actually be able to use 
fewer tons of fertilizer and make higher 
yields, 

Lime and fertilizer recommendations made 
by soil and crop scientists at the laboratory 
are based on many years of experience in 
field research. You can be sure they are 
the most reliable recommendations available. 


ALFALFA or COASTAL BERMUDA Hay for Roughage? 


LFALFA or COASTAL BERMUDA 

GRASS? Which is better for dairy cows? 

In recent API Experiment Station tests, al- 

falfa held the lead. Cows fed alfalfa ayv- 

eraged 6.4—percent higher milk production 
than those on coastal. 

Twenty cows were used in two tests—in 
each test five were fed coastal and five, al- 
falfa. Amounts of hay and concentrate fed 
were controlled, chemical composition of 
feeds was determined, and milk weights and 
butterfat percentages were measured. 

The tests revealed that total digestible nu- 
trient content of the two hays was similar. 
However, the digestible protein in the coastal 
was much lower than that of the alfalfa, Cows 
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fed coastal bermuda hay as the only roughage 
face the danger of not getting enough di- 
gestible protein and minerals. This danger 
is greater when the hay is fed to high-pro- 
ducing cows on a wide grain-to-milk ratio 
(one pound of grain to four or more pounds 
of four percent milk). 


Milk production of cows fed coastal ber- 
muda grass was lower than that of cows on 
alfalfa hay. The difference was greater in 
the first test than in the second. In the first, 
when concentrate was fed at the rate of one 
pound of grain to three pounds of milk, cows 
fed alfalfa produced 2.8 pounds more milk 
daily than those fed on coastal. The differ- 
ence was only 0.2 pounds per cow daily in 


the second test when the grain-to-milk ratio 
was one to two. 

These early experiments prove that coastal 
bermuda hay is a poor substitute for alfalfa 
hay when fed to cows on.a grain-to-milk ratio 
of one to three. On the other hand, tests 
show that coastal may be almost equal to al- 
falfa when fed to cows on a grain-to-milk 
ratio of one to two. 

Additional research is under way to’ de- 
termine the effects of coastal hay on milk 
production when the hay is cut at different 
seasons and in varying stages of maturity. Al- 
so, different levels of concentrate feeding are 
being applied in the experiment.

Sounds like well-to- 
do hogs, doesn't it? 

But these conveniences, except for the air 
conditioner, are not for the hogs. They are 
for the owner, Ed Cunningham of Jasper Rt. 
5. 

It all started about.a year ago when Cun- 
ningham and his son, Raymond, bought 12 
registered Landrace sows. Having already 
been bred, all the sows farrowed within a 
two-month period. ‘Most of them farrowed 
during February of this year—the coldest 
month we had,” said County Agent J. C. Bul- 
lington, 

“Knowing Mr. Cunningham, I was some- 
what amused when he came by my office one 
cold morning and asked me if I knew where 
he could get a baby sitter,”” remembered Bul- 
lington. “But he really did need one, because 
he sat up most of the cold nights in February 
with his 12 sows while they farrowed 150 
baby pigs.” 

Cunningham’s baby sitting paid off, though 
—he lost only three of the pigs. “But I'll 
never try that again,” said the hog producer. 

That’s why the farmer has just completed 
a modern farroWing house for the animals. 
Edch sow has her own farrowing jacket with 
electrically heated side pockets for the pigs 
and a private sun porch for the mother. The 
entire building has a concrete floor with a 
two-inch fall from the center to the outside 
walls. This makes cleaning the floor an easy 
job. -An alley down the center of the build- 
ing and one down each side permits the own- 
er to manage the sows and pigs from either 
end of a farrowing jacket. 

Along with the heat lamps and self-feeders,

Cunningham is installing automatic waterers. 
“And the extra outlets are for my coffeemak- 
er and radio—for the next time the sows far- 
row in cold weather,” he said. 

Too, Cunningham is thinking of putting in 
air conditioning to keep the animals comfort- 
able during hot summer months. Of course, 
he would have to make some arrangements 
to close in the sides of the building. “How- 
ever, some modification of his present plans 
for installing drop-side shutters would elim- 
inate this problem. 

Thinking back over the past year’s activi- 
ties, Cunningham sees now that he wasn’t 
quite ready to expand his hog business at the 
time he bought the Landrace sows. “But I’m 
glad I did now, since I’ve weathered the first 
round,” he grinned. 

And Agent Bullington pointed oat that 
with 22 sows—12 Landrace and 10 Hamp- 
shire—Cunningham can market 200 feeder 
pigs annually as easily as the 50 to 75 he has 
been selling each year. The agent added 
that purebred Landrace animals are sold for 
breeding purposes. Market or feeder hogs 
are the products of Cunningham’s crossing his 
Landrace boar on the Hampshire sows. 

To increase efficiency in his feeding and 
management program, Cunningham is plant- 
ing.12 acres of alfalfa this fall. The field 


will be fenced into six two-acre blocks for 
controlled grazing. Bullington said the graz- 
ing will strengthen the hog program from a 
nutritional standpoint and add dollars to the 
producer’s pocketbook.

ANTIBIOTICS NOT EFFECTIVE. Feed- 
ing high levels of antibiotics to laying hens 
failed to increase egg production, improve 
feed conversion, or reduce mortality in Au- 
burn studies. A large group of healthy hens 
that were laying at a low rate were used to 
test response to different levels of Terramycin 
or 3-Nitro. Their rate of production showed 
no greater production for the group fed the 
antibiotic than the control group. 


BURNING QUAIL RANGE. Controlled 
burning is a useful tool for quail preserve 
management. Alabama Wildlife Research 
Unit experiments near Auburn show that 
partridge peas can be maintained with peri- 
odie spring burning. Upland fields growing 
up in undesirable vegetation can be managed 
for quail by controlled burning. Periodic 
spring burning keeps quail range open and 
are! ‘eam the ground coverage of quail food 
plants, 


EVEN-AGED FORESTS. Even-aged forests 
with adequate stocking are highly productive. 
Such forests can be developed by clear-cut- 
ting in narrow strips. In Barbour County, 
two-chain wide, alternate strips were clear- 
cut. On adjacent strips, about 80 trees per 
acre were left to reseed the area. This re- 
sulted in a well stocked, even-aged pine for- 
est on the entire area. 


MUM CARE. Most hardy mum varieties 
overwinter safely in outdoor research plots 
at Auburn. Remains of flowering stems are 
cut within three inches of the ground immedi- 
ately after the first killing frost. Good drain- 
age is needed to prevent water-logging dur- 
ing the winter. A mulch of pine straw or 
similar loose organic material is applied two 
to three inches deep around the plants and 
an inch deep over them. 


CONTROLLING POULTRY WORMS. Con- 
trolling tapeworms and round worms is im- 
portant for poultrymen. Surveys in Alabama 
revealed serious worm infections in many 
flocks. Research at Auburn shows two im- 
portant steps in round worm and tapeworm 
control by breaking the life cycle: (1) good 
sanitation, such as routine cleaning of houses 
and yards, and (2) worming with effective 
drugs. For round worms, either piperazine, 
phenothiazine, or nicotine is used. Tin com- 


| S-h are recommended for tapeworm con- 
ol. 


_PINES AND BAMBOO. A small patch of 
pine and bamboo can supply needed mulch- 
ing material and stakes for gardens. A small 
area of waste land has been used to good ad- 
vantage for this purpose at Auburn. In ad- 
dition to garden use, bamboo is in demand 
for fishing poles and for decorative usgs. 
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EARLY ROOTKNOT CONTROL TREAT- 
MENTS. Making rootknot control treatments 
six weeks before planting vegetable crops 
prevents crop damage by the chemicals. Late 
winter or early spring applications of ethy- 
lene dibromide (Dowfume) or 1,3 dichloro- 
propene mixture (DD) gave good results. 
Two methods of applying were satisfactory 
in Auburn studies: (1) applying six to eight 
inches deep ‘in rows and bedding, and (2) 
broadcast treating six to eight inches deep in 
well prepared soil.

COUNTY SCHOOL — 
ENROLLMENT SHOWS 
GAIN OVER 1957 


Shelby county schools show an 
increase of 220 in the enrollment 
at the end of the first month of the 
school year, as compared with tie 
first month of 1957. 

The total enrollment of the 25 
schools is 7583, as compared with 
7863 last year. The highest enroll- 
ment is at Vincent where 939 pupils 
are in both high school and the 
elementary divisions. 

The second highest enrollment 
is 914 at Thompson High School, 
Siluria. Columbiana has a total en- 
rollment of 908 with 460 in High 
School and 448 in the Elementary 
School, At Montevallo the enroll- 
ment is 796 and at Calera, 601. 
Both divisions are included from 
these two schools. 

The Shelby County Training 
School, Columbiana, has an en- 
rollment of 381. At Prentice High, 
Montevallo, the enrollment is 376 
in High School, only. 

Eighteen of the schools show an 
increase in enrollment over the 
past year. 

The average daily attendance for 
the month for all the schools was 
7293; an average of 96 per cent 
for all the schools. Montevallo had 
the highest average for the high 
schools; Maylene was first of the 
elementary schools.

Old Age aS Get 
Average of $50.80 


Shelby County old age pensioners 
on an average during August had 
income and resources of $14.14 in 
addition to their pension checks 
which averaged $36.66. “Thus on 
an average they have had about 
| $50.80.” 

An analysis of all old age pension 
| recipients in the State in August 
/showed that 69.47 percent had 
some income and resources. The 
payments were less for this group 
than-for~the-30.53—-percent with 
nothing but their pension. 

In Shelby County, the number 
of recipients with some income 
and resources was 893 or 170.78 
percent. Variations from the State 
average were dut to such factors as 
social security coverage, whether 
people raised produce to sell, and 
how many had contributions such 
as a place to live. 

One thing that eccounti for the 
larger number in this county with 
income and resources is the number 
who have contributions in cash or 
in kind. 

It is encouraging to note that 
the average pensioner has had 
close to $50.00 ‘a month from both 
;the present monthly payment of 
| $36.66 and income and resourcés.

En Route to Africa. Oct. 16. 
Although ocean water is now of 
no use for drinking or household 
| purposes, it has much mineral 
wealth. One cubic mile of sea 
water contains five million tons of 
magnesium. The magnesium in this 
sea water has heretofore been used 
largely for medicinal ‘purposes; 
but now it is being extracted from 
the ocean for the construction of 
| airplanes, It has the best comb- 
ination of strength and light- 
ness of any metal. It has been 
found that sea water also contains 
much bismuth, bromine, and iodine, 
as well as sodium and other salts. 
The Dow Chemical Company has 
a large plant at Freeport, Texas, 
for the extraction of these minerals 
from sea water. Merck & Com- 
pany of Rahway, New Jersey, is 
also experimenting along this line. 
This is an industry which is sure 
to grow; but a right location is 
essential. Harbor water is to im- 
pure, hence a factory to process 
| sea water should be built out on 
|@ promontory in clear ocean water. 
The plant should be located so that 
the natural ocean water can come 
in on one side of the promontory 
and the treated water pass out on 
the other side, thus avoiding mix- 
ing of the treated and untreated 
water. 

There are also plants where the 
sea water is treated to secure 
fresh water. This is now an ex- 
pensive process; but the business 
is growing. As more economical 
methods are discovered for extract- 
ing the salt, the treated water will 
be used for irrigation. The soil of 
deserts is especially rich because 
the rains have never washed the 
minerals away from it. Hence 
when such dry land can be irrigat- 
ed with either fresh water or 
treated ocean water, the soil pro- 
duces marvelous crops. Let me add 


mal rainfall is constantly losing 
its mineral and other values, yes 
these minerals are being carried 
down the rivers into the oceans, 
which are constantly increasing 
their mineral content. My ship is 
now in the midst of great potential 
wealth.

Saint Helena, Oct. 23. -I was 
taught that Napoleon Bonaparte 
was # very wonderful man. When 
attending the .Gloucester (Mass.) 
crowned Emperor, he thought that 
won a prize for an essay on Napo- 
leon! When I am in Paris cabbies 
always point out to me various 
landmarks associated with Nap- 
oleon. But recently I have been 
studying the life of Napoleon as 
recorded by modern _ historians. 
My present conclusion is that Nap- 
oleon was really a terrific “gang- 
ster’, or more politely, an ad- 
venturer and wrecker. 


WHO WAS NAPOLEON ? 


Napoleon was born in 1769 om 
the Island of Corsica. He had 
vsrious brothers and sisters. He 
was bad tempered, selfish, and 
overbearing; but had a good mo- 
ther. Through the French goverr-' 
ment of Corsica he secured ad- 
mission to a military school in 
Paris from which he graduated 
in 1785. He became an unimpor- 
tant officer in the artillery. He 
apparently secured no recogni- | 
tion until an uprising of the lib- 
erals in Paris when he took a 
courageous stand and helped save 
the Directory which then controll- 
ed France. He married a charm- 
ing woman, Josephine, who help- 
ed him in his ambitions. 


At the age of 27 Napoleon was 
sent to Italy, which France was 
then attempting to make a colony. 
Napoleon was successful in this 
campaign but treated the Italians 
with barbarous severity. Having 
become master of Italy, he started 
forth to conquer Egypt so as to 


become a “second Caesar.” He, 
however, was stopped by the 
British under Nelson. Napoleon 


was therefore cut off from France 
But by murdering his prisoners 
and forsaking his own army he 
_back to Paris. France at the 
time, was beset by financial spec- 
ulation which, fortunately for 
Napoleon, he had kept free of. He 
immediately went into politics, 
promising everything to a poor 
and unemployed nation. Napoleon 
was appointed “First Consul” and 
put the people to sleep with a good 
dose of inflation. This story should 
be read by every Americarf as a 
warning as to what may happen in 
the U.S.A. - 
Learning that he could not give 
the people of France all his po- 


| army collapsed. He 


escaped to 
Paris, only to be demoted and sent 
to Elba, not as a prisoner, but as 
ruler of this small attractive is- 
land. 

THE FAMOUS “100 DAYS” 


While Napoleon was resting in 
the lovely climate and scenery of 
Elba, he was thinking hard. He 
finally came to the conclusion that 
England was France’s real enemy. 
Thereupon, he caught a passing 
fishing boat to take him to -rance. 
He reappeared in Paris, aie 
cause of his eloquence and m- 
ises was given permission to raise 
another army and give an ulti- 
matum to Wellington, the famous 
English General, which he reject- 
ed. Within 100 days ftom 
Napoleon’s return to Paris, a great 
battle had taken place and Na- 
poleon was completely routed and 
captured. He was taken to the Is- 
land of Saint Helena, where I am 
today. He lived there six years and 
died with a broken heart, a man 
hated by the world. 

The people of Saint Helena be- 
lieve there, surely will be a World 
Wer III; but whether it will be 
started by Khrushchev of Russia, 
or Mao of China, or de Gaulle of 
men are of Napoleon’s nature, 
France they are not sure. These 
crazy for power and more power; 
all have atomic bombs. The U. S, 
will some day learn that neither 
economic laws nor spiritual laws 
can be suspended by any Congress. 
Our people may even resort to a 
dictator to free us from inflation, 
all-powerful labof jeaders, 
weak politians. The people- of 
Saint Helena are waiting to have 
one of these four men “dumped” 
upon them! I would like to erect 
a monument here in St. Helena

ITH the November Congres- 
sional elections upon us, 
both political parties are grinding 
the edges of their political swords 
in the great battle for votes. 

As expected, and predicted, the 
recession ig the biggest “‘issue’”’ 
where both the Republicans and 
Democrats are concerned. Ob- 
servers say the Democrats are 
generally contending that the re- 
cession was brought on by the 
fact that the -Rresident turned the 
nation’s economic policies over to 
big businessmen who were inter- 
ested primarily in big business; 
and that the Administration's ef- 
forts to curb the recession-and 
bring about a ‘‘readjustment”’ 
were ineffective and turned a trend 
into a full-blown recession. 

Republicans, on the other hand, 
say that the downturns in econom- 
ic activity were overcome by time- 
ly and moderate government. ac- 
tion without .esort to excessive 
spending; and, additionally, over 
the past six years the U. S. has 
enjoyed the greatest prosperity 
in its history. 

Our “space program” is an is- 
sue, probably with the missile de- 
velopment program catching. the 
most attention of the voting pub- 
lic. Democrats argue that the Ad- 
ministration has told the nation 


that our program has beén allow- 
ed to lag while the Russians have 
forged far ahead. Republicans 
point out that the U. S. has no mis- 


sile program worth mentioning 
between 1945 and 1951, the six 
years during which the Russians 
obviously laid the groundwork for 
their large rocket program. 

Foreign policy, ~f course, is a 
perennial campxign issue. The 
Democrats tell voters that our 
foreign policy has deteriorated 
to the extent that we must rely 
on “brute force’’—the sending of 
troops, such as to Lebanon— 
when things get out of hand. Re- 
publicans counter with the argu- 
ment that International Commu- 
nism extended its control over 700 
million people in 15 countries 
under Democrat administrations 
. » « the record since 1953 shows 
defense of the free world strength- 
ened in Southeast Asia, Free Chi- 
na, Korea, Middle East, Guate- 
mala, Iran. 

Some Democrats point to Sher- 
man Adams, Bernard Goldfine and 
the vicuna coat as symbols of in- 
fluence ‘seeking; the Republicans 
point backward to the Truman ad- 
ministration. 

Republicans argue that the only 

civil rights legislation in over 80 
years was enacted under the Re- 
publican administration; Demo- 
crats say that to the Administra- 
tion and the majority of Republi 
cans, civil rights are purely! a 
matter of partisan politics. 
_ Labor, national defense and ag- 
riculture are also: issues being 
talked about by the candidates.

An ordinance to provide for the 
construction of a sanitary sewer 
system and a sewage treatment 
Plant. i 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and 
Town Council of the Town of Ala- 
baster, Alabama, as follows: 


SECTION 1. That a sewage treat- 
ment plant be constructed in the 
northwest section of said Town 
between the west right of way line 
of the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad and Buck Creek on a 
parcel of land more particularly 
described as beginning at a point 
in the west right of way line of 
said Railroad, said point being a 
survey point 1100 feet north of 
Mile Post No. 413; thence along 
said west right of way line north 
a distance of 208 feet; thence 97 
degrees 42 minutes left a distance 
of 208 feet; thence 82 degrees 18 
minutes left a distance of 208 feet; 
thence 97 dégrees 42 minutes left

Yet 
there ‘are other far more important 
things which few readers realize. 
For instance, that an acre of good 
sea floor can produce nine tons 
of clam meat, agaiast one ton of 
beef, pork, or lamb on an acre of 
pasturage. On land we farm only 
a few inches of topsoil, but the 
water turns out vegetable mater in 
far greater quantities and of far 
greater value. The ocean has a 
producing potential 200 times that 
of the land. 

The valuable mines of the world 
today will be found in the ocean. 
We have barely begun to tap the 
chemical resources of oceans, 
rivers, and lakes, which contain 
most of the mineral wealth which 
has been washed off the land dur- 
ing millions of years. This includes 
hoards of gold, silver, iron, copper. 
lead, and, of course, magnesium 
and iodine. This is my first thought 
as I land in South Africa. 


WHAT OF THE FUTURE? 


Readers really interested in the 
subject should visit the institu- 
tion founded by the Rockefellers 
at Woods Hole, Massachusetts. 
This instution has_ six vessels a - 
float withheavy -cables to dredge 
the floor of the ocean several miles 
down. Many mines on land are de- 
veloping ore discovered a mile or 
more below the surface ,while oil 
wells extend down two or three 
miles. The oceans which we know, 
however is only as far down as fish- 
érmen can operate nets and drag- 
gers, the distance of a few hundred 
feet: The Navy is just waking up to 
the great importance of oceano- 
graphy, as the next war will be 
fought both in the air and under the 
water. 

I am much pleased that the gov- 
ernment has selected Gloucester, 
Massachusetts, where I was born 
and raised, as the location of its 
fisheries laboratory. This lab- 
oratory’s first work will be in con- 
nection with discovering, catching, 
processing, and marketing fish 
products. I hope, however, it will 
begin the study of the wealth of 
the ocean in other ways, as is now 
being done in Africa. Readers will 
probably be offered stocks of new 
companies which will build private 
laboratories in the U. S., because 
a cubic mile of sea water contains 
more than 5,000,000 tons of useful 
essential chemicals. The most ac- 
tive U. S. Company in this field 
today is the Dow Chemical Com- 
pany, which has been successfully 
securing magnesium -from sea 
water. Recently Merck & Company 
has been using this product to 
produce milk of magnesia, citrate 
of magnesia, and antacid powders. 
These last are extensively used in 
making steel, rubber, and ink. I 
2m giving special attention to 
learning what Africa is doing 
along these lines.

Being peaceful ourselves is not 
enough, for what Jesus said was, 
“Blessed are the PEACE-MAK- 
ERS.” 

Then we must be kind to our 
enemies, said Jesus. This seems to 
be a difficult requirement, so dif- 
ficult indeed that it almost deter- 
mines whether or not a person is 
a Christian. 

It does not seem too difficult for 
us to love God, in our own limited 
way, for we know he loves us. But 
when it comes to loving our neigh- 
bor, the one in want and distress, 


and especially.our enemy — well, 
that is something.

Poultry Industry Growing 
MoreProducersExpected

LABAMA’S poultry industry is geared for 

further expansion both in broiler and 

egg production. And this expansion will take 

place during the next few years unless unfore- 

seen events occur. Poultrymen and prospec- 

tive poultrymen should study*available oppor- 
tunities in this program, 

During the past 10 years poultry has moved 
up in Alabama from the rank of a minor 
source of income to the number one producer 
of farm cash. This growth has*been* faster 
than that of any other farm enterprise in the 
state. 

As this year comes to a close Alabama and 
Arkansas seem to be vying for second place 
in national broiler production. Before the 
end of the year, however, I believe Alabama 
will claim that position. Georgia, the number 
one producer, is the only other state that’s 
far ahead of the rest of the nation. 


Looking back to 1948, records show that 
Alabama produced six million broilers. Esti- 
mates for this year predict this state will 
place 130 million broilers—over 20 times as 
many as in 1948. Also, Alabama is leading 
all states in percentage increase this year over 
last year. 

Growth in egg production has not been so 
rapid, although Alabama is the only southern 
state that has shown an increase in egg pro- 
a duction in 1958 over a year 
ago. This increase was about 
six percent for the first half 
of this year, which places 
Alabama sixth in egg pro- 
duction in the 16 South At- 
lantic and South Central 
states. States leading Ala- 
bama are Texas, North Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Kentucky, and 
. phon nenggid In spite of in- 

creases, however, we are 
inhi producing only 65 to 70 per- 
cent of the eggs consumed in the state. Con- 
sumers are spending at least $14 million per 
year for out-of-state eggs. 

Just why am I optimistic about the future 
expansion of the poultry industry in Ala- 
bama? I believe broiler and egg production 
will continue to expand for the following rea- 
sons: 


BROILER PRODUCTION: 


1. Experts predict that consumption of 
broiler meat will continue to increase. It has 
increased from about four to-20-pounds per 
capita in the last 10 years. 

2. Broiler meat is being produced more 
cheaply than other meats. 

8.. Processing plants are expanding to 
handle more broilers, and these plants are 
conveniently located, which will reduce mar- 
keting costs. 

4. More feed mills are providing cheaper 
feed and better services.

5. Hatcheries are available and capable 
of rapid expansion. 

6 Capital for broiler production is more 
plentiful than in previous years. 

7. Alabama producers have as much 
“know-how” as growers in other states. 

8. Bulk feeding, which reduces feed costs 
about four dollars per ton, is gaining in popu- 
larity. 

9. Cheaper housing and lower brooding 
costs are advantages in Alabama. 

ant Income from broilers is urgently need- 
ed. 

11. Broilers. are adapted to both part- 
time and full-time farming. 

12. All phases of the poultry industry are 
set up for an expansion program. 


EGG PRODUCTION: 

1. We produce only two-thirds of our 
table egg needs, and many of our hatching 
eggs are produced outside the state. 

2. Egg production has received more at- 
tention by the-poultryindustry..during the 
past two years than before. 

Egg contracts are becoming available. 

4. Marketing facilities and arrangements 
have improved and further improvement. is 
planned by both private and cooperative 
groups, 

5. Hatcheries, feed mills, feed dealers, 
lending agencies, and egg markets are well 
established and plan to increase business and 
services. 


6. Alabama farmers can compete on a 
fairly equal basis with growers in other states. 

7. Enough farmers like the egg business 
and need the additional income to bring about 
a big expansion. 

Now, just who will take advantage of these 
opportunities in the broiler and egg business? 
Some think this expansion will be made by a 
relatively small number of large growers. 
Certainly, most of us will agree that volume 
production and marketing is essential for an 
economical operation. And the size of a 
profitable operation will vary from farm to 
farm. But, even though the trend is definite- 
ly toward larger operations, my observations 
in all sections of the state reveal there is still 
a place for 500-hen floecks—and 8,000-bird 
broiler operations. However, small producers 
will have to be very efficient and assured of 
good markets to stay in the game. 

Under present conditions the minimum size 
of a commercial egg flock should be not less 
than 500 to 1,000 hens for a supplementary 
source of income, If eggs are to be a major 
source of income, at least 2,000 to 3,000 hens 
should be kept. Recent studies show that you 
can expect $1.50 to $2.50 per hen per year 
return for labor and investment, if good man- 
agement practices are followed. The value 
of the poultry manure as a fertilizer would 
be in addition to this per-hen income.

OTHER T. GOSSETT found that poultry 
and hogs is the ideal way to expand farm 
income without additional land, 

Faced with a land shortage problem, this 
Cherokee County farmer had to either buy 
more land or get higher per-acre returns 
when his three sons came back home’ to the 
240-acre Alexis community farm. 

Since additional land couldn’t:be bought, 
the only way to increase the income provided 
by cotton and truck crops was to go the hog 
and layer route. And with four families de- 
pending on the farm for their living, no time 
could be wasted. 

The first step toward a well-rounded hog 
program was to build a farrowing house close 
to each son’s home, locating the main unit 
at the home place. With each son—Leon, 
L, T. Jr., and-H. R.—pitching in, the four 
units, varying in size from two to eight stalls, 
were soon taking shape. To cut costs to a 
minimum, they used mostly scrap lumber 
found on the farm. The big. cost was a con- 
crete floor and roofing for each of the houses. 

“By doing all the carpentry work our- 
selves,” said Gossett, “we built the farrowing 
houses for about $300 each. This includes

extra equipment, like guard rails to protect 
the baby pigs, electrical wiring, and heat 
lamps. We haven’t installed running water 
yet, but we’re hoping to do so before next 
spring.” 

When the Centre Rt. 2 farmer completed 
the farrowing houses, he decided to try his 
hand at producing registered Landrace pigs 
for breeding purposes instead of growing out 
market hogs. “I knew that I didn’t have 
enough land on the farm to produce feed for 
a large number of shotes, but with this set- 
up I.can carry a pig for a short time after 
weaning without a large feed supply,” ex- 
plained the Cherokee County farmer. “Then 
they are sold to buyers in Alabama, Georgia, 
and even in Tennessee for breeding.” 

According to, County Agent J. J. Young, 
Gossett has very little trouble selling the pigs. 
“In fact,” declared the agent, “he has trouble 
keeping enough of the animals for his own 
herd replacement needs.” 

The Gossett family’s 18-sow herd is made 
up of the best stock that could be obtained. 
And, trying always to make the best better, 
Gossett and his sons are members of the Na- 
tional Landrace Breeders Association and are 
taking part in the association’s certification 
program. “In this program,” pointed out 
Gossett, “litter weights are checked at wean- 
ing, thus rating the sow according to the 
weight of the litter she produces. A recently 
weighed litter of one of my sows will qualify 
the animal for a three-star rating. The lit- 
ter averaged 352 pounds at 56 days. In ad- 
dition to the Landrace association, I’m partici- 
pating in the Alabama Sow Testing program 
and have recently had one sow to qualify for 
a gold certificate. This animal produced a 
litter that weighed 350 pounds at weaning 
time.” 

Turning to the feed program for the meat 
animals, Gossett told Young that he has about 
40 acres of corn that will produce close to 50 
bushels per acre. This is feed for the sows 
and their litters plus three registered Land- 
race boars. “Even with the 2000 bushels of 
corn,” explained Gossett, “I will have to buy 
some grain to feed the 280 to 290 pigs that 
are produced within a year’s time. 

“On the whole, we feel that we’re doing 
well with our hog operation and I think we 
will be as well satisfied with the hatching 
egg business that we started this spring,” he

Back when he was a 13-year-old 
Cherokee County 4-H’er he planted 
an acre of pine seedlings. Today 
those seedlings are young trees and 
the location is ideal for the new 
home the Gossetts plan to build in 
the near future. 

The Gossetts now have a two- 
year-old son, Mike, who will be car- 
rying on the 4-H work before too 
many years. And Leon definitely 
plans for young Mike to have a for- 
estry project. 

-Since-moving back to the home 
place in the Alexis community, Leon 
has worked closely with his father 
and two brothers in starting new in- 
come producers on the farm (details 
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farmer is using his experiences with 
4-H poultry and hog projects to nail 
down a future for his family. 

And judging by the foresight 
Leon had at 13, there’s small doubt 
that he’ll succeed in the poultry and 
hog business.

The layer units were provided in about the 
same way as the hog houses. Gossett and 
his sons each built a layer house that ranges 
from 1200- to 1500-bird capacity. The total 
capacity for the entire farm will run close 
to 4800 hens. 

“As in the construction of the ‘hae farrow- 
ing houses, we saved a lot of money by every- 
one doing his share in putting up the layer 
houses,” proudly declared Leon Gossett. “‘The 
total cost of each house was about $1700. 
However, this sum doesn’t include the equip- 
ment or the automatic watering system which 
will be put in before the pullets come into 
production this fall.” 
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AN you afford an average loss of 33 
pounds of beef gain per animal simply 
because of a muddy feedlot? 

Certainly not. That’s almost $10 per head, 
based on the recent market price for choice 
grade animals. On 100 head—why, that’s 
$1000! 

But it’s true that many of our beef cattle- 
men take such losses each year, not realizing 
that knee-deep mud in the feedlot is the profit 


- stealer. 


Studying an experiment conducted by the 
Purdue University Agricultural Experiment 
Station will show us where the profits go in 
a muddy feedlot. Sure, Purdue University is 
a long way from Alabama. But cattle eat 
and put on gains here just as they do in 
LaFayette, Indiana. 

When beef cattle were subjected to a mud- 
dy area adjacent to the feed trough, the con- 
dition placed a stress on the animals which 
detracted from their daily gain, feed con- 
sumption, feed efficiency, and general well- 
being. 

On the other hand, gains made by animals 
on concrete feeding platforms more than paid 
for construction costs the first year. 

In 1955, two lots of 14 two-year-old Here- 
ford steers each were fed identical rations. 
Animals in lot I, which was the dirt lot, were 
fed green forage, chopped twice daily direct- 
ly from the fields and fed according to the 
appetite of the steers. The forage consisted 
of a mixture of alfalfa, ladino clover, brome, 
and timothy. Cattle had free access to a min- 
eral mixture of two parts bonemeal to one 
part salt, plus loose salt in another box. 

Animals in lot II, which had a 16-foot- 
wide concrete slab in front of the trough, 
were fed the same ration. The experiment 
ran from May 5 to August 25—a period of 
112 days. Both lots were open to weather 
except for sheltered bedding areas located 
on high ground at the rear of the lots. 

Séveral drenching rains throughout the 
trial kept the soil quite muddy. This condi- 
tion was especially noticeable near the feed- 
ing trough in the lot which had no platform. 
In fact, the mud near the feeding trough was 
belly-deep much of the time. 
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A muddy feed- 
lot cuts beef 
gains, encourages 
diseases, and 
soaks up valuable 


Concrete slabs or some other type of solid footing 
will pay for itself in a steer-feeding operation. Even 
high, well-drained feeding areas become boggy during 
the long, wet winter months. Check your feeding lot 
—it might pay you to pour a concrete slab in front of 
each feed trough. 


. In the lot with the 16-foot-wide concrete 
strip in front of the feed trough, the average 
gain per steer was 95 pounds, compared to 
only 62 pounds for each steer confined to the 
unpaved lot. Each steer on concrete gained 
83 additional pounds. The steers in the un- 
paved lot ate less total feed, but each one 
required 85 pounds more feed to make a 
pound of gain. 

Income from this extra beef means that the 
concrete slabs are profitable. Too, manure 
can be easily saved from the concrete slab, 
but on the dirt (muddy) floor, most of it is 
churned into the soil. 

Two results are definite, based on the ex- 
periment: 


1. Feeding steers on a concrete platform, 
compared to feeding in the mud, will increase 
daily gain and improve feed efficiency. 


2. In areas and on soils where mud is a 
problem in feedlots, a concrete feeding plat- 
form will definitely improve the performance 
of cattle, 


In dry weather, when the feedlot is prac- 
tically free from mud, there is no advantage 
in feeding on a concrete platform.

BEES SERVE A DUAL PURPOSE—R. L. Strick- 
land of DeKalb County gets a good crop of honey from 
his 13 hives of bees, plus cross-pollination for his crops 
and those of neighboring farms. The Dawson Rt. 1 
farmer started his bee-raising venture 10 years ago 
with two wild swarms. Since that time he has in- 
creased the number by hiving all the bees from the 
original swarms.

Bb Hiag: won two things will affect cotton pro- 
duction in 1959! (1) A new federal law 
and (2) termination of the acreage reserve 
part of the Soil Bank. 

The new law offers farmers a production 
@hoice, provided growers approve marketing 
quotas as required by law. Farmer choice: 

(A) He may elect to grow his crop in com- 
pliance with his regular upland cotton acre- 
age allotment, in which case he will be eli- 
gible for the full level of price support avail- 
able for the crop (not less than 80 percent 
of parity for 1959), or 

(B) He may increase his upland cotton 
acreage by not more than 40 percent over his 
regular farm allotment and be eligible for 
price support at a level which is 15 percent 
of parity less than the level available under 
Choice A. 

Tn 1960 farmers will have a similar choice 
but the increase for Choice B 
farms has not been determin- 
ed. If any person operates 
more than one farm with an 
upland cotton acreage allot- 
ment, he must elect the same 
choice for all his farms. He 
may not elect Choice A for 
one farm and Choice B for 
another. 

After 1960, farmers will 
receive their regular cotton 
acreage allotments, and 
price support will be available at levels de- 
termined by the Secretary within specified 
limits (from 70 to 90 percent of parity for 
1961, and from 65 to 90 percent of parity 
thereafter). 

Additional facts needed about this law can 
be obtained from your county ASC office or 
from your county agent. 

My hope is that Alabama farmers will 
plant more acres to cotton in 1959 than in 
1958. Cotton is a very important crop and 
we need to hold onto at least a reasonable 
acreage for Alabama. This can’t be accom- 
plished unless we plant our cotton.

It appears now that Alabama farmers will 
look back at 1958 as a reasonably good year 
for them—especially full-time farmers who 
have enough land and other essentials to good 
farming. 

With favorable weather, corn yields hit a 
new high—32 bushels per acre. The previous 
high was 80 bushels in 1955. Yields of cot- 
ton, peanuts, and other crops were above av- 
erage or better. 

These facts are causing farmers to face the 
future with more confidence. Those who are 
full-time farmers with adequate land and 
other essentials continue to have satisfactory 
returns from farming.

These three facts challenge serious think- 
ing by farmers who are planning for the fu- 
ture: 

1)- Total production of grains and other 
seed crops attained a new high level in 1958. 
So we have lots of feed. 

2) The trend of cattle is from slaughter 
to feedlots and pastures where grazing is ad- 
equate, 

83) A big pig crop is on the way—up 
about 17 percent. 

These facts will affect livestock prices next 
year. More animals from breeding and more 
feed may lower prices—probably will. One 
way to cope with lower prices is to hold pro- 
duction costs to the lowest feasible level.

OME of the best pies, pastries, cakes, and 
doughnuts you ever ate were made by 
using LARD as the shortening.

Fertilizer O.K. For Yard-Planted Pines 


bY it pay to pour fertilizer into your 
forestry project? 
According to API Extension Forester Ike 


Martin, there is no available research that 
proves fertilizing forestry projects is profit- 
able. In fact, experiments show that large- 
scale fertilization in the woods is not a good 
practice. 

On the other hand, Martin pointed out that 
landowners who wish to speed up growth of 
yard-planted pines or young pine tree areas 
that are to be sold for building lots may be 
justified in fertilizing. 

“Such-was-the-case of one Houston County 
farmer,” said County Agent George McMil- 
lan. J. T. Hughes, a Dothan Rt. 1 cotton, hog, 
and peanut farmer, does a good job of manag- 
ing natural stands of timber on his 525-acre 
farm. He even built a modern farm home 
with lumber cut from his forest area. But 
Hughes got interested in the forestry project 
sponsored by the First National Bank of Do- 
than and decided to try his hand at planting 
a few seedlings just for the experience. 

In explaining the project, Agent McMillan 
- said that W. D. Malone, chairman of the 
bank’s board of directors, started out 11 -years 
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ago to promote forestry among farmers and 
other landowners in the county. Each year 
the bank purchases some 50 to 60 thousand 
seedlings through the state nursery. Last 
year some 8,000 people received 60,000 seed- 
lings to beautify their homes or to use as 
screens between the house and other build- 
ings. Of course, Malone’s primary objective 
was to get the landowners forestry minded 
so they would purchase additional trees on 
their own to plant larger areas. 

But getting back to Hughes and his ferti- 
lizer story, McMillan said the farmer used 
the trees he received through the Malone 
project to beautify his home. Hughes plant- 
ed the seedlings in the front yard and across 
the road to screen the barn from the house. 

The young seedlings, planted in January 
of 1956, have grown to an average height of 
11 feet in less than three growing seasons. 
The reason for this fast growth was the heavy 
fertilizer applications Hughes used. During 
the three years the trees received 4-12-12 
at a rate of one-half, pound per tree, cotton- 
seed meal at about the same rate, and all 
the manure from the barn was scattered 
around the trees. _

Size of broiler operations is also increasing. 
Most producers in the state started with one 
broiler house of 6,000- to 10,000-capacity 
and have built additional houses. At present, 
most farmers who grow broilers as a full-time 
job have a 20,000- to 30,000-bird capacity. 
The farmer who has broilers as a part of a 
general farming program should keep at least 
6,000 to 10,000 broilers. 

These smaller operations should return a 
$1500 to $2,000 annual income for labor and 
investment. The 20,000-bird operation 
should give an annual income for labor and 
investment of $4800 to $5200. 

In the future, a poultryman will have to be 
an efficient producer. Unless he can get 42 
to 50 pounds of liveweight for each 100 
pounds of feed used, he will probably be 
forced out of business. And to maintain a 
profitable egg operation, a poultryman must 
get a dozen eggs from each four and one-half 
to five pounds of feed: Management prac- 
tices for high efficiency will receive major 
attention by future successful poultrymen. 

Quality production in both broilers and 
eggs will become increasingly important. And 
Federal inspection of broilers will place more 
emphasis on top quality. If Alabama con- 
tinues to expand in egg production, poultry- 
men must improve the quality of eggs pro- 
duced, 

Housing and equipment will get closer in- 
spection by poultrymen who expect to stay in 
the business. More producers will be using 
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County, has around 80 brood cows, of which 
half are registered Angus. 

“Winter feed has been our big problem,” 
pointed out the cattleman. “Getting animals, 
especially registered ones, through the win- 
ter in good condition is important, but buying 
the feed is too expensive,” he declared. 

“That’s why Gibson took steps this year 
to produce enough home-grown feed to carry 
the animals through the cold weather,” said 
Assistant County Agent Macon Tidwell. “He 
used 10 of his 68 acres of corn, plus 10 acres 
of Tracy sorghum, to fill a 150-ton silo,” the 
agent explained. 

And when the trench silo was filled, Gibson 
did a wise thing—he bought a piece of poly- 
ethylene plastic large enough to cover the 115 
by 14-foot silage ditch. 

According to Tidwell, less than two inches 
of spoilage takes place when plastic covers 
and sawdust are used to cap the silage. He

A Recipe For You 
-PASTRY -- 


1 teaspoon salt 
4-6 tablespoons cold water 


2 cups flour 
% cup lard 


Sift flour, measure, add salt, and sift again. 
Cut in lard until particles are about the size 
of dried peas. Add cold water, a little at a 
time, mixing quickly and evenly through flour 
with a fork until dough just holds in a ball. 
Use as little water as possible. Chill before 
rolling. This makes enough pastry for a two- 
crust 9-inch pie. Roll half the dough to 
about one-eighth inch in thickness and line 
pie pan, allowing one-half inch of the. pie 
crust to extend over the edge if filling is to 
be added before baking. Roll out remaining 
pastry, making several gashes or a design 
witha fork or knife-to allow escape of steam, 
and place over filling. Allow top crust to overy 
lap lower crust. Fold top crust under the 
lower. Crimp edges. Bake according to di- 
rections in pie recipe. 


automatic equipment, central heating sys- 
tems, and bulk feed.

went on to explain that Mississippi Experi- 
ment Station tests showed that when felt and 
sawdust were used, four to six-inches of spoil- 
age was the result. With straw and dirt as 
the cover, eight to 10 inches spoiled. And 
bob ae no cover was used, 10 to 12 inches were 
ost. 


As for the value of silage in a beef cattle 
wintering program, Tidwell said, “Tests show 
that sorghum silage plus a good concentrate 
produced 1.46 pounds of daily gain when fed 


to 500- to 600-pound steers. Corn silage plus 
the concentrate gave a daily gain of 1.98 
pounds. So it’s reasonable to assume that a 
corn-sorghum silage plus a good concentrate 
will put a daily gain of 114 to 134 pounds on 
your animals.” 

Of course Gibson isn’t depending on silage 
altogether. He plants oats and rye for win- 
ter grazing and later combines the oats for 
grain. Last year he had 60 acres planted in 
the two crops and combined 11 tons of oats 
after grazing the crop all winter. 

In addition, Gibson has saved between 200 
and 800 tons of hay this year to start his win- 
ter feeding program. With this amount of 
hay plus the silage, his cattle should be able 
to span the cool season in good*tondition. 
Then, come spring, they will again graze 175 
acres of improved pasture, including bahia, 
coastal bermuda, Kentucky fescue, and white 


clover.

Start Home Orchard In December

half-acre home orchard will give a family 

more enjoyment and better eating and 

cut down on the annual food bill as much as 
any other one item on the farm. 

Besides providing fresh apples, peaches, 
berries, grapes, figs, and other fruits in sea- 
son, many of these products can be canned, 
frozen, or made into preserves, jams, or jel- 
lies for use throughout the year. One-half 
acre, properly cared for, should provide most 
of the fruits needed for the average family. 

Now is the time to plan that new orchard 
or, if you already have one, spend the next 
few weeks checking established orchards for 
trees that should be replaced during the com- 
ing winter season. 

Fruit trees and vines may be planted at 
any time-during the dormant season—Decem- 
ber, January,_February, and March. How- 
ever, December planting is recommended be- 
cause early planting allows the soil to settle 
around the roots of the new trees. Some root 
systems will begin to develop through the 
winter months and will be ready to start 
vigorous growth in the spring before hot, dry 
weather sets in. 

November is the ideal time to select desir- 
ed varieties and make orders. But take this 
advice—order your trees from a reliable 
nursery. And be sure to specify the date they 
are to be delivered and have the ground 
ready for planting when they arrive. 

Good air drainage is very important. Se- 
lect a site on a slope or top of a hill. This 
will give you the necessary air drainage and 
help avoid frost pockets and poorly drained 
areas. A fairly fertile, sandy loam soil with 
reddish-yellow or red subsoil is best for most 
fruits. .The subsoil should be rather loose 
and friable to allow root penetration. At the 
same time, it should have good water-holding 
capacity. 

Proper pruning, spraying, and fertilization 
are necessary if apples, peaches, plums, and 
bunch grapes are to produce well. Musca- 
dines, figs, pecans, pears, trailing blackber- 
ries, and blueberries do well with less atten- 
tion. 

Listed below are recommended varieties for 
Alabama and the number of trees or vines 
needed to sufficiently provide fruit for a fam- 
ily of five. 


APPLES: Five to eight trees (plant only 
north of Montgomery)—Fanny, Hackworth, 
Golden Delicious, Red Delicious, Stayman, 
and Winesap. 


PEARS: Two to three trees—Orient, Kief- 
fer, and Baldwin: 


PEACHES: Four to six trees—Highland 
(S), Dixired, Coronet, Red Haven, Newday 
(S), Triogem, Southland (S), Haleheaven, 
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Loring (S), Elberta, and Redskin (8S). Plant 
varieties marked (S) in South Alabama. 

PLUMS: Three trees—Methley, Bruce, and 
Santa Rosa. 


FIGS: Two trees—Celeste and Brown Tur- 
key. 


BLUEBERRIES: Five to 10 rabbiteye-type 
in Central and South Alabama—Calloway, 
Coastal, and Walker. Ten to 15 high bush- 
type in North Alabama—June, Wolcott, and 
Runcocas, 


BLACKBERRIES: Twenty-five 
Young and Boysen. 


BUNCH GRAPES: Three to five vines— 
Champanel and Little French in South Ala- 
bama; Concord, Niagara, Delaware, Fredonia 
in North and Central Alabama. 


MUSCADINES: Three to five vines—Hunt, 
Thomas, Scuppernong, Dulcet, Yuga, and one 
pollinator (Tarheel or Wallace). 


PECANS: Three to eight trees—Stuart, 
Desirable, Elliott, and Farley. May be plant- 
ed for shade around lawn or homestead. 

In addition to these, some families might 
like one or more Quince, Oriental persimmon, 
satsumas (in southernmost counties only), 
crabapple, pomegranate, black walnut, and 
chinese chestnut. 

It has been estimated that one-half acre 
of properly cared-for orchard will produce 
$400 to $500 worth of fruit. Any surplus

can be sold to help pay the cost of trees, spray 
materials, and labor necessary to produce 
good fruit. 
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HAT’S COQKING? Seems that re- 

searchers at the Mississippi Experiment 
Station have come up with a recipe for get- 
ting rid of nutgrass. It goes something like 
this—one heavy serving of nutgrass smother- 
ed in sweetpotatoes, cotton, or soybeans. 

Actually, the researchers found that nut- 
grass infestation was réduced 99 percent 
when sweetpotatoes wereused as the smother 
crop, 81 percent by cotton, and 64”percent by 
soybeans. The yield per acre was about nor- 
mal for cotton and soybeans, while the yield 
of sweetpotatoes was above normal. 

During the three-year experiment, all crops 
were cross-cultivated eight times. A thousand 
pounds of 5-10-5 fertilizer was broadcast on 
each acre and the ground was disked twice. 
Crops were planted at the rate of three pota- 
to slips or 10 to 15 soybean or cotton seeds

pecially significant, the researchers not- 
ed, was the sharp decrease of live nutgrass 
tubers when sweetpotatoes 
were grown. Where 92 live 
tubers were found per sam- 
ple at ‘the beginning of the 
experiment, only one was 
found a year later, 

MEAT-TYPE HOGS IN- 
CREASING. All in all, it 
looks like we are doing a 
pretty good job of producing 
meat-type hogs in Alabama. 

Recent studies made by 
API Extension Livestock 
Marketing Specialist Ray Cavender show that 
a lot of producers know where they are head- 
ed and how-to get there. 

At two recent meat-type hog shows and 
sales, live animal grading demonstrations 
were conducted by Cavender. Of the 411 
animals entered in the two sales, 156 graded 
No. 1 and sold for an average (between the 
two sales) of $21 cwt., 101 graded No. 2 and 
sold for $20.35, and 78 graded No. 8 with a 
price tag of $19.80. Lights and heavies 
brought $19.75. 

The quality of the hogs shows remarkable 
progress from the efforts of growers, said 
Cavender. But, we still have a long way to 
go to produce all the meat-type hogs Ala- 
bama alone consumes, 

HOG GAINS COMPARED. Speaking of 
meat-type hogs, the Ohio Swine Valuation 
Station in a study of 885 litter-mate barrow 
and gilt pairs sent to market made this dis- 
covery. Barrows gain faster than gilts, but 
gilts produce a leaner carcass well suited td 
the meat-type hog campaigns. 

The gilts had less backfat and heavier 
hams and loins. Barrow carcasses yielded 
2.3 percent less lean cuts than did gilt car- 
casses. However, in most cases, the barrows 
reached 210 pounds liveweight at 160 days, 
while it took the gilts a week longer. But the 
barrow carcasses were half an inch shorter 
than those of the gilts. 

ROUGHAGE FOR WINTER FEED. Com- 
parisons of roughage values for dry-lot feed- 
ing of stocker cattle eating free-choice rough- 
age plus a little grain and protein supplement 
were made by the Georgia Coastal Plains Ex- 
periment Station. 

Alfalfa hay was better than all hays fed. 
Sericea lespedeza and coastal bermuda hays 
were the least efficient with regard to gain 
rates and cost. 

Silages proved most economical of the 
forages in a steer growing-fattening program.

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Barns Full and Some on the Ground

HEN winter gives in to spring, most folks 
are scraping the barn loft for hay to 
finish out their winter feeding. 

And, fortunately, most of them are rescued 
by Mother Nature’s spring blanket of green 
grazing before extra hay or other feed h 
to be bought. e 

But Robert Arrington of Montgomery 
County realized years ago that this was 
stretching luck a little too far, so he started 
cushioning his winter hay supply with an ex- 
tra 1,000 bales per 100 cows. And with this 
amount of hay left at the end of each winter, 
he has never been caught short—at least, not 
since he began his hedging program. 

Arrington recalled one year that the sys- 
tem really paid off. In 1954—tthe drouth 
year—he cut only 7400 bales. Added to his 
10,000-bale carry-over, this gave him 17,400 
bales of hay to winter his stock. And since 
he tries to save some 60 to 70 thousand bales 
of hay annually, you can see that the 10,000- 
bale carry-over was badly needed. 

Due to a labor shortage, Arrington has 
come up with a unique feeding system... His 
wintering period averages 16 weeks annually, 
falling between November 20 and March 10. 
Full feeding is out, but auxiliary feeding is 
necessary during this period. Using the labor 
he has on hand, the Ramer Rt. 2 farmer feeds 
Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays of each 
week. Grinning, Arrington said, “Cows have 
big stomachs. Fill them up and they can 
coast a day or two until the next feeding.’” 
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Hay is hauled to the pasture where brood 
cows and their calves get an average of two 
bales per cow and calf each week. Animals 
in his steer feeding operation get only half 
this amount. 

Storage for 25,000 bales of hay is taken 
care of by Arrington’s five 60 by 60-foot 
barns, which. measure 20 feet at the highest 
point. The farmer said the barns hold about 
5,000 bales each when filled to the rafters. 

The balance of the hay crop is stored in 
various places, wherever Arrington can find 
room, with the exception of 10,000 bales. 
These are left in the field where they drop 
from ‘the baler. 

Hay left in the field (or pasture) is tied 
with a different baler. This hay is put up 
in round bales, which the farmer said would 
stand weather better than square ones. Round 
bales are packed tighter, thus preventing 
rains from soaking the hay, he explained. 

Where does Arrington produce all this 
hay? Extra pasture is really the answer. 
Excess growth from his Johnson grass and 
sericea lespedeza pastures furnish about 80 
percent of the amount. The rest comes from 
dallis grass pasture. “If a farmer doesn’t 
have extra pasture,” said Arrington, “he is 
just plainly overstocked. In dry years, he 
will need the extra acres for grazing, as well 
as for hay, since fall and winter grazing is 
likely to be cut short due to drouth condi- 
tions.”’ 

Getting back to the round bales of hay— 
Arrington closes these off in his extra pasture, 
Then, around Christmas, when all his work-

ers take off for the holidays, he merely turns 
the cows into this area to feed themselves. 
He explained that the round bales are diffi- 
cult to tear open and some cows would walk 
around them all day before breaking one 
open. However, there are usually several ag- 
gressive cows that will tear into the tightly 
bound bales. Then all the animals join in 
the feast. 


Arrington prefers to use a rotary mower, 
since rank growth in his pastures is usually 
difficult to cut with a sickle-type mower. He 
replaced the shredder blade with a modified 
one that cuts the forage without tearing it 
into small pieces. 

Six men handle the entire operation from 
the mower to the barn. Forage is cut a few 
hours ahead of the windrowing equipment. 
This gives some time for the hay to cure. Fur- 
ther curing takes place in the windrow ahead 
of the baler. When the hay reaches the barn 
—usually within a 24-hour period—no bright- 
er, healthier forage can be found in any beef 
cattleman’s hay shed. ‘ 

Arrington’s cattle also get protein during 
the long winter months. Self fed, the cows 
and heifers average two pounds of protein 
per head per day. Cottonseed meal or soy- 
bean meal is mixed with salt\in a ratio of one 
pound of salt to three pounds of protein meal, 
or ratios of one to four, or one to five, depend- 
ing on which mixture will best meet daily 
protein requirements, 

In addition, the cattle are sprayed before 
Christmas to control lice. And a low-level 
phenothiozine—two grams per head—is mix- 
ed with the meal-salt mixture to control cat- 
tle grubs, Arrington said that over a period 
of a few years, he has eliminated cattle grubs 
on his farm. 


~ Worth Remembering 


> A pie crust will be more easily made 
and better if all the ingredients are cool. 

> The lower crust of a pie should be placed 
in the pan so that it covers the surface 
smoothly. And be sure no air lurks beneath 
the surface, for it will push the crust out of 
shape.in baking. 

> Fill cake pans about two-thirds full and 
spread batter well into corners and to the 
sides, leaving a slight hollow in the center. 


® The cake is done when it shrinks slightly 
from the sides of the pan or if it springs back 
when touched lightly with the finger. 

®> After a cake comes from the oven, it 
should be placed on a rack for about five min- 
utes. Then the sides should be loosened and 
the cake’turned out on rack to finish cooling.

ANGER! Blind man at the wheel! Well, 

judging from the way some folks drive 

a car, you would think they were totally 

blind. But since we know they are not, let’s 

check some of the elements of vision which 

are actually partial blindness on the part of 
many drivers. 

DISTANCE ACUITY. This element of 
vision is the ability of a driver to see clearly 
objects from 20 feet to many yards ahead. 
inability to read signs, due to poor acuity, ac- 
counts for thousands of accidents, 

PROPER FIELD OF VISION. This means 
being able to see over a large area without 
moving either your eyes or your head. , If 
you suffer from “tunnel vision” and can see 
only straight ahead, you will miss danger at 
the side. \ 

NIGHT VISION. Here the driver must 
have the ability to see adequately under low 
illumination, to see against glare, and to re- 
cover rapidly from the glare of oncoming 
headlights. Driving in a semi-blinded state 
even for one second is highly hazardous and 
contributes to the high proportion of night 
driving accidents. 

DEPTH PERCEPTION. This involves your 
ability to judge accurately the distance be- 
tween you and the objects you see. Collisions 
can occur when you misjudge relative dis- 
tances of approaching cars. 

You might add to these REACTION TIME. 
Although this is not a vision element, your 
ability to react quickly is very important. 

Recently the Houston County Home Dem- 
onstration Council sponsored two vision clin- 
ics. Through the cooperation of the Alabama 
Optometric Association the council was able 
to get Dr. William Joseph, Montgomery op- 
tometrist, to act as consultant, According to 
Home Agent Julia Smith, Dr. Joseph made 
available the motorists’ vision clinic equip- 
ment and helped train two groups of HD 
women for the clinics. 

These ladies, in turn, helped conduct two 
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HDC MEMBERS CONDUCT CLINICS—Members of 
the Houston County Home Demonstration Council con- 
ducted two drivers’ vision clinics during September to 
help motorists discover and correct sight defects that 
make driving dangerous. As many as 22 percent of 
the 301 persons taking the tests found they had eye

clinics in the county, where 301 people took 
the drivers’ vision tests. Besides the gen- 
eral public, Agent Smith contacted school bus 
drivers and drivers of several commercial 
companies in Dothan and got them to take 
the tests. In addition to the 301 who were 
vision screened, 95 folks were given informa- 
tion about driver vision. 

Of those who took the tests the following 
percentage failed the various vision elements. 

Under visual acuity, four percent failed; 
depth perception, 22 percent; traffic color 
recognition, one percent; field of vision, one 
percent failed in the left eye and four percent 
ih the right eye; reaction time, 20 percent; 
and recovery from glare (six seconds maxi- 
mum time), 11 percent failed. 

Miss Smith pointed out that those with de- 
fective eyes were urged to see their optome- 
trist concerning the elements of vision that 
could be corrected. She said that all optome- 
trists in the area cooperated in making the 
clinics successful.

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RESEARCH 


STORING FOR WINTER. In most parts 
of Alabama; carrots, rutabagas, and turnips 
can be safely stored for winter. Good results 
were obtained with carrots by covering the 
roots with pine straw or by hilling soil over 
the roots. When fully grown and before be- 
coming pithy, rutabagas and turnips can be 
taken up, tops removed, and stored under 
corn stalks, pine straw, or soil to prevent 
freezing. All of these spoil quickly if not 
well ventilated while in storage.

MAKING NEEDED CHANGES. Changing 
prices, technology, and such factors as gov- 
ernment programs call for farming adjust- 
ments. Farm records supply needed infor- 
mation aking successful adjustments. 
An Aub dy reveals that records of suc- 
cessful farmers show these important reasons 
for success: (1) wise choice of enterprises, 
(2) large volume of business, (8) high per- 
acre yields, (4) high production rates for ani- 
mals, (5) high return for feed, and (6) ef- 
ficient use of labor and machinery. 


GOOD RETURN FROM MILK. Production 
of manufacturing milk at the Black Belt Sub- 
station, Marion Junction, paid $1.09 per hour 
for the operator’s labor and management in 
1957. This was on 1,695 hours of work with 
26 dairy cows on the management unit. A 


similar farm at the Piedmont Substation, 


Camp Hill, paid 81 cents per hour for 1,985 
hours with 23 cows. Both units paid higher 
hourly return than that received by the av- 
erage U. S. farmer.

DEBTS INCREASE. Short-term debts of 
Alabama farmers continue to rise because of 
steady cost increases and necessity for more 
capital spending. At $52 million January 1, 
1958, the debt was 14 percent above that of 
January, 1957. Banks had the largest num- 
ber of short-term (yearly) loans and were 
12 percent above the previous year.. Produc- 
tion Credit Association loans were 82 percent 
higher than last year, whereas Farmers Home 
Administration volume was down slightly. 
Rising farm income has helped to ease the 
cost-price squeeze in 1958. 


PINE SEEDLING DISEASES. Root-rot 
diseases of pine seedlings are a problem in 
forest tree nurseries in Alabama. Surveys 
were conducted last year at four locations to 
determine prevalence of soil fungi associated 
with diseased pine seedlings. Loblolly, long- 
leaf, shortleaf, slash, and Virginia pine were 
studied. Two species of soil fungi were the 
most prevalent ones obtained from the. five 
species and were associated with root-rot at 
two of the nurseries. 
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FATTENING RATION. A low-cost ration 
containing 51 percent ground snapped. corn, 
80 percent ground peanut or other good hay, 
eight percent protein supplement, 10 percent 
molasses, and one percent salt gave good re- 
sults for fattening cattle. In the Experiment 
Station tests, cattle finished on this ration 
gained an average of 2.38 pounds daily. 
When stilbestrol was added, daily gains were 
8.04 pounds. Dressing percentage was as 
good as cattle finished on a ration containing 
more corn. If molasses is cheaper than corn, 
the amount of molasses can be doubled and 
used to replace equal amounts of corn. This 
ration proved good enough to finish animals 
to high Good or low Choice grades.

Action by Congress overcame a 
loophole in the earlier law which 
permitted diversion of a major part 
of the duck stamp funds for routine 
operating expenses ofthe U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service. With antici- | 
pated new revenue for purchasing 
and leasing of wetlands, the Fish | 
and Wildlife Service believes it can 
attain refuge acreage goals in | 
about 25 years.

A $20 million construction and 
modification . program for Gulf 
States Paper Corporation’s Tusca- 
loosa and Demopolis mills has been | 
announced by Gulf States Paper | 
Corporation. 


It is the third major expansion 
of Gulf States in the past decade. 
Production of the Tuscaloosa mill 
was increased in 1948, and the 
Demopolis mill was opened last 
year.

The news coverage of the death 
of a Pope and the selection of his 
Successor drew the attention of 
peoples everywhere to Vatican 
City, 108.7 acres that is foreign 
soil even to Romans, Vatican City,

the Tiber, 


Inside the Vatican walls, the 
435-foot dome of St, Peter’s Ba- 
silica, the largest church on earth, 
dominates a cluster of palaces, 
chapels, museums, galleries, 
apartments and courtyards, pas- 
sageways, neat lawns, and seclud- 
ed gardens, . 

The Sistine Chapel, where the 
College of Cardinals gathered to 
elect the new Pope, Pope John 
XXIII is regarded as one of the 
wonders of the world and per- 
haps man's greatest single-hand- 
ed work of art. The high ceiling 
and altar wall swirl with Michel- 
angelo frescoes showing the 
world’s creation, man's fall, man’s 
hope and the Last Judgement.

The 
Library has the world’s greatest 
collection of manuscripts and in- 
cunabula, It has been said that if 
an unimaginable catastrophe 
Should should destroy all other 
museums in the world, the Vati- .

ate esthetic culture, pagan and 
Christian.

BY THE OLD TIMERS 


From Miss. Clara Cleveland, 
Summerville, Ga.: Yes, I remem- 
ber the old fashioned ash hopper, 
which was a par. of every farm 
home in the days of my child- 
hood. Built of plank in the form 


‘ of an oversized trough, with a 


roof over it to keep out the rain 
and snow. It was made large 
enough to hold all the ashes from 
the fire all winter. 

We burned hickory wood, and 
the ashes were put into this hop- 
When the first warm days. 
¢ime, in the spring, we carried 
buckets and more buckets of wa- 
ter, and poured it into the ash hop- 
per, until all the lye ran down the 
spout. In the meantime we had 
saved all the scraps of meat from 
hog-killing time, together with all 
the grease that has become strong 
and rancid, And with this, and the 
lye from the ash hopper, we made- 
sufficient soap to do the family 
wash until soap making time: 
again. 

Also when we ran the lye from 
the ash hopper, we made a batch 
of hominy, corn from the crib was 


# shelled and boiled in a solution of 


the lye, until the skins were- 
loosened, then it was washed im 
many charges of fresh water, 
until all traces of lye were gone. 

There were no refrigerators or 
ice boxes to keep food, so when 
the hominy was made, we cooked: 
nothing else, until it all was eaten. 
This caused hominy to be so dis- 
tasteful to me that for a number 
of years I would not eat it.

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VERY year, vhen the winds 

blow cold from the North, 
sportsmen in various parts of this 
country watch with great enthusi- 
asm for the annual migration of 
thousands of ducks and geese. 
Every year, too, a less spectacular 
migration, but a very significant 
one, holds the attention of wildlife 
authorities and conservationists. 
This is the annual migrations of 
the whooping cranes. 

Only a few. years ago, these large, 
virtually all-white birds appeared 
headed for extinction. Protective laws 
and the almost constant vigilance of 
wildlife authorities have since pointed 
these great birds toward the road to 


survival. 
Essential to the whooper's fight 


for life is elimination of losses 
along the narrow flight corridor 
that traverses two provinces of 
Canadaeand six states—North and 
South Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, 
Oklahoma and Texas. 

Each year the birds return from 
the North, traversing a 2,500-mile 
course which leads them to the Ar- 
kansas National Wildlife Refuge 
along the Gulf Coast of Texas, ar- 
riving there usually in mid-Novem- 


ber.

In five recent Ag Je not one sin- 
gle bird was lost, but in 1957 one 
bird was lost and in 1956 four birds 
failed to return. 

The whooper is a distinctive bird. 
In flight, ite neck and legs are out- 
stretched in a straight line fore and 
aft, and ite powerful seven-foot wings 
have large patches of black, visible 
only in flight. On the ground the bird 
stands well over four feet tall. 

On their southward trip the 
whoopers travel as family groups, 
pairs, and single birds. They stop 
off to rest and feed in areas fre- 
quented by water fowl, and wading 
birds, being usually sighted along 
river banks and sandbars and on 
the fringes of ponds, and in 
marshes.

AMERICA’S FIRST 
THANKSGIVING 


In an issue of the American Ag- 
riculturist appears an account of 
the first Thanksgiving Day in 
America. We pass it on to you as 
a matter of historic interest. 

To recall the circumstances of 
the first day of thanksgiving may 
serve to remind us of how much 
more we have to be thankful for 
than had those early Pilgrims. 
History tells us that one of the 
hundred and two emigrants that 
landed on the bleak and rocky 
coast of Cap Cod Bay in the win- 
ter of 1620, almost half died before 
the following winter fairly set in. 

Today, in our comfortable coun- 
try and city homes, we cannot even 
imagine the sufferings of the sur- 
vivors, both from destitution and 
inclement weather, whcih they were 
not prepared for, either as to 
clothes or habitations to brave. The 
most of the brave people were not 
inured to hardships; among them 
were delicately nurtured men and 
women. They staked and laid out 
two rows of huts for the nineteen 
families that composed the colony; 
but within the first year they had 
to make seven times more graves 
for the dead than houses for the 
living. 

Notwithstanding all their triale 
and hardships these brave founders 
of a great and glorious race had so 
much to be thankful for that they

on: which to give especial thanks 
for all their mercies”. So they 
agreed among themselves that, 
since prudence and forethought 
had been so wonderfully blessed of 
God, they would send out four! 
men hunting, that they might re- 
joice together in a_special manner | 
after the fruit of their labors had | 
been gathered. According to the 


“historian, barley and Indian corn 


were their only crops; the “pease 
were not worth gathering; for as 
we feared they wére too late 
sown”. This was under the good 
Governor Bradford. The four men 
who went hunting brought in as 
much game as served the company | 
for a week. 

The recreations of the day con- | 
sisted of the exercise of their 
arms. Massasoit, the Indian Crief, 
and ninety of his men, coming | 
among them for three days, dur: | 
ing which they were entertained | 
and feasted by the colonists, the | 
Indians killing and bringing to the 
feast five deer.

| were processed and placed in sery- 
ice. 

The collection of books is being 
reinforced by a selection of 3438 
books. on loan from the State Li- 
brary service. On September 30 
the inventory showed a working 
collection of 18,454 volumes, Dis-

Bump’s Tavern in Historic Cooperstown 


When Cooperstown, New York is mentioned, millions of Americans 
immediately think of two things—baseball and the Leatherstocking 
tales, for Cooperstown, in the-heart of the leatherstocking land, is ‘‘the 


home of baseball."’ 


It was in 1788 that Judge William Cooper, father of James Fenimore 
Cooper, the novelist, erected at the foot of Ostego Lake a dwelling for 
his residence, It was surrounded by a few huts and stood on Main street 
near the present entrance to Cooper Park. 


James Fenimore Cooper, famed 
author of the Leatherstocking 
Tales, was born in Burlington, N.J., 
in 1789. Three years earlier his 
father had founded the village 
which now bears his name. Al- 
though he traveled widely, it was 
in Cooperstown that James Feni- 
more Cooper made his permanent 
home and the famous Leather- 
stocking Tales had their back- 
ground in this and surrounding 
areas. 

In 1939, to commemorate the 
100th anniversary of baseball, the 
National Baseball Hall of Fame 
and Museum was dedicated at 
Cooperstown.

The scientists see in outer space 
a great opportunity for discovering

There are many parents today 
who do not allow teenagers ‘‘out’’ 
for any reason during the school 
week. Some allow teenagers to be

teenevgers keep.

Making the best pos- 
sible “marks?” Does your . scholastic 
achievement entitle you to any “time 
off?” 

The same applies to the teen- 
ager who gets ‘‘out’” once in a 
while on school nights: Does the 
semester or quarterly report card 
indicate that your school work 
isn’t suffering from lack of time 
and effort? ; 


Most parents are reasonable 
and fair-minded and _ exercise 
whatever control they feel is ne- 
cessary in the best interest of all. 
We think, with few exceptions, the 
teenager who doesn’t get out at all 
during the week can earn a night 
“out” now and then by proving 
that schoolwork comes first and 
will not be neglected under any 
circumstances.

Pace by the growth of the 
professional occupations, the 
white collar jobs classification, 
which caught up with the number 
of blue collar workers for the first 
time two years ago, has moved 
decisively ahead as the biggest 
single group in the civilian labor 
force, according to data compiled 
by the U. S. Bureau of the Census. 


In the light of certain inherent 
characteristics of the majority of 
white collar jobs, particularly 
their high degree of employment 
Stability and the above-average 
earnings they provide, this devel- 
opment in the structure of the la- 
bor force represents one of the 
nation’s most outstanding accorn- 
plishments in its progress toward 
widening the economic horizon of 
the working population and broad- 
ening of opportunity in general. 


Figures show that in April of 
this year there were 27.7 million 
persons in the experienced civilian 
labor force in the white collar oc- 
cupation group—those in the pro- 
fessions and related tasks, non- 
farm managers and proprietors, 
and clerical and kindred workers. 
The equivalent number on the 
same date two years ago was 25.4 
million, 4ndicating a gain of two 
and a quarter million in the period. 

The number of skilled and semi- 
skilled workers -and laborers, who

added up to 26 million in the Spring 
of this year as xgainst 24.9 mil- 
lion in the 1956 period, an increase 
of just over a million. Thus the 
number of white collar workers in 
April this year topped their blue 
collar counterparts by one and 
three-quarter millions, more than 
three times the margin two years 
ago, and has shown a rate of 
growth twice as fast in the period. 

Of particular significance in this 
trend is the rapid expansion of the 
classification of professional, tech- 
nical and kindred workers. This 
group includes our scientists and 
engineers, our teachers, and the 
wide range of trained technical 
personnel needed to meet the 
technological requirements of a 
highly industrialized society plus 
the newly developed challenge of 
the space age. 

The figures show that in the 
last two years alone a million per- 
sons were added to this key group 
in the nation’s work force. This 
brought the total in professional 
occupations to above 7 million for 
the first time, representing more 
than one out of every 10 in the ex- 
perienced civilian labor force. This 
proportion has been growing rapid- 
ly in recent years. In 1950, for ex- 
ample, the number of persons in 
professional and related tasks was 
about one in every 12 in the civil- 
ian labor force, and in 1945 the 


ratio was only one in 16.

In 1957 more than two-fifths of 
the population at ages 25 and over 
had at least a secondary school 
educatian, compared to one fourth 
in 1940. During the same period 
the proportion of adults with lim- 
ited schooling de:zlined substan- 
tially, those with less than five 
years of formal education drop- 
ping from about 14 per cent to > 
per cent. 

As a result of the long-term trend 
toward increased schooling, the pro- 
portion of persons who have gone 
through high school or beyond is now 
markedly greater at the young adult 
ages than at the older ages. For ex- 
ample. two-thirds of the white wom~ 
en now aged 20-24 have had that much 
education. By comparison, the propor- 
tion is two-fifths for women at ages 
45-54 and only a little more than one- 
fifth for those past 65. ®@ 

With the continuing rise in the 
educational level, by 1957 more 
than one half of the adult popula- 
tion will have had at least a high- 
school education, and almost one- 
tenth will have received a college 
degree. Among the white male 
population, about one-seventh will 
have completed college.

Cool Weather Here 
“It's Hos Killing Time”

brisk morning in December : . . a coat of 

white over the earth, left by Jack Frost’s 
visit the night before ... men from the neigh- 
borhood gathering around a blazing fire over 
which a vat of water is steaming... 


IT’S HOG KILLING TIME! 


It’s a day of hustle and bustle, for there 
are lots of things to do before the day’s order 
of fresh pork is properly tucked away in the 
smokehouse and other storage places. 

So it’s off to the hog pasture where the 
porkers are killed and carted to the scalding 
vat. Then they’re dressed and blocked out 
to chill overnight. Chances are, there’ll be 
fresh tenderloin for supper or maybe fresh 
pork liver smothered in onions to bed down 
the workers, for tomorrow is another busy 
day. Lard must be rendered, sausage made, 
fresh pork canned, and ham, shoulders, and 
sides laid in the salt box to cure. 

Yes, hog killing time is a busy time—more 
so-in—past.years—and no doubt this season 
of the year brings fond memories to many 
who have taken part in numerous hog killing 
days at home or elsewhere in the community. 

This custom or practice, like many of our 
heritages, has caught a ride on the passing 
parade. Nowadays, for a large majority of 
farm folks, the biggest job involved in pro- 
cessing the family meat supply is loading the 
animals for delivery to local slaughtering and 
freezing facilities. The plants usually are 
very well equipped to handle our meat pro- 
cessing problems quickly and efficiently. 

Still, there will be many porkers laid in the 
salt box and prepared for the home freezer 
this year. In such cases, most of the pro- 
cessing will be done right at home following 
much the same procedure as our forefathers 
used. 

To you who still engage in on-the-farm 
slaughter and processing of the family meat 
supply, may I offer the following sugges- 
tions: 4 


Slaughtering. Take the animals off feed 
one night before killing the next day. Stun 
the animal in the way most~convenient-to

you, ‘sticking immediately to allow thorough 
bleeding. 

. Water in the scalding vat should be kept 
at around 138 to 140-degrees F. for best 
results in loosening the hair. Scalding period 
should be three to four minutes. When dew 
claws break off easily and hair becomes loose 
around the feet, the scalding process has 
reached completion. Remove the animal 
from the vat and use scrapers to remove all 
the hair from the body. After thoroughly 
cleaning the animal, you are ready to evis- 
cerate and wash again. 


Chilling. Chilling is one of the most im- 
portant steps. You can hasten this process 
by splitting the carcass down the center of 
the backbone with a saw or sharp cleaver. 
Hang the pork in a smokehouse overnight. 
Optimum chilling will result where tempera- 
ture is below 40 degrees F.

overnight, it will cut much easier and the 
cuts will be more attractive (pictured above). 
All meat that is to be cured should be trim- 


med smoothly and neatly. Lean trimmings 
can be used for sausage and the fat for lard. 
Loins, of course, can be cut into chops and 
roasts and—along with spareribs, neck bones, 
and liver—wrapped properly for freezing. 


Curing. Shoulders, hams, and sides are 
pieces commonly placed in cure. Curing is 
nothing more than a race between the growth 
of organisms in fresh pork that cause spoil- 
age and the penetration of the preservative 
(salt). For best results, the meat should be 
cured at a temperature of 36 to 40 degrees 
F. In any curing mix, salt is the curing agent. 
Adding sugar will improve the flavor and 
adding saltpeter will develop the attractive 
red color of cured.meat. 

A good rule-of-thumb is to allow hams and 
shoulders to stay in cure two days for each 
pound of weight and to allow bacon one and 
a half days for each pound. For example, 
if you have a 20-pound ham, you will cure 
for a period of 40 days, whereas a 12-pound 
side of bacon would require only 18 days to 
cure, 


Smoking Cured Meat. Smoking adds flav- 
or, delays dévelopment of rancidity in fat, 
and dries meat. After taking the meat from 
the salt, let it soak in warm water for ap- 
proximately two hours. Then, hang it up to 
dry before beginning the smoking process. 

Use hardwoods for smoking meat. Hang 
the meat at least 10 feet above the smoke 
fire and keep the temperature inside the 
smokehouse around 100 to 120 degrees F. 
in order for the meat to take the smoke. Open 
ventilators occasionally to let out moisture

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REAL EVIDENCE OF PROGRESS 


* is being said that in the United States “the 
big are getting bigger and the little are 
getting littler.” Inference is that this is bad. 
I don’t agree with this conclusion. 

It’s true, of course, that farms, factories, 
railroads, stores, homes, schools, hospitals, 
automobiles, tractors, airplanes, and other 
things are increasing in size. Farm organiza- 
tions and labor unions grow and grow. 
Since size is increasing, it’s worthwhile to 
see if it’s good or bad. Let me illustrate 
with observations I’ve made at the Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute in Auburn. 


When I was in school at Auburn (1918-16) 
no student had an automobile and only two 
or three faculty members were car owners. 
Now half the students and almost all faculty 
members have automobiles. 


The president of Auburn lived in a modest 
cottage with no central heat 
and very. few conveniences. 
He used electricity for lights 
only. Wood and coal were 
fuels for cooking and heating 
his home. He had no auto- 
mobile, no radio, no tele- 
vision. 

Now, most faculty mem- 
bérs have all these things— 
and many others. In fact, in- 
structors at Auburn now 
have more appliances in 
their homes than the president had when I 
was a student. 


In those days many rural families lived in 
cabins-with two or three rooms and only bare 
necessities therein. These cabins are almost 
gone now; only a few remain. Houses are 
bigger and better, with electricity and num- 
erous appliances that memove drudgery and 
add to the comforts of living. Gone, too, are 
one-room and two-room schools. 


The average American family of today is 
served by mechanical power and equipment 
equal to 75 to 100 human slaves a century 
ago, when only wealthy families had slaves. 

About-everything that we do is with less 
drudgery and more efficiency. Indeed, our 
standard of living is at a much higher level; 
and we're moving up step by step and layer 
by layer day by day. This is true for the 
masses of people—not just a few at the top. 
And it is true in the country as in town. 


George Washington, the first President of 
the United States, enjoyed the finest of foods 
then available from farms, forests, and 
streams. But home ecenomists remind us 
that the average American now has many 
more kinds of food prepared in a dozen or 
more different ways than he had. 

George Washington certainly had all of the 
human servants he needed in his home, on his 
farm, and otherwise. But he didn’t have any 
of the modern appliances and gadgets that 
mean so much to us “little people” today. In 
service we probably have the equivalent of 
more servants than the Washingtons had. 

But we don’t stop with our homes. We 
travel a lot in wonderful automobiles on mag- 
nificent highways. Many young people of 
today travel more miles in one year than 
their grandparents traveled all of their lives. 

Now we get around to reasons why we have 
so many things and do so much. Within 
about 40 years American farmers have dou- 
bled their total output with fewer people on 
farms and fewer aeres in crops. During this

SE of latest techniques and modern equip- 

ment may mean the difference between 

big business and no business at all in the field 
of farming. 

Automatic devices have already replaced 
many laborers in today’s fast-moving indus- 
trial assembly lines. And'the pace farmers 
must maintain to stay in the running calls for 
automatic devices and latest know-how, too, 
or Mr. Farmer may find himself behind the 
eight ball with little or no net income, 

This leaves little room for wondering why 
Harold Harris of Montgomery Rt. 1 built a 
new dairy barn and installed all the gadgets 
that save labor and add convenience of han- 
dling cows and feed—or why he uses Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association records in his 
herd. To stay in business, improved facili- 
ties and management were a must. 

Since. Harris left a salary job to become a 
dairy farmer, he’s learned that keeping 


abreast of latest techniques and making use 
of newest equipment is the best way to make 
money—and wkether you call it family in- 
come or sufficient returns, making money is 
still the big gun in any occupation. . 


of Mont- 
gomery County only has to pull the cord to get the 
desired amount of concentrate into his dairy animals’ 
troughs. The feeding mechanism is automatic, with 
an auger tube (shown at right) attached to overhead 


bulk feed bins. The panel where each cord is at- 
tached is graduated in inches. Pulling the cord down 
a certain number of inches lets a specific amount of 


feed into the trough. 


A charter member of the Montgomery 
County DHIA, Harris saw the herd improve- 
ment association as a forward step in his pro- 
gressive program. “But you have to realize 
that DHIA is not a short-time program,” he 
said. “It won’t do you much good the first 
year. After you’ve set up a year’s records 
on your herd, however, the program begins 
to pay off. And the dividends are more each 
year thereafter. The cow that makes money 
this year will make money next year, and by 
knowing which cows bring in the most money, 
you know where to select heifers for herd 
replacements, as well as which ones to cull,” 
he added. 


Since he joined DHIA, Harris has increas- 
ed his herd production by 1,455 pounds per 
cow. The herd average is close to 7500 pounds 
per cow now. But milking 100 cows twice 
each day with what little labor he can keep 
on the farm has proved to be an uphill pull 
all the way. That’s why the dairyman built 
the new.-barn: 


COWS LIVE MODERN—In Harold Harris’ new 
dairy barn in Montgomery County, cows live like 
queens. Their every want is taken care of in this 
up-to-date milking parlor with its ceramic tile walls 
and ultramodern equipment.

Milk is inclosed in plastic tubes, glass milk 
lines, and a stainless steel bulk tank from the time 
it is taken from the cows until it is picked up’ by the 
processing company. 


Over Five-Million-Pound Annual Harvest 
Game Meat Tasty If Properly Handled 


HE amount of meat taken from field and 

forest is astounding, says Earl F. Ken- 

namer, API Extension fish and wildlife spe- 
cialist, ——— 

Here’s the calculated harvest in pounds 
of game taken in the nation during one war 
year, according to the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service, he points out: Deer, 59,000,000 
pounds; elk, 9,000,000; antelope, bear, sheep, 
and goats, 1,650,000; rabbits, 68,735,000; 
squirrels, 22,000,000; racoon, opossum, and 
woodchuck, 14,222,000; duck, 82,500,000; 
geese, 3,000,000; quail, pheasants, grouse, 
turkeys, and partridges, 42,243,000; and 
doves, pigeons, and woodcock, 2,405,000 
pounds—a total of 254,755,000 pounds. 

An estimate of the annual yield of game 
in Alabama taken through sporting activities, 
might run as high as 5,100,000 pourtds. How- 
ever, the average person would be surprised 
at the amount of wasted wild meat. 

Many people say game meat is too strong. ~ 
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But much of the dislike for game meat comes 
from improper handling in the field and in 
the kitchen. 

Hunters often let meat spoil before proper 
attention is given to it. All game should be 
drawn and dressed as quickly as possible af- 
ter it is killed. Deer should be disemboweled 
and the body cavity propped open immediate- 
ly after the animal is dead. ~ For the best 
flavor and tenderness, venison should be aged 
in a cold storage locker for two or three 
weeks before it is cut, wrapped, and stored 
in the freezer. 

The tender cuts of game should be cooked 
by dry heat and the léss tender ones by moist 
heat. On many animals the fat carries a 
strong flavor and should be removed before 
cooking. Most game meat does not have 
marbled fat as\is found in beef. Therefore, 
additional cooking fat or oil should be added 
in cooking. Meat tenderizer, garlic, herbs, 
and spices will make most game meat into 
tasty meals. 


Here’s how his operation works now. He 
kept the old barn, next door to the new one, 


to prepare the cows for milking: It is here 
the cows are brushed.down and their udders 
washed and cleaned before entering the mod- 
ern, pit-type milking parlor 12 at a time, 

Harris installed the latest in milking equip- 
ment, glass milk lines, bulk tank cooler, and - 
cleaning .equipment. One hired hand in the 
preparation barn and one in the parlor can 
handle the milking chore. 


The biggest labor-saving device and the 
one that offers the most convenience to the 
dairyman is the feeding apparatus. The see- 
ond story of the two-story building is the feed 
room. Huge feed bins are located here. At- 
tached to them are the individual auger tubes 
that service each cow’s trough. Harris mere- 
ly has to pull a cord on a convenient.service 
board to dump the desired amount of feed 
imeach cow's trough. The system is such that 
when the cord is' pulled-a measured distance, 
a certain amount of concentrate-is-released, 
In this way the dairyman can feed his animals 
according to their production. High produc- 
ers get as much as 12 pounds of concentrate” 
per day. 

“My average grain-to-milk ratio for the 
herd is one pound of concentrate to 38.38 
pounds of milk produced,” pointed out Har- 
ris. “I left a salary job because I thought 
I could make some money dairying, ‘and I 
believe I’m on the right track,” he told Coun- 
ty Agent Tom McCabe.

A Recipe For You 


—CHERRY PIE— — 


1 pastry recipe 2 No. 2 cans pitted 
4 tablespoons corn- sour cherries 

starch 1 tablespoon butter 
1 cup sugar ¥% teaspoon salt 


Prepare pastry according to directions 
in pastry recipe last month. Drain cher- 
ries, saving one-half cup liquid. Mix 
liquid -with cornstarch and cook until 
stiff. Add sugar gradually and continue 
cooking about five minutes or until sugar 
is dissolved. Add butter, salt, and cher- 
ries, stirring carefully to prevent crush- 
ing cherries. 

This recipe can be used for any can- 
ned fruit pie, including gooseberry, blue- 
berry, blackberry, huckleberry, raspber- 
ry, boysenberry, and loganberry. If the 
berries have sugar added in canning, the 
sugar in ‘this recipe should be decreased 
to three-fourths of a cup. 

Fill pie and bake in moderately hot 
oven (425°F.)-for 35 minutes.

time man-hour production on farms tripled. 
Also, U. S. farms are now operating with two- 
thirds the manpower as then. 

Since 1940 (18 years ago) output per man- 
hour on farms has increased 83 percent, 
against 30 percent in industry. 

The average American farmer now supplies 
his own needs plus enough for 23 others. 
In, Russia, the average farmer produces for 
himself and three others. Thus, the Ameri- 
can farmer is six times as productive as the 
Russian farmer. And the strength of every 
nation rests upon its ability to produce on 
farms, in factories, and otherwise. 

Underneath our great productive power is 
the fact that we’re a free people. We are 
free to think, to study, to imagine, to invest, 
to risk, and to work for incentives. No na- 
tion of slaves will ever produce half as well 
in the aggregate as a nation of free people. 

Other facts might be added, but those nam- 
ed reveal clearly that the American people 
are enjoying a much higher standard of liv- 
ing while our units in production, in business, 
on farms, in-factories;-and in commercé are 
increasing in size. 

The same is true in education. Auburn, for 
example, now has more than 10 times as 
many students as in my student days. 


Since we, the masses of people, are eating 
“higher on the hog” as our operating units 
increase in size, I’m not disturbed because 
“the big get bigger and the little get littler.” 
My concern is for human freedom and dignity 
in conjunction with our rising standard of 
living. Its preservation and use is paramount 
to all of us in every way.

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New Source of Income 
Hens Provide for New Home 


ELSON Hillyer and his wife wanted a 

new home. But more income had to be 

derived from their 276-acre farm on Opelika 
Rt. 2 before this dream could be fulfilled. 

Farm and Home Development cooperators 
since 1955, the ambitious couple had already 
been checking all the angles of their farm- 
ing operation. Hillyer’s cotton, his main 
source of income, is the best in the county. 
He’s had the highest:per-acre average for 
each of the last five years. This year he 
baled 592 pounds of lint cotton per acre. 
But profits from the 55-acre crop weren’t 
enough to build the new house. Even though 
Hillyer increased production each year, per- 
acre cost went up along with the increased 
yields. 

So he decided to try egg production, as 
his county Extension agents had suggested. 
This added income producer turned the trick. 
He has now completed the new, modern, 
three-bedroom home and is in the process 
of tearing down the old one, in which he 


lived while building the new one only three gs 


feet away. 

The Beauregard community farmer started 
in the chicken business with day-old chicks 
in December of 1956. He began with 1,275 
in his first 1,000-hen house. In May of 1957 
he collected the first eggs and in October 
of 1958 he was still gathering eggs from this 
flock. ‘TI realized early in October that these 
layers had about played out,” explained Hill- 
yer, “but this was my first flock and they 
were doing so well, I just hated to get rid of 
them.” 

Too, Hillyer was learning culling methods 
on his first ground flock and was slower to 


cull with the first batch than he will be on 


present and future flocks. 

His present flock was bought and put in 
the house at 11 weeks of age. 

Each inside wall of his henhouse is lined 
with nesting boxes. And down the center of 
the house is a roosting area. The roost is 
made in sections composed of two-by-four- 
inch pieces of lumber and chicken wire. Drop- 
pings from the roosting hens fall through the 
wire enclosures, where they remain until Hill- 
yer hauls the manure off to his cropland. 

Feeding is no problem since Hillyer pro- 
duces all the corn his birds eat and plans to 
grow the oats in the very near future. At 
present he is buying laying mash, oats, and 
oyster shells. His feeding procedure is simple 
but efficient and effective. Hoppers hanging 


yor 


from the ceiling of the house are adjustable. 
He keeps them just high enough off the floor 
so the hens will not scratch litter into the 
feed. Corn, oats, concentrate, oyster shells, 
and sand make up his feed ration. The in- 
gredients are fed individually, following a 
definite pattern along the string of feed hop- 
pers. 


The pattern down one line of hoppers and 
up the other is a hopper of corn, one of oats, 
and one of concentrate. Occasionally a hop- 
per is skipped and in this one either oyster 
shells or sand is the ingredient. 


So far the Hillyers-have maintained a 72 
percent production in their flocks, pointed out 
Assistant County Agent Charles Maddox. 
And they have an ideal setup in their modern 
egg grading room. Eggs are cleaned by 
dipping a wire basketful in an egg washer. 
Then they are cartoned and crated for sale 
in Opelika. Mrs. Hillyer is in charge of the 
egg room and has her adding machine handy 
to keep her records straight. 


“Eggs helped us build our new house,” 
said Hillyer, “and now I plan to add hogs 
to ipcrease annual income even more.”

This Month In Rural Alabama 


Reclaims Old Farm... 
Farmer Produces Meat Hogs 


XTENSION Service workers in Limestone 


County are mighty happy over the 
progress made on Harold Smith’s farm since 
the Athens groceryman bought it this year. 

County Agent F. K. Agee said Smith ac- 
quired the 273-acre farm on Elkmont Rt. 2 
in March and came to his office for help in 
working out a complete plan for reclaiming 
and developing the place. It had practically 
been abandoned for several years, he explain- 
ed, being rented out for the 27-acre cotton 
allotment. 

Smith “hired James Turner to live on the 
farm as manager and started producing milk 
for manufacturing purposes to pay his wages. 
They immediately joined) the Weigh-A-Day- 
A-Month program. 


Plans were also made to raise‘a meat-type 


hog. And since the long-range plans called 
for about 70 milk cows and 20 brood sows, 
it was imperative that a grazing and feed 
program be worked out, 

Although much of the land had been in 
pasture at one time or another, it had all 
grown up except the 27 acres used to grow 
cotton. So Smith bush-hogged 100 acres-and 
“cleaned off enough additional land to give 
him 150 open acres. Soil tests were made 
on all of this land to determine the lime and 


fertilizer needs for the particular crop that 
was to be planted. 

Agee pointed out that existing sod was 
used on much of the pasture land. Good 
permanent pasture grasses, such as orchard 
grass, blue grass, and others, were already 
established and did not need to be reseeded, 
he said. Five acres have been planted to 
alfalfa and 15 acres of corn land is in vetch. 
The alfalfa was planted for hog grazing and 
for hay, Smith said, and the acreage might 
be expanded in the future. 

Turner planted 25 acres of corn this year 
but was unable to get in any temporary graz- 
ing crops. Next year, however, he will have 
Starr millet for summer grazing and will plan 
for hay and silage crops. This winter, hay 
and other livestock feed will be purchased. 

Smith and Turner already have eight sows 
and gilts on the place and recently purchased 
a production-tested Landrace boar from Au- 


burn. The sows include Tamworths, Poland 
Chinas, Hampshires, and Spotted Poland 
Chinas. They hope to produce crossbred, 


meat-type hogs. 

“Smith and Turner have done exactly as 
the API Extension Service and Experiment 
Station recommended,” declared Agee, “and 
the farm looks like an entirely different place 
since a few months ago.” 


LANDSCAPE POINTERS BY KEEBLE 


ODAY’S homes are very unlike those of 

the 20’s. Styles have changed, construc- 

tion materials are different, and designing 

fashions are such that landscaping has done 
an about-face. 

This is the way API Extension Ornamental 
Horticulturist. Troy Keeble’ sees modern 
dwellings. He points out that many houses 
of 20 years ago were set on pillers four to 
five feet off the ground with no underpin- 
ning. This situation, in most cases, demand- 
ed continuous foundation plantings to cover 
the void between the house and the ground 
level. Today’s low-foundationed and under- 


pinned home, with wide expanses ‘of glass 
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and long walls of solid material, must be 
treated differently, he declares. 

The three basic groups of foundation plant- 
ings are the corner, entrance, and base or 
fill-in plantings. According to Keeble, cor- 
ner and entrance plantings create the most 
difficult design problem .for the average 
homeowner. Corner plantings of coarse-tex- 
tured hollies and medium-textured Japanese 
photinia planted next to the corner toward 
the door give an automatic lead of the eyes 
to the entrance of the home. To continue 
this lead, a small-leaved, finer-textured plant, 
such as any of the dwarf Japanese holly 
group (Ilex crenata), will focus the atten-

tion of the viewer on the entrance, which 
in most cases is the most attractive feature 
of the home. ® 

Keeble says evergreen plants should be 
used in base plantings to obtain year-round 
attractiveness. Some deciduous shrubs can 
be used for seasonal effects, provided the 
shrubs will not grow too large, creating ad- 
ditional maintenance problems. 

Base or fill-in planting is used between the 
corners and the entrance to accent the style 
and materials of the house. Care should be 
exercised not to overplant this type. There is 
very little need for extensive base plantings, 
since houses are now underpinned or have 
an attractive foundation and need no “‘cover- ~ 
up” plant materials. 

A long-range planting plan drawn by a 
competent landscape designer or nurseryman, 
continues Keeble, will enable.the budgeted 
homeowner to begin his landscape activities 
on a sound basis. With such a plan, it is 
possible to spread a grounds improvement 
project over a period of years.

Newcomer Makes Good Farming 


OOK before you leap” is Lewis Stanton’s 
key to a successful farm operation. 

“Of course,”’ pointed out the Monroe Coun- 
ty farmer, “it took me a while to find out 
that planning ahead was the only way to car- 
ry on a farm operation, and during this time 
I made some costly mistakes.” 

As Stanton and Assistant County Agent 
Jeff Martin walked over the 320-acre Good- 
way community farm, Stanton explained that 
his interest in farming began in 1948 when 
he got out of school at Auburn. “I was rais- 
ed in town and knew very little about a farm, 
but I thought I knew enough to raise cattle,” 
explained Stanton. “So I came back to the 
farm, Which has-been-handed.down through 
the family for several generations, and began 
making preparations for a livestock business,” 

The farm was mostly in cotton~land that 
was being farmed by five tenant families. But 
within a couple of years all the tenants were 
gone and the young farmer was looking after 
the whole place himself. 

During these years Stanton made progress 
with his livestock business. He had a small 
herd of beef animals going and a few brood 
sows. But all these were sold when he was 
recalled to the army at the outbreak of the 
Korean War. 

When Stanton returned from the service 
in 1953, he had a slightly different outlook 
on farming. “Instead of just jumping in and 
trying something,” he said, “I began to study 


the situation and select enterprises best suit-

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ed for my particular farm. Looking back on 
my beef cattle venture, I now see that I didn’t 
have enough land to turn out the volume 
necessary in that type of enterprise. At most, 
I could have carried only 50 to 60 brood cows, 
and that would mean using all the cultivat- 
able land on the farm for pasture.” 

So, in order to find out as much about farm- 
ing as possible, including the latest recom- 
mended practices, Stanton spent a lot of time 
reading farm bulletins, magazines, etc. “I 
also talked to folks in my community and the 
county Extension agents about different 
phases of farming,” the farmer added.. 

Finally, with just about as much “book 
learning’ ashe could readily get, Stanton 
Started making new~plans-for-the-farm. 
first step was to draw up a plan of the place 
and decide what kinds of livestock, feed, and 
row crops to produce. 

By comparing the cost and returns on dif- 
ferent kinds of livestock, Stariton decided his 
best bet would: be hogs, ‘plus a small.herd of 
beef cattle to use the excess feed and grazing. 
Feed crops would consist of corn, grain sor- 
ghum, and plenty of grazing. Too, he would 
continue to cultivate 22 acres of cotton. 

Since there are some 140 acres of woods 
on the farm, Stanton didn’t forget to figure 
the possible income from a well managed 
And this timber land will 
furnish a good outlet for'labor during win- 
ter months after row crops have been har- 
vested. 

With this program in mind, the farmer’s 
next step was to put his plan into action. He 
bought eight brood sows. By saving the best 
gilts he has built a herd of 25 sows and two 
males. The animals are all purebred Durocs, 
with the exception of a Landrace-Hampshire 
gilt that Stanton bought as a 4-H Club project 
for his son. This crossbred sow will be bred 
te a Duroe- male. 


Normally, Stanton markets about 200 top 


hogs from his herd each year. To furnish 
the hogs plenty of feed, he grows 1385 acres 
of corn, which will average close to 55 bushels 
per acre this season. Between’ 15 and 20 
acres of this crop will be hogged off. Also, 
he plants 12 to 15 acres of grain sorghum for 
summer grazing and 18 to 20 acres of oats, 
crimson and ladino clover, ryegrass, and fes 
cue for winter grazing. The grazing is di- 
vided into five-acre plots so animals can be 
rotated from one area to another when graz- 
ing becomes short. 

Along with the development of hogs, pas- 
ture, and row crops, Stanton has built a small 
number of high-quality Hereford cattle. Even 
though he now has only four animals, he 
eee he can safely expand to about 25

CROSSBREDS VS. PUREBREDS. Research 
at the Iowa State College shows that cross- 
bred pigs live seven percent better and grow 
14 percent faster than purebred, according 
to API Extension Hog Production Specialist 
G. B. Phillips. And crossbred sows farrow 
12 percent larger litters and raise an extra 
seven percent of their pigs, he said. 

On this basis, the best crosses can produce 
a total of 41 percent more production per lit- 
ter at five months of age, reasoned Phillips. 
However, the specialist pointed out one dis- 
advantage: with crossbreds comes a lack of 
uniformity. When crossbred mothers are 
kept for breeding, the color, body length, and 
degree of fatness begin to vary. This doesn’t 
hold true with first-generation crossbreds, 
since both parents will transmit purebred uni- 
formity. But packers find it difficult to pay 


for lot uniformity when this variation begins 
to show. ° 


KING COTTON HOLDS ON. During the 
first seven months of 1958, cotton accounted 
for 79 percent of the total S 
production of men’s woven 
sport shirts.

Demand for Feeder Pigs Up

NCOME from feeder pigs? Sure, produc- 

tion and sale of feeder pigs offers Alabama 

farmers a chance at one of the newest sources 
of livestock income. 

As farms become larger and more special- 
ized, many farmers will find that they can 
increase their sow herds and use their avail- 
able grain and grazing to better advantage 
through raising brood stock and feeder pigs 
than by feeding out much smaller numbers of 
market hogs. 

Large numbers of market hog growers, for 
one reason or another, do not produce as 
many pigs as they need to consume their grain 
and forage. More and more corn belt feed- 
ers who produce large yields of grain are 
sending trucks into southern states to pur- 
chase high-quality feeder pigs. These pro- 


ducers will be interested in an available sup-, 


ply of good feeders. And with increasing in- 
terest in large-scale finishing out of hogs on 
concrete, one of the big problems is a con- 
stant supply of thrifty, high-quality feeders. 
All these conditions make a greatly ex- 
panded feeder pig program a real opportun- 
ity for a new money crop for many farmers. 
The estimated cash income in the state from 
market hogs this year is somewhere around 
50 million dollars; growing and selling more 
feeder pigs will not cut down on the pres- 
; . ent program but will supple- 
ment and strengthen it. 
Quality pigs—thrifty, 
healthy, well bred—are of 
first importance in feeder pig 
production. They must be 
grown in big enough volume 
_.to justify the enterprise and 
attract buyérs.  And™ yood 
methods of breeding, feed- 
ing, and management must

ers will want to consider the-following points. 

1. Purebreds or crossbreeds should be 
produced. (A crossbred pig is one whose 
parents are purebred but of different breeds.) 
Some grade pigs are good (a pig with one 
purebred parent and the other a grade or 
scrffb is called a grade), but the wise farmer 
will not plan to produce scrub pigs because 
usually they will not sell at profitable prices, 
Research has shown that due to hybrid vigor, 
crossbred pigs live seven percent better and 
grow 14 percent faster than purebreds. 

2. Meat-type brood stock should be used. 
Meatiness or muscling ‘and fatness or lardi- 
ness in hogs are largely a matter of breeding. 
Don’t rely simply on registered boars and 
sows for producing either purebreds or cross- 
breds. There are still too many registered 
scrubs. If you need’ help in selecting meat-

type brood stock, your county agent can help 
you. 

8. In no stage of pork production is nu- 
trition as important as it is during the three 
months, three weeks, and three days before 
the little pigs are bofm and during their first 
eight weeks of life. You’ll want to feed sows 
and gilts properly during the gestation period 
and a sound feeding program will include 
plenty of green grazing and enough protein 
supplement and mineral mixture. Then, dur- 
ing the suckling period, you’ll want to pre- 
vent iron deficiency anemia by using iron 
shots and sod. Begin creep-feeding just as 
goon as the baby pigs will begin eating and 
otherwise push and pamper the suckling pigs 
so they will not lose their “milk bloom” at 
weaning time. 


4. Good farrowing facilities are a must. 
They need not be expensive or elaborate. Any 
one of several kinds of farrowing houses is 
good, Farrowing jackets may be used. But 
it’s too ricky, for sure, to depend on pine 
thickets or fence corners. Your goal should 
be at least eight good pigs saved and raised 
and sold from each gilt or brgod sow twice 
a year, and you won’t average doing that 
without some kind of farrowing equipment. 

“6B. You can’t produce healthy, high-qual- 
ity feeder pigs unless a rigid disease and 
parasite control program is followed. We've 
over-used the word “sanitation” and most hog 
growers have underused the practice. Neither 
research nor experienced growers have found 
a substitute for.good sanitation practices in 
preventing parasites and diseases. Scalding 
and scrubbing farrowing quarters, making 
full use of rotated grazing, regular use of 
worm treatments, such as piperazine or hy- 
gromycin, and a regular vaccination program 
to prevent cholera are all included in a sound 
Sanitation and disease prevention program, 
Again, if information.is needed, your county 
agent is the one to see. 

The API Extension Service, including its 
county agents in all Alabama, believes there 
are thousands of farmers in the state who can 
and should increase their income by produc- 
ing high-quality feeder pigs. Through the 
79 auction and other markets, the demand 
has almost always been strong for good thrif-

ty pigs, but under the proposed program and 
under the changing agricultural conditions of 
today, the need and demand will increase and 
another good source of livestock income will 
be available if good production practices are 
followed. 


If feeder pig production is adopted by 
enough growers, the logical step would be 
to schedule widely advertised, cooperative 
feeder pig sales. Our colliseums would be 
good places for holding such sales. All pigs 
would be carefully screened and selected for 
thrift and quality and each would have a 
health certificate showing vaccination against 
cholera. Ray Cavender, who recently joined 
the Extension Service staff.as-hog-marketing 
specialist would be available to help organ- 
ize and put over these special auction sales. 

Morris White and J. H. Yeager, economists 
of the API Experiment Station, have recently 
published a leaflet titled, “What Can I Pay 
for Feeder Pigs?”’ The research information 
therein should prove most helpful to both pro- 
ducers and buyers of feeder pigs. Copies are 
available through your county agent.

pt a job just to keep up with agriculture 
these days, and producing a product—any 
product—on a volume basis presents still an- 
other problem. 


With the labor situation as it is, many 
farmers are finding it necessary to change 
their entire operations. Such was the case 
of C. L. Stovall, Phil Campbell Rt. 3.- He 
saw that if he expected to stay in the dairy 
business, he would have to increase volume. 
Yet the labor shortage plus the weight of 
many years were slowing him down, so that 
he saw little chance of increasing output. 


Finally, Stovall sold his dairy cows and 
turned to laying hens, an enterprise he felt 
he could manage. And his 1,008-cage layer 
house is doing double duty. In each cage 
Stovall keeps two layers, giving him a total 
of 2,016 birds. However, culling and re- 
placing keeps his flock at 1,975 birds most 
of the time. 


The poultryman spends three hours each 
day feeding the hens and gathering and grad- 
ing thé eggs. The rest of the day is leisure 
time, a considerable amount of which is spent 
roaming through the hen house checking the 
income producers. Stovall points out that 
with two hens in each cage, the birds have 
to be checked fairly ‘closely. Otherwise, 
free loaders would absorb too much of his 
profits. Normally he gets 75 to 80 percent 
production, but with 100 pullets occupying

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part of the house, he is getting only 65 per- 
cent at present. 

The ex-dairyman turned his milking par- 
lor into an egg grading room. He air-con- 
ditioned one section for holding eggs, which 
are not held for more than three days. An 
automatic egg grading machine rolls out the 
eggs according to size. 

Looking back on his dairy program (which 
Assistant County Agent H. W. Warren says 
was a good one, with high production for the 
size of the unit), Stovall points out that he 
still has contact with his 92 acres of land 
through some of the best heifers, which were 
kept from the sale. Although he never plans 
to dairy farm again, he is producing replace- 
ment heifers for other dairymen. 

His lush pastures, which have gained tre- 
meéndously since the cows were sold, furnish 
plenty of grazing for the herd replacements. 
And to keep the growth up, Stovall is plan- 
ning to use the manure from his hen house. 
In a'year’s time thousands of pounds of drop- 
pings collect under the cages. This manure 
will be removed from the house during fall 
or winter months and spread over the fields. 

Stovall is well pleased with the progress 
he has made so far in his new enterprise. He 
hopes to add another 2,000-capacity house 
if the Franklin County Exchange plans de- 
velop. Through the exchange farmers in the 
county will have a market for eggs from 
50,000 more hens.

RESULTS 


QUAIL COVEY RANGES. Cover and food 


are the most important conditions for the 


establishment of good-tovey ranges. At the 
Piedmont Substation, Camp Hill, dependable 
covey ranges were found to be associated 
with grain fields having waste grain, idle 
fields that have been cut out of cultivation 
two to 15 years, and quail food patches. 
Where such fields meet, covey ranges are 
established.

USE OF MARKET NEWS. In a recent Ex- 
periment Station survey, it was found that 
only 20 percent of the farmers interviewed 
considered market price conditions in decid- 
ing when to sell livestock. In buying live- 
stock, less than 10. percent,used market price 
information. Thus, a better job’ of buying 
and selling livestock can be done by taking 
advantage of seasonal price changes. 


LIME AND PHOSPHORUS. Results of re- 
search in Alabama show that acid soils re- 
spond more to superphosphate than do non- 
acid lands. This indicates that soil phos- 
phorus is less available in more acid soils. 
Liming acid land results in more efficient use 
of applied phosphorus. Lime alone will not 
eliminate the need for applying phosphorus 
in most cases. However, proper liming may 
reduce the amount of phosphorus fertilizer 
needed.

FARM MORTGAGE DEBT RISING. In 
1958, Alabama farmers owed about $157 
milion-in-loans-secured by farm real estate: 
That was an eight percent gain over 1957 and 
23 percent more than in 1956. Although all 
types of lenders reported increases during 
last year, there has been an apparent decline 
in the rate of borrowing during recent 
months. Interest rates leveled out or declin- 
ed in 1958 after increasing during 1957.

LONGLEAF PINE FOR SANDY SOIL. On 
an experimental forest in Autauga County, 
four species of southern pine were plagted 
on a relatively deep, sandy soil. Although 
initial survival of longleaf was low, it showed 
growth rates that compared favorably with 
that of the other pines after 16 years.

COOL- WEATHER VEGETABLES. Ex- 
periments at Auburn have shown that plant- 
ing cabbage, head lettuce, and onion seed of 
sweet varieties in cold frames by December 
1 gives best results. This gives time for plants 
to be ready to transplant about February 16. 
Transplanting about this date results in bet- 
ter growth and quality. Putting in early or- 
ders for vegetable seed or seed potatoes for 
early planting insures getting the kinds and 
amounts wanted. ’ 


INCOME TAX TIP.. Using depreciation al- 
lowed for livestock can save on income tax. 
The regulations state that purchased dairy, 
breeding, and work stock are subject to de- 
preciation. This allows recovery of a por- 
tion of the original cost each year of the ani- 
mal’s useful life as depreciation. 

Raised animals are not subject to deprecia- 
tion, since costs of raising (fertilizer for pas- 
ture, purchased feed, and other cash ex- 
penses) are recovered as an expense. Poul- 
try are not considered as livestock for income.

BABSON DISCUSSES 
SURRENDERING FREEDOM 
FOR 8O - CALLED “SECURITY” 


Babson Park, Masgs., Dec. 11—As 
I look back over my sixty-odd 
years as a voter and try to inter- 
pret the Democratic landslide of 
the last election,which happened 
when I was in Africa, I am forced 
to this conclusion: The average 
voter today~is more interested in 
seeking “security” than he is in 
keeping “freedom.” Now the only 
real security which I have been 
able to discover is spiritual securi- 
ty . This is confidence in one’s 
God and in oneself so that, come 
what may, one can, and will, not 
only survive but meet competition 
successfully. So the thing that 
disturbs me most about the pre- 
sent wholesale desire for security, 
particularly in « time of plenty, is 
that it suggests a senile civil- 
ization, not the youthful, fearless 
men that made this nation great. 

The Democratic landslide was a 
tremendous rebuff not only to the 
present Administration’s “pay-as- 
you-go” domestic policy, but also 
to its foreign-aid policy. The vot- 
ers seem to be saying, “We want 
a peace, but we are unwilling to 
sacrifice for it.” Our fathers knew 
that freedom and peace were con- 
ditions that had to be cultivated by 
each generation. Life, for our fore- 
fathers, was full of hagards. They 
were in danger of being scalped 
by the Indians, were often cold 
and hungry and without material 
comforts; but they were free men. 
Today we are slowly, but certain- 
ly, surrendering those hard-won 
freedoms as we move in the direct- 


jon of a welfare state. 


SOAK THE RICH! 


Subsidies ahd guaranteed “womh 
to-tomb” economic aids of every 
variety have to be paid for by 
someone. Uncle: Sam has no myst- 
ical source of revenue. Money for 
your unemployment security or 
old-age pension comes out of your 
pocket, not. Uncle Sam’s, He has 
no pockets; and if he did, I am 
afraid they would be full of holes! 
When you put a ceiling on & man’s 
earnings by taxing his initiative, 
man tends to give up. And when 
you soak business and_ industry, 
you begin to destroy those finan- 
cial sources that built our great 
educational institutions, hospitals, 
research centers, and libraries. You 
then begin to scare away private 
risk capital because the return is 
just not worth the risk. Then gov- 
ernment steps into the breach to 
subsidize those projects which 
private capital formerly undertook.

OUR ATTORNEY GENERAL IS 
A BUSY MAN THESE DAYS: 


Attorney Geheral John Patter- 
son, who will soon become our new 
Governor, is a busy man_ these 
days. 

One day he is in court represent- 
ing his state in a suit that would 
keep two high state officials from 
leasing a body of water-front land 
worth $100,000, to a Mobile woman 
for $150 a year. 

The two high state officials who 
would make such a deal are the 
Governor and his brother, the head 
of the Conservation Department. 

At the same time, and day after 
day, the Attorney General was 
advising Boards of Registrars as 
they were being called before the 
Civil Rights Commission, so-call- 
ed, to answer for the manner in 
which they had perfermed their of- 
ficidl duties. 


| 
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Mr. Patterson holds that under 
the law, these officials are not 
answerable, any more than a Judge 
of the Supreme Court could be call- 
ed upon to answer for a decision 
he might have made. 

Acting upon the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s advice the Registrars re- 
fused to answer to the Civil Rights 
Commission. 

The case is being carried into 
the Federal courts. One of the 
Judges has ordered the Registrars 
to appear before him and bring 
their official records. Mr, Patter- 
son is moving to have that order 
set aside. 

With all these duties, Mr. Pat- 
terson is getting ready to begin 
his administration as Governor in 
a little more than a month from 
new.

Selma’s Magnesium 
Plant 


(An Editorial in the Alabama 
Journal) 

Magnesium, a metal so light 
that it weighs only about two- 
thirds as much as the same volume 
of aluminum, has been” extracted | 
heyetofore chiefly from sea water 
pe ta shells. The new magnesium 
plant to be located at Selma will 
extract the metal from dolomite 
ore to be mined in Shelby County. 

Not as much interest has been | 
shown in magnesium itself as has | 
been stirred by the news that Cal 
umet & Hecla owns 70 percent of 
the stock of the company which 
will produce the metal at Selma. 
The new company’s name is Ala- 
bama Metallurgical Corporation. 

An article about the new plant 
published in the New York Times 
gives the interesting information 
that American automobiles contain 
an average of less than a pound of 
magnesium, whereas, the-little Ger- 
man Volkswagon, for example, con- 
tain from 37 to 42 pounds of thé 
light magnesium, mostly in the en- 
gine block an derank case.

BABSON DISCUSSES: HOW 
LONG WILL YOU LIVE? 


Babson Park, Mass., Dec, 18, Dr. 
Robert H. Wilkins of Boston, 
president of the American Heart 
Association, predicts that~“in ten 
years or so” the life expectancy of 
Americans will be 90 years. 


BUSINESS WILL MAKE 
GOOD .GAINS 


If Dr. Wilkins is correct in his 
forecast, by 1968 we shall have 
added about 20 years to life ex- 
pectancy. That should augur well 
for business over the longer term, 
but it will mean headaches too. At 
present our people are collecting 
nearly $20,000,000,000 annually in 
old-age insurance payments, un- 
employment compensation, ve t- 
erans’ pensions and disability pay, 
railroad retirement pensions, fed- 
eral state, and local civil-service 
pensions, and other government 
programs. 

I am told that the total stake of 
our people in public: and private 
pension systems of all types 

unts to $80,000,000,000. In. 
vestments in private pension plans 
alone amount to more than $35,- 
000,000,000 and represent 18 per- 
cent of our entire savings. I fore- 
cast that the total investments in 
all types of public and private 
pension plans will have jumped to 
$165,000,000,000 by 1978, thus 
assuring steady purchasing power 


for the pensioners and the dis- 
abled. ar 
EFFECT ON INSURANCE 

The life insurance companies 


have enjoyed continuous improve- 
ment in mortality rates for many 
years now, owing largely to ad- 


vances in medicine and_nutrition. 


as well as to shortening of . the 
work week. Most companies have 
found their actual mortality ex- 


perience more favorable than that 


anticipated in the calculations 
upon which their premiums were 
based. Also the life companies 
have had the advantage of vastly 
increased investment earnings be- 
eause of large gains in premium 
income and the sharp upturn in 
general business since World War 
ll. 

I believe life insurance com- 
panies stand to make further spec- 
tacular gains as life expectancy is 
bettered. Those insured by mutual 
companies should see total prem- 
ium costs decline as dividends are 
boosted. Those insured by stock 
companies should benefit from 
lower premium rates. Longer life 
expectancy cannot help but en- 
hance the fortunés of the stock 
companies, of which —Aetna~and 
Travelers are the largest. 


PENSION PLANS AND TAXES 

As longevity increases, the per- 
iod between retirement age and 
death will widen. This will mean 
additional problems for govern- 
ment and business. Sharp increases 
in taxes levied upon employers and 
employees for social security lie 
ahead. Boosts in contributions of 
management and employees to 
private pension plans will be equal- 
ly stiff. 

In addition, I predict that fed- 
eral, state, and local taxes gener- 
ally will move to new high levels. 
Some of this increase will be due 
to higher. operating costs. A siz- 
able portion will be due to the need 
for more facilities and services for 
the growing sector of our popula; 
tion above the age of 65. 


NEW BOOST FOR LABOR 

Since I anticipate another mark- 
ed increase in births in this coun- 
try, beginning probably about 1965 
and continuing for several years, 
by 1978 we could well have, in a 
population of 225,000,000, 25,000,- 
000 aged 65 or over and about 75,- 
000,000 under 18. That means we 
will have fewer workers to sup- 
port more people than at any 
other time in our history. Labor 
will once again be in the saddle, 
riding high, wide. and handsome. 
Chemists, physicists, engineers, 
and other skilled specialists will be 
in hezvy demand. 

There is only one method by

Helpful to Forests 


Don't feel disturbed or guilty 
about using evergreens for Christ- 
mas trees—there’'s more than 
enough to go around. Besides, to- 
day most Christmas trees are 
“harvested” as a crop to insure 
more living room for regular 
plantings. 

Also, many Christmas trees 
come from poorer forest soils and 
wet bog areas devoted exclusively 
to the growing of trees for the 
Christmas market. In such areas 
everygreens grow far too slowly 
to produce a lumber of pulpwood 
crop—thus Christmas trees are the 
only profitable harvest to come 
off that land. 

Another Christmas tree source 
is thinnings.”” Mother Nature seeds 
from 5,000 to 10,000 trees per 
acre. In today’s growing-trees-as- 
a-crop operation, frequent thinning 
is essential to allow trees room 
to live and grow. The thinnings 
can be sold as Christmas trees— 
and fill a trio of needs: first, as a 
bringer-of-joy into the hone; sec- 
ond, as an income source to the 
forester; third, as “‘life insurance" 
for upcoming timber crops.
